Translate  of  a  Phiemaund  Wee  desiee[feom  the]  king  op  Goloondah, 

OONOERNINO  CoTNING  Rup[eEs]  AT  ChINAPATNAM. 

A  Phirniaund  granted  by  us  the  Allampana  of  Golcondah  in  the  year  ]  68|  on 
the  day  of  [lacuna  in  the  original]  to  the  Right  Worpu :  Wm :  Gyfford  Esqr. 
Agent  and  Govern1' :  &  Cap*  :  Mor  &ca  Councell  and  their  Successors  for  the 
English  Nation  in  ffort  S* : George  at  Chinapatnam 

Seeing  you  did  send  to  entreat  us  by  the  means  of  your  Higib  Nellor  Vira 
Ragavaya  to  obtaine  our  licence  for  Coyning  Silver  into  Rupies  at  Chinapatnam, 
wch :  according  to  your  request  wee  doe  hereby  grant  you  this  our  Phirmaund  and 
licence  freely  to  Coyne  full  Rupees,  and  halves  quarters  and  Eights  of  Rupees,  to 
their  full  worth  and  vallue  as  those  which  are  coyned  at  Golcondah  and  that  they 
shall  pass  in  all  our  Kingdom  and  Dominion  as  well  and  none  of  our  Divans 
TarrafdrS :  Avaldars  or  any  other  Officers  whatsoever  under  our  Governm*  :  shall 
ever  offer  to  interrupt  or  hinder  the  English  from  doeing  the  same,  for  if 
any  of  them  should  offer  to  doe  any  thing  Contrary  to  this  our  Phirmaund  and 
Pleasure,  they  shall  be  sevearly  punished,  So  the  English  may  trust  unto  this  our 
Phirmaund,  &  goe  on  wth :  the  said  Business  with  a  Contented  heart.

Ordinary  Callicoes  as  *§•  inclosed  Invoice  and  Bill  of  Ladeing  the  reason  why 
wee  have  not  laden  his  proportion  of  fine  goods  was  occasioned  by  the  Governour 
of  Dacherome's  impeading  a  considerable  quantity  to  whome  wee  have  wrote 
Severall  Letters  to  noe  effect,  therefore  have  thought  it  the  best  expedient  to 
forward  a  present  towards  him,  hopeing  thereby  to  obtaine  their  release,  being 
now  noe  Address  to  be  made  to  the  head  Gov1' :  he  being  now  gone  for  Golcondah 
and  what  small  matters  from  other  Parts  so  inconsiderable  as  not  thought  lit  to 
detaine  him  for,  Right  Worsp11 :  Sir  &ca  ;  Your  most  humble  Servts :  Jn°  :  Davis.

Wee  hare  now  before  us  five  of  yours  of  the  27  :  Octobr :  11  &  19  :  21  :  &  28 : 
NovemV:  last,  to  all  which  wee  Shall  now  Reply. 

Wee  await  your  orders  for  Settling  our  Expences  in  this  Factory  and  have 
now  sent  you  the  Perticulars  of  charges  Extraordinary  for  August  and  September, 
that  in  the  Steward's  Acco* :  for  October  being  a  mistake  and  should  have  been 
acco* :  Presents  for  what  s^  nt  the  Oirkeel,  who  has  returned  a  civjll  answear,  wee 
have  also  recd :  a  Lre  from  the  Oompas :  Brameny  Egib  in  Golcondah  directly  [to] 
the  Agent  which  wee  send  herewith,  [you  will  ...  is  ...  the  14th :  wee  have]  been 
forced  to  entertain  more  Peons  for  halfe  a  month,  [and]  had  before  being  employed 
either  abroad  or  in  the  Factory,  &  want  of  more,  till  some  should  returne  from 
whence  they  [were]  sent,  (whereof  term  were  then  sent  to  you,)  off  whome  wee 
immediately  found  the  benefitt  the  uext  night  about  10  a.m.  happening  a  fire  woh : 
by  the  [freshness]  of  the  winds  threatned  the  Towne,  &  Factory  that  was  happily 
quenched,  the  tide  that  night  being  so  high  that  it  came  into  the  Towne,  and  all 
about  to  the  barr  towne  and  Goodra  was  under  water,  the  Dutch  with  what  of  us 
assisting,  the  violence  of  the  flames  was  in  a  little  time  well  allayed,  with  the  loss 
of  five  People  wch  :  were  burnt  to  Death. 

Wee  are  Glad  you  approve  of  our  Proceedings  in  the  Provision  of  Sailecloth 
and  disposall  of  Broadcloth,  wee  have  some  day  since  sold  more  tenn  halfe  Peeces. 
Butt  now  the  merchants  declare  the  Price  falls,  wherefore  desire  to  know  your 
Pleasure  whether  wee  shall  Sell  at  a  less  Price,  which  in  our  Opinions  will  be 
better  then  to  lett  it  lye  for  the  wormes  wth  :  which  Vermine  some  of  last  years 
cloth  notwithstanding  all  the  care  has  been  used,  is  much  damaged,  however  wee 
shall  try  according  to  yor :  direction  to  putt  it  off  to  our  Merchants  for  time, 
which  wee  might  probably  the  better  doe,  were  it  not  for  the  troubles  threatning 
Golcondah. 

With  our  last  of  the  3d  :  &  9th  :  Novernb1 :  wee  sent  you  Mr :  Ayloff[sJ  Papers, 
with  an  acco4 :  what  wee  had  done  in  Mr:  Fleetwoods  acco*:  and  shall  observe 
the  honble :  Compas  :  and  your  Instructions  concerning  Diamonds  as  not  to  be 
guilty  of  breach  of  Order,  as  also  to  prevent  other  Private  Traders  therein,  if  any 
such  comes  to  our  knowledge. 

You  will  Perceive  by  our  acco* :  Cash  wee  have  encreased  the.  Investment  of 
Saile  cloth  which  if  approved  off  by  the  Honble :  Compa :  wee  have  our  reward. 

By  the  Caesar  wee  sent  an  acco* :  of  our  Tonnage  to,  ye :  Bay  amounting  to 
120  :  Tonus  wch  :  wee  have  since  encreased  but  that  was  all  wee  were  [aware]  of  at 
that  time. 

Wee  have  no  Bengali  Pattamars,  wee  dispatched  yours  wch  :  came  to  us  the 
30th  :  Ult° ;  at  Night  giveing  them  their  usuall  Batty  and  engageing  them  to  reach 
there  in  25  :  dayes. 

Wee  herewith  send  you  our  Consultations  Dyary  and  Ace* :  Cash,  with 
Timothy  Harris'  Ace*  :  Expences  for  the  M° :  of  November. 

According  to  your  order  wee  give  all  respect  to  Mr :  Bigrig  who  arrived  here 
the  16 :  Curr* :  at  night  and  have  been  assistant  to  him  in  what  lyes  in  our  Power 
whose  OoSiission  was  read  in  Councell  the  19th:  Current. 

Our  Ace* :  of  Cash  at  the  end  of  October  last  was  but  3>^.  30.4*  wherefore 
there  is  a  mistake  of  5,000:  Pagds:  and  wee  thought  wee  did  the  Compa : 
emminent  Service  in  w*  :  wee  did  as  to  the  Maddapollam  Silver  and  could  Say  much 
in  the  buisness  but  shall  desist  from  Disputes,  wee  have  sent  already  to  Maddapollam 
22,000  :  Pagds :  altho  Six  Chests  lyes  still  in  the  Factory  wherefore  onley  request 
that  since  thereby  wee  have  heightnod  the  price,  wee  may  not  loose  the  Interest  of 
the  money  wee  have  taken  up  thereupon,  and  as  for  breach  of  order  wee  doe 
presume  to  assure  you  wee  did  it  out  of  Ignorance  those  Orders  being  not  in  this 
Factory  wch  :  made  us  not  make  use  of  what  money   the  Compa  :  had  in  Cash  as 
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esteeming  wee  ought  not  to  buy  Silver  on  their  acco* :  what  wee  have  sold  is  at  5 
Pagds :  i|f  Seir  at  "*?§.  f  Seer  whereas  the  Maddapollam  Merchants  would 
not  take  it  under  °9Z.'  so  that  what  Sold  is  as  much  as  they  at  last  could  gett  and 
more  if  wee  had  not  appear'd  in  it  and  present  money  they  wanted.  Your  Orders 
concerning  the  next  years  Investment  shall  be  followed. 

Wee  have  been  as  carefull  as  Possible  in  measuring  and  sorting  of  our  cloth, 
but  for  building  a  Sorting  Place  [  .  .  .  ]  the  Governour  here  will  not  permitt 
us  to  build  with  Brick  and  Timber,  workemen  &ca :  |  dear  .  .  ]  at  Maddapollam 
wee  cannot  expect  to  build  it  at  less  charge  then  that  tho  a  less  place  and  yet  the 
occasion  the  same  here  as  there  it  being  to  Sort  in  and  to  Bale  under  in  the 
Raines  and  not  a  Godowne  for  Bales. 

The  Govern1" :  haveing  declared  formerly  that  he  refer'd  the  taking  the  250 : 
Pagds :  till  he  had  the  Kings  Present  and  not  demanding  any  such  thing  as  the 
Receipt  makes  us  beleive  it  is  Saved,  and  that  he  accepts  the  300  :  by  us  given 
to  him  as  usuall  for  all,  but  if  he  does  againe  demand  it  wee  cannot  help  it. 

As  to  Mr :  Fleetwoods  Ace*:  wee  can  say  no  more  to  it  then  formerly  having 
done  what  wee  can  therein  and  hope  the  Accomptant  is  Sattisfyed,  the  Accompts 
as  chey  stand  in  our  Bookes  and  Madapollam  wee  shall  send  you  by  the  next  ship 
and  have  sent  the  Accomptants  Paper  to  Madapollam  for  their  Perusall  there, 
the  Errors  in  Accompts  shall  be  rectified  as  you  enorder. 

Here  is  no  Inventory  of  any  thing  of  M1' :  Ayloffs  nor  any  other  Acco* :  of 
his  Estate  then  in  the  Bookes  wth  :  you. 

Wee  know  of  no  Europe  Goods  vendible  here  but  Lead  and  Broadcloth, 
Looking  Glasses  and  some  Toyes  are  good  for  Presents  but  not  otherwise. 

According  to  the  Instructions  given  M1' :  Bigrig  in  his  Comission  he  proposed 
the  Allowance  of  Dyett  of  4  :  &  5  :  Pagds:  wch:  considering  the  Authority  it  bears 
from  your  Worsp  :  &ca :  wee  obediently  Submitted,  but  wee  hope  our  reasons  to 
be  given  agst :  it  will  merrit  your  Appro  vail  and  Observation. 

First  that  our  Expences  here  have  of  late  [  .  .  .  ]  been  so  inconsiderable 
[to  any]  former  Practice  [  .  .  ]  Table  has  not  amounted  to  little  more  then 

30 :  Pagds :  when  our  freinds  at  Madapollam  came  to  double  so  much  therefore 
wee  hope  their  Stinting  now  will  be  no  President  for  us  considering  they  are  all 
married,  and  wee  single  from  whence  may  arise  many  more  inconveniencies  (the 
Discreditt  to  the  bonbIe :  Compa :  not  being  the  least  amongst  the  Natives  and 
Dutch  here)  and  expose  us  all  to  a  Seperation  from  one  anothers  Socieby  none 
here  being  willing  to  pay  the  Extraordinary  Expences  of  Dyett  which  will  now 
be  the  certain  consequence  if  wee  keepe  a  Grail  Table,  nor  doe  wee  suppose  you 
intend  the  Allowance  of  Servants  Wages  should  be  included  in  this  since  wee 
humbly  conceive  y*  :  the  Councell  with  you  are  allowed  that  besides  the  other 
Allowances  for  Dyett,  which  is  now  what  at  Present  wee  now  offer  and  hope 
Sufficient  to  merritt  your  Approbation.  Onely  one  thing  more  wee  have  to  add 
which  is  concerning  the  Doctor  who  serves  in  Factory es  and  hath  a  Servant 
something  understanding  in  Physick  whome  he  leaves  here  when  himselfe  goes  to 
Madapollam,  to  assist  upon  any  present  Occasion  which  he  entreates  you  to  allow 
of,  Since  he  must  be  included  in  the  Doctors  Dyett  money,  he  Saith  he  must 
discharge  him  being  not  able  to  keepe  him  on  that  acco*  :  wee  also  desire  you  to 
consider  the  Expence  the  Cheife  must  be  at  above  others. 

The  Golden  ffleece  arrived  here  the  11th :  Instant  at  night  and  wee  have  been 
forced  to  keepe  her  thus'  long  for  Goods  wl'h  :  comes  in  late,  wee  have  now  laden 
on  her  202 ;  Bales  as  ^Invoice,  and  had  dispatched  her  a  day  sooner,  could  wee 
have  had  the  Liberty  as  formerly  to  Shipp  off  our  Goods  after  Night  which  the 
Governor,  will  not  now  permitt  us,  &  dayly  [■••.]  our  Priviledges.  Wee 
have  not  more  to  add  but  respectfully  remaine,  Right  Worsp11 :  Sir  &ca :  Your 
very  humble  Servants  John  Field — "Vincent  Saton — Robert  Fkeeman — Timothy 
Harris.

I  reca  :  a  Lfe  from  your  Cheife  at  Metchlepa  :  wherein  he  writes  me  that  there 
being  comeing  some  Goods  from  Mungala  Guerre  and  Yienta  Pollam  belonging 
to  the  English  at  Metchlepa :  the  Divans  Tarrofdar  named  Hussan  Beg  his  People 
did  stop  them  at  a  ToAvne  named  Palvectee  Demanding  Junckan  for  the  same, 
wherefore  order' d  me  to  procure  a  Rocca  from  Said  Hussan  Beg,  he  being  here 
I  did  accordingly  discourse  with  Braminee  Maddana,  and  gott  him  to  order  the 
said  Tarrofdar  to  give  a  Rocca  concerning  the  above  said  which  have  now  sent 
herewth  :  for  Metchlepa :  and  thought  to  acquaint  your  Worsp  :  therewith,  as  for 
others  matters  have  already  acquainted  your  Worsp  :  by  my  Lfe  :  sent  you  by  a 
Maldar  to  Ohinnapatam.

Notwithstanding  our  past  disencouragewnents,  I  thanck  God  I  have  effected 
our  -buisness  well  beyound  expectation  with  this  Wellcome  and  strange  remarke 
(considering  ye :  Circumstances  and  People  I  treated  with)  I  preserved  the 
HonDle :  Cornp88 :  honour,  and  their  money  too  ;  which  you  will  easily  beleive  was 
a  difficulty  that  Sufficiently  racked  my  [witts]  and  Patience,  and  I  am  sure  is  an 
Event  far  beyond  your  hopes  or  [_prospect]  considering  how  deepely  wee  were 
engaged  before  my  undertaking  it,  and  long  after  by  Gopall  Punditts  importunate 
demands,  as  I  advised  you  ;  who  by  Arguments  [Prompts]  and  Perswasions,  I 
have  reduced  to  Reason,  and  I  thinke  to  Freindshipp  ;  having  here  been  active 
for  us  :  Wee  have  had  many  hott  disputes  about  the  severall  Articles  of  our  Cowle, 
some  of  wch:  are  denyed,  and  others  more  materiall  granted,  as  a  Settlement  and 
Trade  at  Porto  Novo,  Cuddooloor  and  Conimeroo,  wch  :  before  was  onely  limitted 
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to  Cudaloor,  (tlien  the  maine  our  Customes)  are  much  lower  to  our  Merchants, 
•viz*  :  at  Coonimeed  one  ^C4 :,  at  Cudaloor  one,  and  three  Bights ;  and  at 
Porto  .Novo  two,  and  one  eight  which  together  is  one  and  a  half  ^  Cent,  free 
from  other  Petty  troublesome  Customes  to  Talliars,  Cancoplies  and  Pagothaes  ; 
"Wee  were  courteously  treated  by  Harjee  Raja,  and  had  fared  much  better  but  for 
his  wicked  Braminee  Councell.  Thus  much  I  thought  necessary  to  acquaint  your 
Worsp  :  of  our  Success,  wch  :  makes  me  bold  to  mind  you  of  your  promised  honour 
of  meeting  us  at  the  Honble :  Compa8 :  new  Garden,  where  wee  hope  to  kiss  your 
hands  by  five  of  the  clock  on  Wednesday  evening.

would  give  you  a  Cowle  to  come  and  Settle  at  the  Sea  Ports  called  Islambad  and 
Coonimeed  you  would  send  thither  and  encrease  the  Places.  You  writt  to  me 
about  this  and  some  other  affairs  Saying  I  should  understand  it  further  by  one  of 
your  Councell  Mv :  Yale  when  he  should.acquaint  me  therewith  who  you  did  accord-

not  doubt  in  any  thing  whatsoever  but  encrease  the  place  and  remaine  without  fear 
endeavouring  on  yor :  Part  that  the  Divan  may  receive  greater  and  greater  benefitts, 
and  remaine  in  peace  since  the  Cowle  was  sent,  you  must  not  make  any  delay  but 
to  come  and  encrease  the  Port,  and  to  send  to  enquire  of  my  wellfare  from  time  to 
time.

Wee  doubt  not  now  but  our  merchants  will  comply  fully  with  their  Contract, 
as  to  the  amount  thereof,  tho  in  some  perticular  Sorts  they  are  likely  to  fall  some- 
thing short,  which  must  be  made  up  in  some  other  Sorts,  the  greatest  part  of  our 
Goods  being  now  received,  and  hope  in  few  dayes  more  to  compleat  the  whole.

Coppy  of  Mr :  Freeman's  receipt  attested,  which  wee  remitt  you  herewith,  well 
knowing  it's  contrary  to  their  orders,  that  any  of  their  Servants  should  purchase 
their  Commodities  for  their  owne  prop  :  accots : 

You  are  pleased  to  advise  that  our  Bxpences  in  the  M° :  of  August  could  not 
amount  soe  high  with  f  rugallity,  and  that  there  are  many  things  brought  to  charges 
Gener11  :  and  House  Moveables,  which  you  wonder  wee  should  find  a  want  off, 
considering  the  Factory  was  neaver  discontinued,  to  which  wee  answear  that  tho 
the  Factory  was  not  discontinued,  that  a  great  Part  of  the  House  Moveables, 
belonged  to  perticular  Persons,  which  when  deliver'd  there  was  a  want  of,  so  that 
there  was  a  necessity  of  Supplying  the  want  of  some  things,  and  as  for  charges 
Grail :  it  was  [not  ?]  more  then  absolutely  necessary,  for  our  Journeying  from 
Metchlepatam ;  which  you  complaine  of  to  be  intolerabley  chargeable ;  considering 
wee  lye  but  one  night  by  the  way  it  is  nothing  more  then  what  accustomary,  as  to^ 
Mr :  Field  and  Mr :  Wales  house  Rent  at  Metchlepatam,  it  could  not  well  be  avoyd- 
ed,  considering  that  M1' :  ffield  went  thither  upon  the  Compas :  buisness,  and  no 
lodgeings  in  ye :  Factory  for  more  then  those  that  belong' d  to  it,  without  depriving 
them  of  their  accomodations  Mr :  Wales  removeing  out  of  the  Factory  after  the 
Ships  arrivall,  the  Pa:  13  :  [19fa]  charged  for  an  Assistant  to  coppy  out  Letters, 
was  paid  before  our  arrivall,  which  wee  shall  according  to  your  Order  demand,  and 
when  received  give  charges  Extraordinary  Creditt  for  the  same. 

Wee  can  gather  noe  Evidence  against  John  Younge  tho  wee  have  made- 
enquiry  thereinto,  and  find  no  Body  to  appeare  against  him,  whome  wee  should 
according  to  your  Order  have  sent  up  by  the  last  Ship ;  but  on  the  24th :  Ult° ',  at 
night,  he  made  his  escape  from  the  Factory,  diligent  Search  having  been  made 
after  him,  but  not  yett  to  be  heard  off,  having  dureing  his  Confinement  a  Guard  of 
4  :  Peons  on  him. 

Wee  observe  what  you  write  concerning  building  A  Godowne,  that  wee 
cannot  doe  it  to  serve  our  Present  Occasions,  therefore  you  would  have  us 
make  use  of  houses  abroad  tileing  them,  of  which  wee  shall  have  no  occasion 
this  Season,  the  Golden  ffleece  arriveing  here  so  timely,  carryed  away  a 
considerable  quantity  of  our  Goodes,  wch :  wee  desire  you  would  please  to  order 
to  be  built  against  the  next  Season,  for  if  wee  house  our  Goods  abroad 
there  must  be  a  continuall  Guard  for  the  Prevention  of  Theft,  which 
will  be  a  charge,  and  not  so  convenient  as  in  the  factory. 

Wee  have  acquainted  the  Merchants  that  it  is  your  possitive  Order  that  they 
should  take  off  the  Europe  Goods,  and  that  wee  would  allow  them  10  :  Months  time 
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to  provide  Callicoes  to  the  Amount  thereof,  of  such  sorts  as  should  be  required 
for  the  next  Investm* :  but  wee  cannot  prevaile  with  them  on  no  Termes,  there- 
fore shall  according  to  your  orders  send  it  for  Metchlepatam. 

Wee  find  that  you  have  permitted  M1'.  Ramsden  to  repaire  to  the  Fort  after 
the  dispatch  of  the  [Last]  Ship,  and  order  somebody  to  take  care  of  his  charge  in 
his  absence,  which  wee  shall  appoint.  Wee  have  forwarded  your  Orders  to  Nicho- 
las Colburne  for  his  takeing  his  passage  on  the  Shipps. 

Wee  have  acquainted  the  Merchants  with  your  Orders  concerning  the  next 
years  Investment,  that  the  same  Sorts,  &.  quantity  of  Goods,  are  required  to 
be  provided  against  that  time  as  was  order'd  for  this  Years  Investment,  and  that 
for  what  money  they  should  receive  before  hand,  they  are  to  advance  6  ^  Cent, 
and  bring  in  the  Goods  according  to  contract. 

Before  the  Arrivall  of  your  orders  with  us  directed  to  ye :  Commanders, 
concerning  the  carrying  home  of  Diamonds  Cap*:  Cooke  was  dispatched,  hence, 
but  wee  shall  take  care  to  give  one  to  Cap*  [Goulds]  borough  whome  when  it  shall 
please  God  to  arrive  with  as  in  Safety  shall  be  speedily  dispatched. 

John  Davis  in  his  Journey  to  BUore  observed  nothing  that  was  materiall  to 
enter  in  his  Dyary  which  made  him  omitt  it,  being  enformed  that  place  yeilded 
little  more,  then  Carpetts  and  Longcloth,  the  latter  very  good  in  it's  kind  but  no 
great  quantity  considerable. 

In  conformity  to  your  orders  of  the  21th:  November,  for  our  Dyetting  our 
Selves,  wherein  you  are  pleased  to  limitt  the  Cheife  &oa:  at  5:  pagds:  ^  menBem 
Dyett  and  Servants  wages  and  the  rest  at  4:  pa :  ^  mensem  on  which  small  allow- 
ance wee  declare  wee  are  not  able  to  Subsist  all  sorts  of  Provissions  being  att 
double  the  rate  here  as  at  Madrass,  Wee  presume  it  is  not  our  HonWe  Employers 
meaning  to  retrench  their  Charges,  in  not  allowing  a  competency  Sufficient  for 
their  Servants  Sustenance,  which  wee  humbly  offer  to  your  Serious  consideration, 
desiring  you  will  please  to  allow  us  the  same  allowance  our  Predecessours  had, 
woh:  was  pa:  10:  ^-m0 :  for  the  Cheife,  8  :  pa:  for  the  second  &  6  :  pagds:  for  the  rest 
of  the  Councell,  besides  the  allowance  of  Servants  Wages  ;  The  Generall  Table  was 
ordered  to  be  continued  to  the  fine  Ultimo  the  Ships  being  dayly  expected  here 
being  no  conveniency  for  the  Commanders  and  Men  for  their  Dyett,  which  of 
necessity  must  be  at  ye :  Compa9  :  Charge  during  their  Stay  here,  and  likewise  all 
entertainements  for  the  Dutch  &ca :  Strangers  and  the  keeping  our  Festivall  Dayes, 
woh:  wee  hope  you  will  not  disaprove. 

Wee  now  remitt  you  our  Gen11 :  Bookes  Letter  F :  Consultation  Book  and 
Stewards  Book  for  England  ;  Aoco* :  Curr':  ffort  S*;  George,  our  Dyary  &  Con- 
sultations, Ace*:  Cash,  and  Accof:  Expences  for  the  past  month,  with  Coppys  of 
our  Letters  received  and  sent,  to  the  last  month  to  which  wee  desire  you  will 
please  to  be  referr'd.  The  Coppy  of  our  Gen11 :  Bookes  shall  follow  as  soone 
as  Transcribed.

Wee  have  received  yours  of  date  July  above  10:  dayes  since  and  have  observed 
the  HonWe :  Compa:  large  expectations  in  reference  to  the  Silk  and  Taffatie  Invest- 
ments from  hence.  Wee  deferr'd  it's  answer  till  now  hoping  to  have  received  ye: 
Musters  of  the  Severall  Goods  ordered  to  be  provided  here  which  came  out  of 
England  this  Yeare  as  also  the  full  Stock  enordered  or  somewhat  neare  it.  But 
the  former  being  not  yet  received  nor  have  wee  any  certainty  of  it's  arrivall  and 
the  time  of  the  Year  growes  very  Short,  and  Off  the  Latter  wee  have  yett  but 
about  £  :  24000  :  being  sent  us  up  in  Dollars  which  yeilds  so  slow  and  heavy  markett 
that  wee  are  likely  to  have  but  the  one  halfe  of  it's  amount  in  one  months  space, 
the  remainder  the  other  month,  and  being  thus  stinted  for  want  of  time  the  Shroffs 
must  of  necessity  much  impose  on  us.

I  have  already  dispatch'd  away  all  the  money  I  have  received  form  [from]  all 
this  Countrey  to  the  Braminees  Maddana  &  Accana,  Your  Worp  :  hath  not  as  yett 
sent  the  Pagods :  1200  :  for  this  Years  Rent.  If  your  Worp  :  will  please  to  send 
this  yeares  rent  I  will  send  it  up  if  your  Worp  :  thinkes  not  fitt  to  send  the  Whole 
years  Rent  be  pleased  to  send  600  :  Pagds :  for  halfe  a  Year  for  it  will  serve  to 
remedy  a  great  necessity  and  I  shall  send  it  up  after  the  moneys  I  sent -last, 
having  our  moneys  in  your  Worps :  hands.  Wee  doe  not  in  the  least  doubt  the 
payment  thereof  for  wee  know  You  can  pay  us  upon  demand,   but  whereas  there

Wee  have  delayed  the  dispatch  of  these  Ships  till  this  16:  January  in 
expectation  of  the  Invoices  of  their  Cargoes  which  were  not  yet  come  to  hand  for 
want  of  the  Inland  Invoyce  of  goods  from  Cassambazar  and  Maulda  as  wee  are 
informed  from  Hugly  but  now  fearing  to  keepe  these  Ships  any  longer  they  come 
bnely  with  their  Bills  of  Lading,  wee  intending  to  send  their  Invoyces  by  the 
Ship  Anne,  to  rights  and  duplicates  to  them  by  the  Sloopes  which  if  Saltpetre 
comes  as  is  hoped  from  Pattana  may  by  the  end  of  this  month  two  of  them  be 
coming  towards  you.

Yesterday  the  Governour  of  Narsapore  s  Peons  brought  a  Boat  laden  with 
Timbers  for  the  Honble  :  Compas  :  Acco* :  (whome  wee  had  dispatched  hence,:* 
from  the  Rivers  mouth  to  Narsapore,  where  he  still  detaines  her,  having  landed 
the  Timbers  demanding  Custome  for  them,  which  if  complyed  with,  would  be  a 
means  of  looseing  the  Compas :  priviledges  of  having  their  Goods  Custome  free, 
woh :  wee  have  had  as  great  regard  to  as  possible  for  the  Preservation  thereof  jj 
upon  notice  given  us  of  the  Govern"  :  Orders  for  seizeing  the  boat  wee  immeadi- 
ately  man'd  a  [Prowe],  and  sent  her  downe  the  River  to  clear  her  ;  but  upon  their, 
approaching  the  boat  they  poured  a  Volley  of  Shott :  upon  them  and  fired  several! 
volleys  more  from  the  Rivers'  Side  at  them,  having  some  dayes  before  sett  upon 
our  Peons  in  a  hostile  manner  Lancing  and  abusing  them. 

The  Season  of  the  year  being  far  Spent  and  the  Bengali  Merchant  not  yett 
arrived  wee  have  thought  fit  to  recall  the  boates  from  the  Rivers  mouth,  wch  : 
wee  had  laden  and  sent  thither  to  be  in  a  readiness  against  the  Ships  arrivall  in 
ord  r :  to  her  speedy  dispatch  hence,  fearing  the  Govr  :  should  act  any  thing  of 
hostility  on  them  by  seizeing  the  Tandells,  woh  :  would  endanger  the  Boates 
driving  upon  the  Barr. 

Wee  have  wrote  to  Mr :  John  Field  &ca  :  to  advise  the  Governour  of  Metch- 
lepa :  of  the  abuses  offer'd  the  Honble  :  Cornpa  :  by  the  Governour  of  Narsapore 
he  being  under  his  Government,  and  to  acquaint  him  of  what  ill  consequence,  it 
will  be  for  him  to  stopp  their  Goods,  upon  so  unjust  a  pretence,  hoping  he  will 
give  a  Check  to  his  irregular  proceedings,  his  pretence  for  so  doing  is  that  the 
Timber  belongs  not  to  the  Compa  :  but  the  owner  of  ye :  Boate  it  is  freighted  on, 
and  that  wee  owne  it  in  ye :  CompaB  :  name  to  deprive  the  King  of  his  Customes, 
which  wee  have  by  often  messages  declar'd  him  the  contrary,  to  which  he  will 
not  o-ive  creditt,  nor  deliver  it  without  Cuatome.  Wee  therefore  desire  yor  :

Our  last  to  you  was  of  the  23d:  December  Since  wn  wee  have  received  yours 
of  the  15th :  Ditto,  and  23d  :  January,  with  ours  of  the  23d :  Xber.f-  Ship  Golden 
ffleece,  wee  sent  you  our  Consultations  Dyary  and  Acco* :  of  Cash  for  November, 
and  had  hopes  that  the  said  Accots :  for  December  had  been  with  you  ere  this  expect- 
ing the  Bengali  Merchant  here,  but^she  not  appearing  &  the  multiplicity  of  buisness 
upon  our  hands  hath  hitherto  prevented  us,  but  for  the  future  shall  not  make  it  a 
-ens  tome. 

Your  letter  to  the  Compas :  Bgyb  after  some  dayes  detaining  of  it  here  to  see 
how  the  Gevernour  would  behave  himselfe,  wee  have  sent  forward  to  Golcondah, 
a  difference  now  lately  hapning  between  the  Goveinr :  of  Narsapore  and  our  friends 
at  Madapollam  upon  advice  whereof  wee  made  our  application  to  this  Governour, 
but  he  utterly  refused  to  gi^e  any  redress,  but  hath  sent  downe  peons  powder 
&ca:  to  maintaine  the  quarrel),  at  present  he  is  very  oivill  with  us  but  "of  how 
long  continuance  wee  know  not  but  upon  his  first  Stirring  wee  shall  not  ffaile  of 
makeing  our  application  to  Golcondah. 

You  are  pleased  to  say  y* :  in  our  Books  some  of  the  Compas :  Servants  stand 
Drs  :  to  which  wee  presume  to  answear  that  wee  know  of  none  actually  in  the 
Company's  Imploy  but  the  Steward  which  cannot  be  avoyded  and  tho  MT: 
Ramsden  did  then  owe  money  yet  upon  ballancing  his  acco1  upon  his  departure 
hence  money  was  due  to  him  if  auy  of  the  Companyes  Servants  Shall  be  in  Debt, 
wee  shall  observe  your  Orders. 

The  differences  in  our  Accots :  of  Lead  and  an  overcharge  on  a  parcell  of 
Gunneys  sent  by  the  President,  wee  have  now  settled  agreable  to  your  Orders  tho 
wee  presume  the  want  of  y1'  :  Lead  must  proceed  from  the  difference  in  our 
weights,  the  Bramany  that  received  it  afirmes  the  same  to  be  just  as  wee  have 
charged  and  for  the  18  :  fanams  overcharge  of  the  Gunnies  wee  judge  rather  a 
mistake  in  the  "Writeing  the  Invoice  then  any  reall  Error.

Yesterday  the  Governour  sent  to  acquaint  us  that  our  People  at  Madapollam 
owned  a  boate  of  Faddy  as  theirs,  wch  :  belonged  to  the  Countrey  People,  to  which 
wee  thought  good  to  reply,  this  was  not  the  first  time  such  idle  Stories  was  told 
him  and  the  OompaB :  Timbers  Stopt  from  going  to  the  Fort,  desireing  him  to 
desist  from  giving  creditt  to  the  reports  of  such  disaffected  people  upon  wch  sent 
for  the  Duba3h  to  speak  with  him  wch  :  was  to  tell  him  he  was  well  assured  of 
what  he  said  to  be  true  desiring  us  to  write  about  it  otherwise  he  would  write 
about  on  us  here,  but  had  orderd  the  release  of  the  Timber  boates  tho  now  wee 
feare  too  late  to  Reach  ye  Fort  by  this  Monsoone.

I  received  the  Letters  your  Wofp  :  sent  me  and  [have  observed  the  contents 

pleased  to]  acquaint  me  that  Podula  Lyngapa  had  sent  to  your 

"Wofp  for  Chinapatnam  Rent  this  Yeare,  our  agreement,  according  to  the  Cowle 
given  was  to  pay  it  at  the  latter  end  of  May  ordering  me  to  acquaint  both  Madana 
and  Accana  thereof,  and  to  procure  their  Roccas  to  said  Lingapa  that  the  Rent 
may  be  paid  above  at  the  years  end  concerning  which  I  have  talked  with  Madana 
and  Accana  to  which  they  answered  that  Lyngapa  wrote  them  that  the  last  year 
the  said  Rent  was  pd :  to  him,  and  therefore  wee  should  pay  it  to  him  againe  and 
that  they  have  ordered  Chinnapatnam  and  all  other  Affairs  in  those  parts  to  be  of 
Lyngapa's  Side,  therefore  wee  should  now  pay  it  to  him,  to  wch:  I  replyed  that 
hitherto  wee  had  alwayes  paid  it  here  to  the  Divan  according  to  Sallabad,  and  wee 
did  the  same  ye :  last  year  to  the  Divan  it  Self  e,  for  which  we  have  the  Divan's 
Phirmaund  and  Cowle,  but  notwithstanding  I  told  him  all  these  things  ;  they 
replyed  me  that  what  money  wee  paid  here  the  last  year  was  for  Presents 
and  that  wee  paid  the  Rent  money  to  Lyngapa,  this  is  all  the  answer  they 
gave  and  did  not  order  me  co  send  for  the  money  hither  when  the  Divan

Since  the  within  written,  the  Govr :  of  Narsapore  sent  to  invite  the  Councell, 
in  order  the  composing  the  difference  betwixt  us  where  after  some  discourse 
together  the  Councell  desired  him  to  Sattisfye  them,  who  it  was  that  had  given 
him  the  Information,  that  the  boates  of  Timber  detained  by  him  belonged  not  to 
the  Honble :  Compa,  who  declared  to  us  it  was  some  of  our  owne  Servants,  meaning 
those  that  lived  under  our  protection,  who  held  their  priviledges  thereby,  and 
then  produced  a  paper  sent  by  him  by  P[e]yndecondela  Jaggapa,  and  Eram  chitte 
Jaggapa  wherein  they  enformed  him  that  the  Timber  belonged  not  to  the  Company 
but  Sancho  Narso,  and  that  severall  goods  mentioned  therein  consigned  to  him  by 
the  English,  and  sold  for  their  Accots  :  belonged  not  to  them,  but  properly  to 
himself e,  thereby  depriving  the  King  of  his  Custome  under  colour  of  the  English

I  have  lately  acquainted  you  with  what  hath  passed  here  and  gott  Brameny 
Maddana  to  write  againe  to  the  Nabob  and  gott  him  to  send  especiall  orders  to  the 
Avaldar  of  Metchlepa:  and  gave  him  an  express  order  concerning  the  HonWe: 
Compas :  buisness  that  he  should  not  be  by  any  means  an  hindrance  to  it  but  to 
forward  it  as  much  as  hee  can  and  gott  him  to  write  a  Rocca  to  the  Avaldar  to 
the  above  sd :  effect  and  sent  the  same  away  by  his  owne  post  Peons  as  tho  he 
had  written  unknowne  to  us  and  when  I  desired  the  Nabob  to  send  it  by  one  of  his 
owne  Mobutties  he  said  it  was  better  as  he  had  order'd  it  and  that  he  was  sure

By  your  Worp9 :  Love  I  enjoy  good  health  and  doe  heartily  wish  to  heare 
the  like  from  your  Wofp  :  as  concerning  what  the  Avaldar  of  Narsapore  hath 
writt  to  yor  :  Worp  :  about  Pindacundula  Jaggapah  and  Bramchifcte  Jaggapa,  is 
very  true  for  I  know  it  to  be  soe,  I  should  have  then  writt  to  your  Worp  ;  but 
that  I  was  then  at  Metchlepa  :  and  when  I  return'd  hither  again  and  enquiring 
about  it,  the  sd  :  Avaldar  told  me  that  he  had  writt  already  as  I  doe  the  same  now, 
which  you  may  please  to  consider  of,  all  the  differences  are  bred  by  Sanco  Narso, 
Manga  Rajoo,  and  Poto  Raja  Ramana,  which  otherwise  the  Honble :  Compas : 
buisness  would  goe  on  very  well,  yet  their  buisness  goes  on  as  formerly,  Said 
Sanco  NarBo  hath  brought  some  22  :  or  23  :  boats  laden  with  Paddy  to  trade  with, 
and  having  not  payd  the  Divans  Duroy,  yett  he  carryed  the  Paddy  to  his  house, 
and  the  Timber  boats  being  Stopt,  the  Avaldar  of  Metchlepa  :  having  sent  order 
to  release  them,  it  was  immediately  done,  all  these  differences  are  bred  by  those 
3  :  said  Persons,  yet  the  HonUe :  Compas :  buisness  doth  not  perish,  they  doe 
trade  more  then  the  Compa :  themselves  I  write  herein  to  your  Worp  :  what  I 
know  of  this  buisness  you  may  please  to  consider  it,  entreating  the  continuance 
of  your  Worp's  love  towards  me. 


Translatk  of  a  Letter  prom  y*  :  Avaldar  of  Nafsapore  ISakstjrula  Beague 
to  the  Right  Worpll  :  William  Gteford  Esqr  :  Govern*  : 

Nob  date. 
I  enjoy  good  health  wishing  to  hear  the  like  from  your  Wofp  :  there  having 
come  some  boates  with  Paddy  from  the  Coast  of  Carlinga  to  the  Port  of  Narsa- 
pore  the  Dubash  Sanco  Narso  appointed  those  boates  to  come  to  Anchor  at  the 
Banksall  and  when  the  Boatemen  where  asked  whome  they  did  belong  to,  they 
answre'd  to  Sanco  Narso,  the  names  of  the  Boatmen  are  viz*.  Cawsha  Narashim, 
Biruda  Gangaya,  Garugu  Buggana,  Vinte  Narasaya,  &ca:  Merchants,  when  these 
Men  were  ask'd  whose  Paddy  it  was  ?  they  gave  for  answer,  that  it  was  said 
Sanco  Narso's,  and  the  next  day  following,  the  Cheife  for  the  English  here,  sent 
word,  that  the  Paddy  in  the  boats  did  belong  to  him,  and  that  I  should  give  him 
leave  to  land  the  Paddy,  to  which  I  reply'd  the  said  Paddy  was  not  his,  but  said 
Narso's,  but  if  y° :  Paddy  had  belonged  to  him,  they  would  have  carryed  the 
Boates  to  the  Comp^ :  Banksall,  the  Paddy  was  Narso's  for  which  reason  (the 
Junkan  being  due  to  us)  I  ordered  a  Duroy  to  be  layd  upon  it,  and  then  the 
English  Cheife  that  resides  here  to  favour  Said  Narso's  in  contempt  of  the 
Divans  Duroy  landed  the  Paddy,  and  because  they  did  so  in  despite  of  the  Kings 
Duroy  there  being  2  :  boates  going  laden  with  Timbers  I  stopt  them,  and  ever 
since  I  and  the  English  Cheif  could  never  agree  after  which  the  Avaldar   of 
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Metchlep" :  having  orderd  me  to  free  the  [2  :  ]  Timber  boates  I  did  it  accord- 
ingly and  8  :  dayes  after  the  English  Oheife  came  to  my  house,  and  wee  both  being 
discoursing,  the  English  Cheifs  Dubash,  and  the  Escrivan  brought  a  writing 
saying,  that  some  which  belonged  to  ye  :  English  writt  y* :  paper  to  me.  You  may 
please  to  know  that  ye :  Dubash  banco  Narso,  hath  brought  some  Paddy  boates 
wch  :  many  People  both  Merchants  and  others  know  of,  and  the  Cheif  for  the 
English  did  favour  him  soe  far  that  he  did  not  intend  to  pay  ye  :  Divans  Customes, 
&  I  being  resolv'd  to  take  the  Oustome  I  layd  the  Duroy,  but  he  did  not  take 
notice  thereof,  but  landed  the  Paddy  for  wch  :  reason  he  and  I  differ' d,  and  as  far 
as  I  doe  observe  in  the  English  Cheif,  he  doth  not  i  seem  to  be  an  understanding 
person  in  matters  of  buisness  and  Government,*

maintain  our  Priviledges,  and  he  is  a  Person  that  none  of  the  Officers  or  Merchants

From  the  Govern1" :  of  Pollicatt  (now  with  us)  wee  are  informed  that  by  their 
Europe  advises  of  -§4  July  Past  that  the  State  affairs  of  England  &  Holland  are 
in  tranquillity  and  that  the  Duke  of  Brandenburgh  does  now  intend  a  Trade  for 
the  East  Indies,  this  year  and  to  Settle  a  Trade  at  Gombroon  and  some  part  of 
China,  which  the  Dutch  esteem  by  their  discourse  to  be  more  then  a  Princely  vanity 
and  that  they  will  not  be  able  to  procure  any  great  advantage  thereby  to  continue 
it  long.

Licence  to  ye :  Gov*:  of  Narsapoor  for  landing  it,  the  duties  of  the  River  belonging 
to  him,  wch :  he  refused  to  give  pretending  it  was  other  Peoples  Goods,  and 
belonged  not  to  ye :  English,  for  wcb  :  he  demanded  custome,  from  wch :  wee  are 
exempted  being  a  -Driviledge  granted  by  the  Kings  Phyrmaund,  &  therefore 
thought  it  not  reason  to  comply  wth  :  his  unjust  demands  therein,  but  to  order 
ye :  landing  thereof.

The  particulars  you  advice  brought  Short  to  your  Creditt  in  our  last  bookes, 
was  an  omission  before  our  time,  wch  :  care  shall  be  taken  that  they  be  brought  to 
yor :  Creditt  in  these  bookes. 

Here  are  often  Stoppages  of  our  Goods  in  ye :  Country,  wcb  :  to  release  have 
occasioned  many  presents  to  the  Govrs :  woh :  is  a  considerable  charge  to  the 
Compa  :  wch :  to  avoyd  wee  shall  write  to  your  Bgyb  at  Golcondah  as  you  have 
order' d  to  see  if  he  can  procure  orders  at  court  for  remedying  ye :  like  for  the 
future  but  wee  fear  little  will  bee  effected  thereby,  they  at  Court  winking  at  the 
rougeryes  of  the  under  Gov18 :,  and  all  the  redress  that  can  be  obtained  from  them 
is  nothing  more  then  a  plausible  Story  that  they  have  forbid  them  impeading  the 
Compas  concerns,  wch  :  notwithstanding  the  Govrs :  Still  persist  in  the  like  abuses 
wtbout  the  least  regard  to  their  Orders,  having  the  last  year  made  Sev11  :  Com- 
plaints to  Hossa  Beague  of  our  goods  being  Stopt,  wch  :  he  orderd  the  release  of, 
yet  were  forced  to  make  Sev11 :  presents  before  the  free  passage  thereof  could  be 
obtained. 
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Wee  have  order'd  the  Merchants  that  as  near  as  possible  they  bring  in  the 
just  quantity  of  each  Sort  Contracted  for  with  them,  thereby  to  avoyd  the  making 
up  what  they  shall  fall  short  in  one  sort  of  goods  with  another  Sort,  that  so  there 
may  not  be  a  greater  quantity  of  some  Sorts  of  goods  provided,  and  a  less  quantity 
of  other  Sorts  then  you  require,  but  some  Sorts  of  goods  happen  to  be  so  bad  that 
a  great  quantity  is  forced  to  be  throwne  out,  being  below  the  Muster,  wcb  :  if  not 
made  up  in  some  other  Sort  wee  shall  not  onley  fall  short  in  the  quantity  of  peices 
required  of  each  Sort  but  also  in  the  Amo' :  of  the  Investm1  :  you :  order  to  be 
made. 

As  to  the  Timbers  invoiced  to  be  sent  you  by  Allum  Pausas  boat  wee  shall 
observe  to  give  you  :  Credit  for  the  amount  thereof. 

"What  you  advise  concerning  a  Gene11 :  Table  that  it  would  be  less  charge 
then  to  dyett  our  Selves  wee  thinck  it  not  convenient  being  for  the  most  part 
marryed,  and  tho  our  charge  doth  much  more  exceed  your  allowances  yet  are  wee 
better  content  to  provide  for  each  one  their  family  apart  then  to  pay  the  overplus 
that  keeping  a  Gennerall  Table  would  amount  to  more  then  our  allowances. 

Wee  observe  what  you:  advise  concerning  ye:  Companys  appropriating  to 
themselves  Severall  Comodities,  wch :  before  they  gave  their  Servants  the  Liberty 
of  trading  in,  Viz' :  as  Musk  in  Codd  or  out  of  CJodd,  Persia  raw  Silks  &ca:  but  wee 
Shall  give  due  observance  to  this  as  all  other  orders. 

Wee  shall  use  all  endeavours  for  making  full  returns  of  w* :  Stock  you  Shall 
please  to  consigne  hither  and  our  outmost  endeavours  shall  not  be  wanting  for  the 
early  compleating  the  Investment  given  us  in  charge  in  order  to  giving  the  Ships 
a  speedy  dispatch  hence.  Wee  shall  advise  our  freinds  in  the  Bay  w' :  Tonnaage 
wee  expect  will  be  provided  here,  please  therefore  to  send  ua  an  Acco4  :  how  many 
peicees  of  each  Sort  goeth  to  the  Tonn. 

Hossan  Beague  is  suddenly  expected  downe  in  these  parts,  whom  it's  thought 
will  give  the  Factory  a  vizitt  in  his  way,  wee  therefore  desire  to  know  yor :  pleasure 
how  you  will  please  to  order  wee  receive  him,  and  to  w* :  amount  you  thinck  fit  he 
be  presented,  wee  desire  you  would  please  to  send  us  by  the  first  Ship,  halfe  a  dozen 
peices  of  Scarlett  &  a  Dozn  :  of  Looking  Glasses  Severall  Sizes  for  the  Govrs :  will 
•expect  their  annuall  presents  when  the  Investment  is  commenced,  otherwise  wee 
Shall  meet-  wth  :  continuall  Obstructions  therein.  This  being  the  needfull  at 
prsent  wee  remain  Right  Worp11 :  Sir  &ca  :  Your  most  humble  Servts :  Jn°  :  Davis — 
Sam:  Wales — J.  Wheelee.

When  I  gott  yo1' :  Worp8 :  Lre  .  read  I  heartily  rejoyced  at  the  kind  expres- 
sions therein  and  the  good  news  of  yor :  wellfare,  I  observ'd  w* :  yo1' :  Worp  :  writt 
me  concerning  yor :  Comp'ls :  affairs  and  the  Cheif  here,  you  may  please  to  assure 
your  Selfe  the  CompttS :  buisness  goes  on  in  the  same  manner  as  formerly  and  rather 
better  and  as  for  all  goods  (by  yor :  Ships)  either  exported  or  imported  they  are 
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carryed  to  or  from  on  board  wth :  out  any  hindrance  and  besides  what  goods  the 
English  are  minded  to  buy  up  in  the  country  they  doe  buy  and  bring  them  and 
what  Merchandizes  they  are  minded  to  send  up  in  the  countrey  they  do  it  freely, 
without  being  hindred  by  any  and  when  the  Monsoone  is  for  the  dispatch  of  your 
Ship  I  doe  assist  your  People  here  as  much  as  lyes  in  my  power  to  forward  yor : 
buisness  and  when  the  English  send  any  of  yor:  goods  to  Golcondah  they  pay  no 
more  then  1  :  Pagod  :  for  every  Coubadam  Ox,  it  being  so,  how  were  they  hindred  ? 
AH  the  English  that  ever  came  here  to  this  very  time  I  allwayes  Shewed  them  all 
respect  imagineable  giving  them  Tashriffs,  and  never  failed  them  in  their  desires, 
now  the  new  Cheif  for  this  place  named  M1' :  ffeild  is  a  coarse  and  Stubborn  man 
he  is  dayly  overtaken  in  drinck  &  leaves  all  the  buisness  here  in  the  hands   of  his 
bad  Dubashes  for  all  the  Dubashees  here  are  Sons  of  Whores  of  a  spurious  issue 
begott  with  a  bad  [Lacuna  in  the  Original]  and  none  in  this   world  like  them  for 
they  will  not  permit  the  Trade  to  goe  on  according  to  Sallabad  but  they  doe  endeav- 
our to  contrive  many  new  fashions  to  make  themselves  Masters  of  all  the  Customes 
of  this  place,  if  they  doe  designe  to  doe  unlawfull  things  contrary  to  Sallabad  how 
can  they  be  permitted  ?  the  Boatmen  Inhabitants  of  this  place  did  allways  use  to 
fetch  Paddy  upon  their  Boats  and  pay  Custome  to  the  Divan  to  ye :  amo'  :  of  20  r 
pagds :  ^  boate,  and  the  sd  :  Dubashes  take  5  :  pagds :  f  Boat  as  a  bribe  and  for  a 
colour  they  say  the  goods  are  the  Englishs's,  &  besides  they  take  bribes  from  Sev11":

(as  they  ought)  Stand  to  their  agreem*  :  but  play  the  knave  &  warysthem,  were  yy: 
well  drub'd  after  a  thro  examination,  'twould  be  much  better  for  it  is  to  no  purpose 
to  keepe  Such  Dubashes  which  will  receive  bribes,  therefore  you  would   doe  well 
to  turn  them  away  for  otherwise  they  will  doe  w1  :  they  please  and  whereas  there 
are  entertain'd  above  100  :  Dubashes  in  the  Service  by  reason  of  Mr.  ffields  want

meerely  employed  for  his  owne  advantadge  but  not  for  the  CompaB :  the  Govern™  :

Almighties  assistance  if  your  Wofp :  doth   come  hither  in  like  manner  then  you 
will  well  enforme  yor :  Selfe  of  yc :  Dubashees  buisness,  &   of  the  Chiefs  wisdome, 
•  and  then  you  will  likewise  know  all  the  actions  of  the  people  whether  they  doe 
it  for  the  Compas :  Interest  or  their  owne  private   ends   but  these  people  have 
writt  to  yor :  Wofp  a  misinformation  and  so    you  remain  Sattisfyed    with   them, 
to  wch  :  I  desire  you  to  hear  the  following  Proverb,  whether  one   can  be   so  well 
satisfyed  with  hearing  as  seeing,  but  whereas  you  have  none  at  the  present,  wch :

The  lltb  :  curr*  :  his  Highness  the  Allumpenah  came  to  Brameny  Madana's 
house  and  tooke  away  the  ShaLascars  ship  from  Mahomed  Ibrahim,  &  gave  it 
to  Brameny  Accana  who  ordered  Bramine  Lyngapa  to  take  upon  him  the 
Governm1 :  from  Kistna  river  as  far  as  all  the  Carnatica  countrey  as  Nabob  Yeek- 
nam  Cawn  had  formerly,  and  made  him  the  Oheife  person  of  all  those  coun treys 
for  wch  :  purpose  sent  him  an  Elephant,  2  :  horses,  Tashriffs  and  a  sword,  besides 
many  other  honours  wch:  were  confer'd  him,  having  likewise  orderd  by  his 
Highness's  Phyrmaunds  and  Roccas  to  Bondalelu  Shawhe  and  Shancarja  &ca  :

dishonour  will  it  redound  !  whether  I  doe  well  or  ill  who  must  forbear  me  and 
maintain  me  but  yor:  Worp :!  the  great  want  that  I  am  in  for  my  expences  who 
should  I  acquaint  therewith  but  yor:  Wofp  : !  wherefore  I  made  bold  without  fear 
to  write  to  yor :  Wofp  :  for  woh :  I  beg  your  Worsp  :  pardon  entreating  yor : 
Wopp  :  that  you  would  be  pleased  to  consider  of  it  and  doe  so  that  I  may  not  be 
troubled  and  be  in  want  for  my  Expences,  I  recd :  the  Sallabad  30 :  pagds :  for  the 
[mobernesses]  &  ye  15  pa :  for  ye  Pardars  Moudars  &  Backerdars  and  have  allready 
paid  the  30  :  pagods :  to  the  [mobardmeeces].

Our  last  to  you  was  of  the  18  :  curr* :  since  when  as  also  before  wee  have 
used  all  means  possible  to  bring  our  Merchants  to  the  ensuing  Investment  and 
likewise  gave  orders  to  our  Dubash  &  Brameny  privately  to  seeke  out  other  able 
merchants  for  our  Merchants  in  stead  of  coming  to  a  complyance  fell  more  and 
more  back  nor  did  wee  perceive  our  Dubash  whose  perticular  business  it  is,  did 
mind  to  procure  any  others  so  that  it  appear'd  to  us  the  honWe:  Compa:  was  like- 
to  have  no  Investment  from  this  ffactory  this  year,  and  all  fair  means  having  been 
used  to  no  purpose  wee  thought  good  to  proceed  a  little  more  rigorously  in  con- 
fining ye:  Dubash  to  the  ffactory  for  neglect  of  his  duty,  where  he  remaind  2  :

Our  last  to  you  was  the  16  :  January  when  wee  dispeeded   the  Bengali  Mer- 
chant for  Madapollam  &  the  George  &  Caesar  for  yor :  Port  and  had  hoped  tha* 
wee  should  have  had  another  opportunity  Shortly  after  to  have   wrote  you  again 
Ships  dispee-  by  SOme  of  our  Sloopes  &  to  have  sent  you  the  Invoyces  of  the  Ship  Ann  whome  wee 
reasons  why  dispeeded  directly  for  England  the  6 :  of  ffebruary  full  laden,  as  also  those  of  the 
the  invoyces   3  :  Ship3  aforesaid  which  were  then  omitted  by  reason  the  time  growing  short  & 
F8?  .   .   ]    they  being  laden  it  was  not  thought  good  to  detain  y™  :  any  longer,  but  that  they 
proceeded  without  them,  duplicates  of  all  went  by  the  Anne   and  those  Invoyes 
came  to  our  hands  two  dayes  after  the  dispeedure  of  said  Ship  being   detarded  in 
the  way  some  two  daies  by  the  terrible  weather  mett  with  &  before  by  the  Invoi- 
ces of  the  Inland  ffactory's  not  coming  downe  more  early  some  whereof  could  not 
be  sent  till  all  their  goods  were  dispeeded.

could  be  made  legally  appear  so  to  be.     Wee  never  hoped  that  our  endeavours  °fye:as. 
should  be  judg'd  by  the  Success  but  the  act,  the  former  not  being  in  our  power,  affaires* by 
if  wee  were   wanting  in   our  duty  which  is   getting  in  the  goods,  lading  and  expectation

time  Elapses  then  if  but  one  turn  had  been  made  then  wee  can  assure  your

doe  Repeale  that  very  order  or  power  there  made  or  given,  and  wee  would  further  by  Mr:  Mas- 
have  your  opinions  if  any  should  be  guilty  of  criminall  Acts  or  any  such  Offences  *"  conc^'. 
which  shall  render  them  plainly  unfaithfull  in  their  trust,  as  by  taking  the  Compas :  Hervey  be  re- 
goods  and  selling  them,  detaining  the  money  privately  for  their   owne  use  or  the  ^etd  c*Se° 
like  misbehaviour  (that  it  will  not  be  Safe   to  permitt   their  being  in  a  Factory)  he         may 
wee  shall  not  imrneadiately  suspend  them  from  acting  or  continue  the  intrustment  Proceeed     t0 
in  their    hands  till  shall  [sic']  wee   shall  here  frnm  you  whereby  they   may   doe  a 
farther  damage  and  in  w1:  cases  or  whether  in  none  Suspencion  may  be  used  ere 
you  are  acquainted  therewith  wee  heartily  wish  such  courses  may  be  taken  as  none 
may  dare  to  appear  refractous  or   Slight  orders  and  then  wee  may  promise  our 
Selves  the  Comp*8 :  affairs  will  goe  on  more  currantly  when  all  shall  with  one  Shoul- 
der yeild  their  assistance  wch  :  now  is  manifest  they  doe  not,  and  the  Cheife  being 
given  to  understand  by  advises  from  an  eminent   Member  of  the   Cornittee  that 
there  will  be  a  great  encrease  of  Tunnage  this  year  in  Bay  goods,  if  our  disorders  if  Mr :  Hervy 
ere  then  not  ended  we  know  not  how  we  shall  be  able  to  goe  thro  :  wth  :  the  same  ^V*^"^ 
either  to  the  Sattisfaction  of  our   Employers  or  content  to  our  Selves  about  which,  rage    others 
good  consideration  we  conceive  ought  to  be  had,   and  if  Mr :   Hervey  should   be  y°0.  n^Ti^ 
acquitted  and  his  faults  passed  over  it  will   be  a  very  great  encouragement  to  orders. 
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others  to  commit  the  like  disorders  Slighting  and.villyfieng  their  Superiours  and  all 
orders  by  which  means  if  any  thing  Should  happen  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Compas : 
Affairs  either  in  their  Investments  or  otherwise  wee  Should  be  exceedingly- 
troubled  thereat  but  must  declar  wee  are  wholly  clear  therefrom. 

Mr :  Prickman  is  removed  to  Cassumbazar  &  Mr :  Stanley  putt  in  his  place  at

a  great  fault  wch :  wee  never  knew  to  be  our  duty  before,  and  wee  desire  in  order 

hereto  it  may  not  bee  displeasing  that  we  note  some  few  things  to  you. 

That  Ballasore  Factory  stands  upon  a  small  river  not  navigable  much  above 
it  unless  in  time  of  great  flouds  &  freshes,  and  the  river  issues  into  the  North 
west  part  of  the  Bay  some  20  :  miles  from  ye :  ffactory  tho  by  Land  it  be  not 
^viileasons9  above  8  :  miles  ;  from  thence  over  the  Barr  to  the  place,  usually  were  the  Ships, 
&  Arguments  ride  is  generally  3:4:5:  leagues  according  vo  the  time  of  year,  that  Hughly 
Stanley  Mr '  river  is  another  distinct  river  nor  doe  they  any  way  meete  nearer  then  about  60  : 
onght  not  to  miles  that  in  sending  our  goods  hence  as  also  those  of  all  the  inland  Factories 
oftheTioops!  wee  have  no  enfceroourse  with  Ballasore  but  they  are  sent  directly  hence  aboard 
where  wee  have  a  ffactor  that  takes  acco* :  of  all  and  lades  the  same  according  to 
our  directions  taking  receipts  therefore  in  a  book  given  us  from  time  to  time  an 
Acco* :  thereof,  and  all  goods  &oa :  from  Europe  come  directly  to  us  without 
landing  [at]  Ballasore  onely  so  much  as  it  appointed  by  us  for  their  Stock  they  also 
at  Ballasore  send  their  goods  directly  aboard  the  Ships  and  not  up  to  us,  so  that 
there  are  no  goods  passes  from  Ballasore  hither,  or  hence  thither  of  ye :  Compas : 
unless  sometimes  they  may  want  some  perticular  Europe  goods  and  we  some 
necessaries  as  iron  worke  and  Timbers  for  the  HonblP :  CompaB :  yard  here,  woh :  it 
will  be  hardly  thought  worth  ye :  while  for  a  Factor  to  attend  upon.  That  our 
Sloops  in  their  passing  to  &  fro  very  Seldome  keepe  together  nor  is  it  our  desire 
or  indeed  convenient  [for]  many  reasons  they  ridding  buisness  much  better  and 
faster,  so  that  there  being  severall  of  them  Mr :  Stanley  can  be  of  use  but  to  one 
Sloop  at  a  time,  that  the  Masters  of  the  Sloops  do  give  receipts  or  bills  of  Lading 
for  all  the  goods  they  receive  in  here  wch  :  is  sent  down  aboard  and  taken  up  by 
them  when  the  goods  are  delivered,  and  so  likewise  for  goods  &  Treasure  recd : 
from  the  Ships  or  Ballasore  and  they  are  accounted  answerable  for  the  same  nor 
have  wee  in  our  Experience  of  this  practice  cause  to  suspect  the  integrety  of  any 
of  them  in  the  least  on  said  acco*  :  And  it  would  be  a  little  regret  to  those  sort  of 
persons  to  have  any  such  superintendents  and  besides  the  charge  must  be  in  the 
Master  or  else  he  cannot  signe  a  receipt,  nor  be  accounted  answerable,  and  some 
of  our  Pilotts  are  men  whose  education  &  extraction  is  not  inferior  to  most  of 
any  Factors,  and  so  upon  that  acco*  :  might  have  entered  upon  the  Employ  of  a 
Factor  as  well  as  Pilot  had  it  been  their  lot  and  are  capable  of  giving  good  as 
Security  either  here  or  in  England  most  of  them  so  well  skilled  in  Navigation  that 
they  are  capable  of  taking  charge  of  a  Ship  for  any  pa[r]t  not  needing  to  learn  of 
any  Master  or  Mates  that  come  from  England  and  their  Mates  able  enough  too, 
so  that  Mr :  Stanley's  navigatory  Skill  can  little  help  them  in  that  point  and  as. 
for  those  who  [are]  wanting  in  that  perticular  yet  are  not  the  worse  Pilotts  for 
the  river  or  between  this  and  Ballasore  nor  know  wee  of  what  use  he  can  be 
upon  any  of  them  between  this  and  that  place  by  virtue  of  his  Skill,  he  not 
being  vers'd  in  the  Sholds  &  Sands  and  so  not.  capable  of  carrying  a  Vessell 
unless  to  assist  one  of  our  Pilots  and  thereby  be  instructed  in  the  Sands  &ca  of 
the  River  &  without,  wch  :  would  be  a  work  too  mean  for  one  of  his  quality,  and  as 
to  hinder  Boateman  from  Stealing  that  must  wee  conceive  be  understood  of  those 
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Goods  that  goe  off  at  Ballasore  to  wcl1 :  end  our  Smallest  Sloope  is  yearly 
appointed  to  attend  there  and  carries  off  those  goods  of  wch  :  there  is  most  danger 
;and  what  goes  on  counfcrey  boates  (besides  our  Peons)  there  generally  goes  an 
Englishman  but  that  he  must  needs  be  a  navigator  is  not  apparent  they  being 
ever  neer  enough  in  Sight  of  Land  nor  needs  there  one  of  the  Councell  of  a 
Factory  for  that  worke  as  Mr :  Stanley  is  now  till  your  further  Orders  appointed 
to,  nor  doe  wee  conceive  it  convenient  that  a  Warehousekeeper  in  wch  :  Station 
he  now  acts  can  be  permitted  in  the  time  of  buisness  to  goe  to  and  fro  in  that 
nature  he  must  do  if  he  be  so  employed  ;  of  what  hath  been  hinted  wee  desire  you 
please  to  consider  and  if  you  shall  thinck  it  very  necessary  Still  that  he  goes  to  & 
fro  in  the  Sloops  then  let  it  be  directed  in  what  Sloop  and  what  times  that  wee 
may  not  be  at  a  loss  or  fall  understhe  censure  of  w* :  wee  understand  not  the 
meaning  of,  the  best  way  of  preventing  Boatmens  Stealing  would  be  by  sending 
all  goods  of  from  Ballasore  in  our  owne  Boats  and  therefore  if  to  that  end 
you  would  give  directions  to  Maddapollam  for  the  building  one  or  two  boats 
like  unto  Dutch  Catches  or  our  Hoys  in  tinglands  ab* :  20  :  tonns  each  wth : 
Hatches  to  open  and  take  off  fore  &  aft  from  the  mast  to  the  aft  Sheet  they  would 
be  of  Singular  use  &  soon  quitt  their  costs.  Wee  suppose  those  made  at 
Madapollam  2.:  years  since  and  Cast  away  anno  1680  :  coming  down  too  late  in 
tne  year  into  the  Bay  for  the  same  use  were  such  tho  wee   are  not  assured  of  it. 

Wee  gave  you  an  Acco* :  of  those  Persons  that  were   concerned  in  the   Ship 
that  went  to  Surratt  1679  and  the  quantity  of  rasv  Silk   sent   upon  her  being 
■onely  25  :  Bales  and  that  all  in  Silk  Punjab  of  wch:  far  greater  quantityes  then  °°neermng 
that  went  this  year  &  hath    allwayes  to  the  Coast  and  yet  not  forbid  or  taken  any  sent  To    ' k<* 
notice  of  by  you  ;  and  aitho  the  Compa :  (by  reason  they  had  not  advises  hence  f^T^: 
that  year  1679  :  might  well  continue  in  apprehension  of  their  Investment   of  raw  peseutay*? 
Silk  falling  Short  that  year  yet  it  is   wondred  you  should  agree  therein  also,  AseDt'a  &c  ■ 
surely  you  cannot  be  ignorant  that  ye :   goods   were  with  you ;  Bengali  having  wforTt. 
creditt  for  the  same  in  yo1'  :  books  of  Accots :  and  the  Dyary  and  Letter,  and  boo  ke  his  reaBona- 
of  that  year  of  ye:   Factory  of   Cassambazar  if  ever  looked  into  will   cleerly 
evidence  the  same  and  moreover  that  the  incumbent  that  year  there  was   so  far 
from  falling  Short  Severall  hundred  Bales  were  provided  by  ye :  Mrchants  without 
Imprest  thro  the  Interest  &  encouragement  of  the  said  incumbent  however  biamed  ; 
ye :  Cbmpa  :  not  having  any  Cash  ther6  at  that  time  as  is  easily  evinced  by  turning 
to  the  bookes  of  that  year,   so  that   he   much  admires  he  should  Suffer  such   a 
Censure  fro:  you  for  what  you  must  necessarily  know  he  is  wholly  innocent  off. 

Wee  shall  take  care  no  goods  be  laden  on  the  Compa8 :  Sloopes  for  perticular  So°™rMomL 
^sons  but  wee  are  Still  of  opinion  y* :    it  is  not  intended  agst :  those  necessarys  &  f°°ds  be 
provissions  wch  :  by  the  Europe  Shipps  are  sent  us  out  &  for  wch  :  generall  freight  Comp"11:7 
is  paid  in  England  &   [it  can]  no  wayes  prejudice  the   CompaB :  concerns  being  SIo°ps- 
at  y* :  time  the  Sloops  never  come  fully  Laden.  . 

Wee  take  great  notice  of  yor :  [delaying]  to  send  us  a  duplicate  of  the  Compas :  desires  y°T 
Lfe  this  year  to  your  Selves  tho    wee  have  alwayes  recd  :   the  same  formerly  by  in™?™*  " 
their  owne  Standing  directions  wch:  since  you  are  pleased  to  forbear  in  the  whole  ComP8S:  L*e 
wee   make  it  our  formall  request  y* :   whatsoever  Paragraphs  may  any  wayes  Bengali  be 
concern  us  you  would  remit  to  us  in  authentique  coppies  y* :  wee  may  not  onely  SBntthitheF 
know  the  Honble :  Compas :  intentions  as  abstracted  and  modified  by  your  Selves  qu^Ooppies. 
[but]  may  also  be  acquainted  wt,Vl :  their  orders  and  Expectations  as  well  as  our  duty 
in  their  owne  possitive  words,  woh :  wee  thinck  is  not  unreasonable,  and  whereby  as 
wee  conceive  wee  may    be  enabled  the  better  to  perform  what  is  required  of  us, 
by  having  a  more  immediate  and  perspicuous  Sight  of  our  Masters  pleasure  and 
orders  in  their  own  words. 

The  troubles  we  are  apprehensive  of  are  thus,  about  ye :  month  of  December 
last  a  Son  of  Shauh  Sujah  by  name  Zavool  Obdin  had  a  design  of  surprizeing  the 
Castle  of  Pattana  but  was  taken  in  the  enterprise  and  is  known  to  be  one  of 
Sauh  Sujah's  younger  Sons  and  declares  his  father  &  the  rest  of  ye:  Children  News- 
except  Banko  Sultan  ye :  eldest  to  be  all  alive,  since  that  time  the  wayes  between 
Pattana  &  Eajamaul  have  been  greatly  infested  Severall  robberies  committed  so  y*:

in  ye:  end  of  ffebruary  one  Gungharam  formerly  Duan  to  Bahadur  Cawn  whose 
Jaggeer  or  Rents  then  lay  ab' :  Pattana  appears  in  armes  wth  :  ab1 :  5  :  or  6000  : 
horse  having  come  as  reported  from  Sultan  Eckbur  (at  prsent  ye :  third  Son  to 
this  Emperour,  &  now  in  rebellion,  against  whome  ye  Emperour  is  gone  forth) 
thro  the  hilly  and  Gentio  Princes  Countries  and  in  ye :  name  of  ye :  Said  Sultan 
soon  made  himself e  Master  of  Beharr  &  Severall  other  places  of  importance 
neer  Pattana  not  robbing  the  Countrey  but  taking  all  he  can  meet  with  of  the 
Kings  &  Officers  &  acting  more  like  the  Servant  of  a  naturall  Prince  then  a 
rebell,  some  time  he  lay  before  the  walls  of  Pattana  demanding  ye  :  same  &  ye : 
treasury,  and  had  Severall  Skirmishees  wth :  the  Nabob's  forces,  and  upon  the 
last  (wherein  ye :  great  loss  fell  on  ye :  Nabobs  Side)  is  retired  some  6  or  7  : 
leagues  from  Pattana  as  our  last  advice  thence  tells  us,  wee  know  not  what 
Judgement  to  make  hereof  whether  the  Skirmishees  between  him  and  the  Nabob 
were  onely  feigned  upon  some  more  deepe  designe  wch  :  Suspicion  is  more  created 
by  our  Nabob  Shasteh  Cawnes  Sitting  Still  all  the  while  as  unconcerned,  tho  he 
might  from  Eajamauil  have  Sent  such  considerable  force  as  in  5  :  or  6  :  dayes 
might  have  reached  Pattana  and  in  all  likelyhood  dispersed  Gungharan  and 
relieved  the  Nabob  who  for  some  considerable  time  was  beseidged,  wee  know  not 
what  influence  these  troubles  may  have  on  our  Masters  trade  at  Pattana  in  getting 
in  Salt  Pe?,re,  but  fear  tlie  Investment  will  be  extreamly  lessened  if  onely  thro 
the  loss  of  great  ffi  :  of  ye :  time  &  cheife  Season  for  making  thereof  as  is  already 
done  and  'tis  not  unlikely  great  remains  may  also  be  made  by  the  wildness  of  the 
times  and  whether  there  will  not  be  great  trouble  in  getting  it  down  if  at  all  to  be 
effected  is  greatly  to  be  questioned,  great  charge  will  accrew  by  reason  of 
keeping  a  very  great  nomber  of  Servants  for  Saving  the  Factory  from  Sacking 
wch  :  in  such  times  may  run  otherwise  great  hazards  thro  ye :  Zimmanders  and 
Countrey  people  who  use  on  Such  occasions  to  be  fishing  however  wee  have 
confidence  in  this  Province  of  Bengali  we  may  have  peace  and  tranquillity  thro 
ye :  authority  of  our  Nabob  being  the  richest  and  most  powerful!  man  in  all  ye : 
Empire. 

And  our  dilligence  &  care  Shall  not  be  wanting  to  secure  our  Masters 
concerns  the  best  wee  can  tho  any  sudden  invasion  should  Succeed  having  our- 
Sloops  in  a  readiness  for  our  Security  at  last,  but  yet  wee  cannot  but  be  giving 
forth  of  money  on  our  Investments,  for  if  wee  doe  not  and  the  propper  time  of 
year  Slip  wee  shall  be  to  seek  afterwards  when  occasion  requires  it,  and  if  wee 
do  '  tis  not  impossible  but  great  remains  will  be  made  if  the  times  Succeed 
troublesome,  but  it  is  our  opinions  that  ye :  Compas  :  Investm'8 :  are  of  too  great 
concernment  to  be  neglected  or  delayed  therefore  'tis  our  intention  to  endeavour 
to  Secure  the  same  by  all  the  most  likely  means  and  leave  the  Success  to  him  in 
whose  hands  '  tis  in,  Wee  are  very  sensible  wee  may  meet  wth  :  no  small  troubles 
this  year,  having  lately  had  heer  a  change  of  Government  in  this  port  as  wee  have 
cause  to  foresee  much  for  the  worse,  the  Port  Customes  being  ye :  Kings  Rents 
are  by  ye :  Duan  of  Bengali  put  into  ye  :  hands  of  Boolcund  a  Servant  &  Cheife 
confident  of  the  Nabob's  who  hath  been  for  these  many  years  past  Governour  for 
him  in  Muxudavad  under  which  Cassambazar  factory  is  and  hath  had  his  Jaggeer 
or  Rents  all  ab* :  us  also ;  a  most  shrewd  and  rapacious  fellow  wee  heartily  wish 
it  may  have  no  influence  on  our  Masters  affairs  here  in  these  parts  all  or  most  of 
our  buisness  being  now  in  his  hands,  what  wee  can  possibly  doe  according  to  the 
best  of  our  Judgemts  :  shall  be  no  ways  wanting  wee  have  at  present  so  wrought 
upon  his  Deputy  here  that  our  trade  continues  in  ye :  same  freedome,  as  formerly 
&  if  it  be  in  our  power  wee  shall  so  keepe  the  same,  well  knowing  wee  cannot, 
rely  on  any  redress  to  be  obtained  from  Dacca,  that  Factory  being  as  one  cutt  off 
from  us  of  whome  as  wee  must  wholly  forbear  to  expect  so  allso  to  require  any 
further  help  in  those  affairs  for  which  it  was  at  first  intended,  being  resolved 
upon  any  troubles  that  may  approach  to  try  what  can  be  done  otherwise. 

You  will  by  the  Invoyces  see  how  large  returns  wee  have  made  of  the  Stock 
sent  us  and  thereby  be  ready  to  judge  how  little  wee  have  left  to  carry  on  this  years. 
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Investments,  Pattana  wee  have  Supplyed  fully  and  Cassumbazar  is  well  in  cash 
when  it  shall  want  wee  are  resolved  to  furnish  them  fully,  not  ouely  tho  wee  may  promise  that 
be  in  want  for  our  owne  Investments,  but  tho  wee  should  be  necessitated  to  take  Cassumbazar 
the  same  up  at    Interest  being  resolved  there  shall  be  nothing   wanting  in  that  be^upphed8 
factory  on  our  Parts  for  ye :  answearing  the  Compas  :  Expectation  thence.  wth  :  cash- 

Dacca  Factory  is  Supplied  more  then  it  may  be  is  needfull,   for  they  fell  so 
•Short  of  what  they  were  enordred  last  year,  and  themselves  promised  that  having 
assigned  no  reason  for  the  same,  wee  cannot  thinck  they  are  at  present  fit  to  be 
intrusted  with  more,  without  your  possitive  order,  being  also  as  wee  may  look  Dacca'  "snp- 
upon  them  Sons  of  Beliall  men  subject  to  no  Yoake  as  [out]   Laws,   in    rebellion,  plied  w*: 
and  tho  :  wee  have  not  as  before  noted  had  any  advice  from  them  Since  December  uTedfnii!& 
last,  yett  wee  are  enformed  by   some   perticular  Letters  by 'way  of  Cassumbazar  no'totbeed 
(for  wth  :  that  Cheifeship  they  can  keepe  a  correspondence    tho   they  vouchsafe  it  being8Son's  of

whereof  wee  have  hitherto  been  so  cheary  and  with  great  Success  &  advantage

opinion  as  to  ye :  way  &  manner  of  transacting  [of]  this  affair.  A  remedy  for  Mr : 
Hervy  wee  suddenly  hope  for  from  you  as  well  as  for  [what]  is  irregular  in  other 
parts  of  this  Cheifeship  wth:  w'1 :  we  see  not  how  so  great  a  buisness  can  be  carryed 
to  content  on  any  side.

papers  of  this  Factory  as  well  as  w* :  had  reached  our  hands  from  others  Factories 
to  y*  :  time  to  which  desire  you  to  be  reffered  in  yl  :  by  them  you  will  see  how  our 
Investments  goe  on,  what  hindrance  wee  have  like  to  be  thrown  on  us  by  a  late 
demand  of  3-J:  ^  Cent:  Custome  in  these  parts,  w*:  wayes  wee  have  tryed  both 
to  Dacca  &  ye :  Emperors  Court  to  getfc  the  said  retrived  &  remedyed  &ca  : 

Wee  are  verry  Sorry  to  find  our  Scope  so  much  misunderstood  by  you,  in 
your  answer  to  ours  to  you  [  .  .  .  ]  by  ye  :  Shipping  as  also  in  your  remarks 
■on  ours  to  ye  :  Honble :  Compa :  dated  ye  :  31s'" :  December  last  &  do  crave  your 
pardon  if  in  some  places  we  did  in  both  mind  the  Matter  wee  treated  off  more  then 
ye :  modification  or  smooth  wording  thereof  Since  wee  doe  profess  y' :  wee  never 
intended  any  thing  of  Affrorit  or  reflection  thereby  on  any  one  tho  it  seems  to  be 
so  understood  thro  :  ye :  whole  Series  of  both  those  Letters  wherever  a  sinister 
Interpretation  is  possibly  applicable,  that  this  Sort  of  Correspondence  therefore 
may  proceed  no  further  wee  Shall  retrench  our  Selves  ye :  Liberty  of  Speaking  so 
fuliy  to  things  as  formerly  tho  at  first  wee  apprehended  our  Selves  invited  to  those 
Sort  of  advises  &  sit  down  content  wth :  answering  w*  :  propounded  to  us  by  you  & 
as  succinct  a  rellation  of  matter  of  fact  as  can  be. 

We  made  sure  Acco1 :  last  year  y'  :  ye  :  first  Ship  or  Ships  would  have  come 
with  orders  for  Sailing  up  ye:  Ganges,  wch  :  made  us  dispatch  ye :  Sloopes  Arrivall 
&  Ganges  ye :  1 3th  :  June  to  Ballasore  road  wee  have  now  sent  them  downe  wth  :  a 
Factor  on  them  &  orders  to  demand  of  ye :  Several!  Commanders  their  respective 
treasure  (goods  we  cannot  unport  till  some  remedy  at  hand  be  sought  in  this 
demand  of  Custome  in  these  parts)  and  having  Supplyed  Ballasore  wth  :  its  pro- 
portion of  Treasure  to  send  ye :  rest  up  in  equall  fourths  on  ye  :  Honble  :  Compas : 
4  :  Sloops  hither. 

Wee  have  written  you  :  fully  concerning  Mr :  Bearvy  and  sent  you  ye :  charge 
wee  have  exhibited  ag3' :  him  and  when  his  answer  comes  shall  our  remarks  thereon 
for  w* :  he  or  any  man  writes  perticularly  wee  Suppose  are  not  so  generally  to  be 
taken  notice  as  w' :  in  generall  as  we  have  done,  if  wee  cannot  be  hearkned  unto 
as  concerning  him,  wee  must  aquiesce  be  ye :  consequences  never  so  bad  since  wee 
can  only  represent  not  force  a  bndaife  of  w* :  wee  say,  as  for  Mr :  Hervy's  place 
wee  can  Supply  it  if  you  so  please  from  among  our  Selves  wth  :  a  Person  who  is  a 
Sober  Person  experienced  in  y* :  place,  and  one  who  will  readily  &  punctually 
iollow  orders. 

Mr :  Threder  never  yet  we  are  confident  expected  ye :  Secondship  of  Balla- 
sore, nor  is  it  his  right,  there  being  severall  men  before  him  of  which  Mr :  Bromley 
now  there  in  ye :  place  of  Warehousekeeper  is  ye :  first  besides  Sundry  others  if 
he  be  rejected  j* :  claim  y* :  preform* :  by  right  of  Succession  before  Mr :  Threder, 
we  shall  therefore  await  your  orders  in  this.

The  reason  of  ye  :  Sloops  not  coming  up  with  Saltpetre  &ca  :  papers  you  will 
have  by  our  last  all  ye :  papers  you  mention  for  England  were  dispatched  on  ye : 
Ship  Anne  for  England  hence  &  wee  hope  may  gett  home  in  good  time. 

Wee  reflected  no  Scandall  on  Fort  S' :  George  by  w4 :  wrote  concerning  ye  ; 
manners  of  some  persons  sent  to  Bengali  thence,  for  wee  doe  assert  y* :  wee 
thinck  ye :  place  bearing  y' :  Charector  you  mention,  Spewed  bhem  out  &  we 
could  wish  it  had  rather  directed  their  course  for  England  then  down  hither  whe  [re] 
if  we  have  not  all  along  been  mightily  Scandalized  there  is  little  occasion  for  such 
persons.  We  know  not  wherein  we  have  disobeyed  yo1' :  orders,  where  it  has 
been  in  our  power  or  wee  understood  how  to  comply  having  allwayes  endeavoured 
heartily  to  performe  them  according  to  ye :  best  of  our  abilities  and  understand- 
ings, wee  hope  you  will  not  take  up  r-eports  made  &  forged  upon  any  of  us  upon 
trust  for  at  that  rate  wee  must  of  necessity  be  guilty,  as  for  our  Estates  be   they 
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more  or  less  wee  bless  God  who  hath,  given  us  power  to  obtaine  them  and  could 
-wish  you  would  well  enquire  whether  Pride  or  Selfe  conceitedness  rises  in  us; 
[or]  our  Antagonists  who  having  much  less  to  doe  in  their  perticularemploym  ns 
then  we  have  in  this  head  Factory  here  Studiously  endeavoured  to  possess  you 
agst :  us. 

"Wee  would  willingly  be  made  Sensible  what  Sections  those  are  wherein  wee 
have  by  any  argumts  :  endeavoured  to  divert  ye :  Honb,e :  Compft :  from  what  they 
have  designed  as  to  new  Sorts  of  goods,  because  we  find  not  that  wee  have 
exceeded  a  relating  matter  of  fact  in  any  perticular  of  y* :  kind. 

Had  we  Sufficient  Assistance  to  coppie  out  all  papers  y* :  come  to  us  both  from 
ye :  Honbie :  Oompa  :  &  yor :  Selves  none  of  ye :  Inland  factories  should  want  tran- 
scripts of  all  y*:  come  but  wee  haying  much  writeing  work  &  generally  no 
Duplicates  of  those  many  papers  can  afford  them  Severally  no  more  then  w4 : 
concerns  each  factory. 

Concerning  ye :  dispatch  of  the  Shipps  we  have  written  you  in  ours  of  ye : 
18th  Aprill  last  to  wch  :  wee  can  onely  add  y* :  yor :  orders  of  ye :  25th  :  July  last 
laying  down  their  dispatch  in  3  :  partitions  and  including  m  one  of  them  ye : 
George  &  Caesar  together  made  us  judge  y' :  those  Ships  were  designed  to  be  sent 
hence  together. 

What  wee  have  said  as  touching  ye :  Diamond  Trade  wth  :  due  Submission  we 
deny  to  have  any  thing  meant  in  it. of  envy,  ambition,  detraction,  or  unbecoming 
reflection,  on  any,  or  have  we  in  ye :  least  desired  ye :  coming  in  a  Share  wth  : 
you  in  any  emolument  allowed  you  therein  but  onely  demonstrating  therein  to  our 
HonbIe :  Masters  that  Since  there  was  nor  could  be  any  such  Investment  made 
here  their  honest  Servants  in  these  parts  had  no  Such  encouragement  as  such  on 
y" :  Coast  of  Cormandell  had  where  Diamonds  were  procurable  &  y* :  therefore 
wee  humbly  hoped  y* :  they  would  please  to  consider  us  some  way  else  otherwise 
it  would  be  a  great  discouragement  to  us  ye :  buying  of  Diamonds  formerly  free 
for  us  as  for  others  and  whereby  an  advantadge  accruing  to  us,  being  now  Inhibited, 
wee  knew  not  justly  w* :  yp :  Honble :  Company's  Investment  of  Diamonds,  might 
be  but  concluded  it  would  not  be  less  then  w* :  former  years  ^ticular  men  used  to 
invest  for  wch :  for  severall  years  at  a  moderate  Computation  have  been  to  y6 : 
amo* :  of  little  under  £150000  :  Sterl  ?annum  at  wch  :  rate  ye :  computation 
wee  made  was  not  extravagant  the  comodities  wee  have  to  send  home  are  bulky 
and  for  want  of  fraught  on  ye :  Ships  allmost  as  useless  as  if  we  had  noe  Liberty 
at  all  as  upon  enquirie  will  appeare  but  wee  shall  not  insist  on  this  least  Should 
againe  prove  offensive  only  wee  Shall  averr  that  wee  did  not  write  what  wee  did 
to  ye  Company  out  of  envy  to  you  except  you  will  take  our  lamenting  our  own 
misfortune  in  this  ^"ticular  to  imply  a  grudging  at  your  happyness.

Wee  note  what  encrease  of  tunnage  &  Stock  extraordinary  wee  may  expect 
on  the  Honble :  Companies  acco* :  this  Succeeding  Season  and  have  what  we  can 
forecasted  all  Investments  according  to  ye :  Honoble :  Companies  and  your  Direc- 
tions having  enordred  the  takeing  up  money  and  mnkeing  as  large  Investments 
in  Raw  Silke  as  possibly  may  be  :  but  we  fear  shall  not  be  able  to  comply  nigh 
in  Raw  Silke  this  Season  except  we  have  ye  liberty  to  buy  up  Silk  Punjah 
(a  sortment  not  enordered)  as  in  ours  of  ye :  18th:  Aprill  written  you  and  con-

In  our  last  three  days  agone  we  advised  that  our  bookes  were  on  a  ballance 
only  expected  severall  of  our  Inland  ffactory  bookes  to  be  taken  into  them  that 
we  intended  to  await  one  moneth  longer  and  then  to  shutt  up  ours  wth  :  what 
Should  then  be  come  and  Send  one  pair  of  them  to  you  which  we  hope  may  be 
time  enough  to  be  taken  into  yours  and  they  closed  ere  the  Ships  returne  hence  to 
you  we  have  not  been  backward  to  write  earnestly  for  their  bookes  though  not 
with  ye  Success  desired.  _  ' 

Our  coppie  booke  of  letters  reed  in  Hugly  was  left  behind  (tho  :  ye  :  chief 
omitted  to  advise  you  as  much  being  much  hurried  by  other  more  necessary  and 
perplexing  business  at  the  Ships  dispatch)  not  purposely  or  politickly  but 
through  ye  :  transcribers  coppying  it  upon  mildewed  paper  which  when  perfected 
thro  :  handling  mouldred  to  peeces  in. so  much  as  he  was  forced  to  write  it  over 
againe  &  in  ye  :  Scantling  of  time  he  had  for  effecting  it  could  not  be  gott  ready 
to  proceed  wth  :  those  registers. 

Wee  have  not  Petre  and  Turmerick  by  us  more  then  formerly  advised  tho  : 
may  expect  some  now  in  a  moneth  or  two  more  but  we  cannot  send  Sloop  there- 
with till  this  moousoon  break  up  nor  can  we  as  you  well  know  Spare  any  now 
till  the  Ships  are  all  [dispatched]  ogeyn  and  Sealing  wax  we  had  provided  for  the 
ffort  according  to  your  order  last  yeare  but  the  factor  on  board  forgott  to  demand 
them  from  ye  vessell  that  carried  them  into  the  road  they  Shall  come  upon  these 
returne  Ships. 

Wefi  note  the  error  of  quicksilver  &  ye  packing  of  ye  [Lacuna  in  the  original] 
in  the  Sampson's  Invoyce  &  had  rectified  the  former  ere  your  advices  came  tho : 
otherwise  then  by  you  laid  downe. 

What  concerns  all  the  factories  in  your  letter  wee  Shall  Send  to  all 
ffactories  &  ^-ticularly  John  Naylours  business  as  effi  ye  coppie  of  y°  :  Attes- 
tation &  enorder  his  payment  of  w'  :  due  to  Clement  Jordan  thereon. 

Least  what  wee  have  written  concerning  coppie  of  ye  Last  years  register  of 
letters  reccT  in  Hugly  Should  not  obtaine  belief e  wth  :  you,  wee  have  sent  an 
attestation  under  the  Copiators  own  hand  and  witnesses  by  all  ye  rest  of  ye 
Honoble  :  Companys  Servants  that  then  writt  in  ye  :  office  to  which  wee  referr 
our  Selves  and  that  matter  we  call  not  else  to  mind  only  to  Subscribe.  Right 
worsp11  :  &  Councell.     Matt8  :  Yincejnt. — Edwd  :  Littleton — Richd  :  Frenohfeili).

Our  last  to  you  was  dated  ye  18th:  of  Aprill  togather  wth  :  a  postcript  of  ye 
25th  :  ditto  moneth  in  which  you  had  a  very  full  acc°  :  of  all  transactions  in  our 
Honoble  :  Employers  affaires  under  our  cognisance  in  these  countries  as  well  as 
answer  to  all  your  advices  reed  to  that  time  and  Since  wcl1  :  wee  have  reed  none 
from  you.  We  referr  to  all  gener11  :  papers  then  Sent  you  as  inlisted  being  30  in 
Number  and  come  now  to  give  you  a  farther  Acco*  :  of  what  since  our  last  has 
happened  in  our  masters  negotiations  herewith  our  thoughts  thereon,  what  wee 
have  acted  therein  and  to  dispatch  all  generall  papers  to  you  according  to  the 
Honoble  :  Companys  late  orders. 

The  1 0*1'  of  May  ye  Chief  went  hence  up  to  Cassumbazar  both  to  See  how 
ye  :  investments  of  that  ffactory  went  forward  as  also  to  try  what  might  be 
done  with  Boolchund  je  :  Nabobs  Governour  of  ye  Greatest  part  of  Bengali  in 
whose  hands  also  this  port  wth  :  much  of  the  Kings  rents  all  over  this  Kingdome 
are,  about  a  new  trouble  of  an  extraordinary  great  moment  raised  on  our  Masters 
business  in  this  Kingdome,  occasioned  by  an  order  from  y€  :  king  that  for  what 
goods  wee  Shall  not  shew  ye  :  customers  note  of  Surrat^  wee  are  here  to  pay  3^ 
*§•  cent  custome  of  this  we  gave  you  a  small  hint  in  our  last  fearing  our  Selfes  to 
be  in  danger  thereof.  This  port  where  y"  custome  is  to  be  taken  bemg  under 
the  aforesaid  Governour  Boolchund  we  thought  good  for  the  present  to  apply  to 
him  till  a  through  remedy  might  be  attained  elsewhei'e  and  accordingly  did  by 
meditation  of  a  merchant  and  the  chief  thereupon  was  invited  to  come  up  to 
Cassumbazar  to  him  which  he  nojY]  thinking  any  friendly  overture  to  be  slighted 
from  Soe  great  a  man,  one  who  can  doe  us  soe  much  good  and  evil  in  the  dayly 
cource  of  our  business,  especially  at  such  a  time  as  this  proceeded  but,  finding 
him  not  able  to  come  to  those  termes  desired  &  found  requisite  by  the  chiefe  he 
let  the  thing  fall  and  made  it  his  business  with  him  only  to  preserve  his  friendship 
and  to  keep  him  from  takeiug  any  usuall  advantage  at  such  an  ill  juncture  on 
our  business  as  both  to  hinder  our  investments  by  laying  hold  &  imprisoning  or 
otherwise  molesting  those  people  wee  deale  with  in  Maulda,  Cassumbazar  and 
Hugly  over  all  which  places  he  is  absolute  Governour  as  also  to  oblige  him  not 
to  write  any  more  to  the  Kings  Duan  against  us  (who  by  writeing  to  the  King  had 
gott  this  order  for  paying  custome  on  us)  wee  having  certaine  notice  that 
Bullchund  had  of  late  been  to  busie  in  that  kind  to  our  prejudice,  this  by  a 
present  of  fourteen  peeces  of  Broad  cloth  to  him  &  his  officers  y3  :  chief  got 
effected,  including  in  that  ye  Cassumbazar  present  computed  at  neer  halfe  ye  : 
amo*  :  and  we  have  since  been  pretty  quiett  and  oar  Investments  goe  on 
uninterrupted  in  all  the  above  mentioned  ffactories  and  that  wee  may  be  cleere 
to  Ship  of  our  goods  at  the  Season  of  ye  yeare  wee  have  taken  ye  m[ost  ?]  effectuall

about  we  have  taken  care  to  Dacca  and  written  Mr  :  Harvy  &ca  :  word'  to  See  what 
may  be  done  there  &  to  returne  us  an  answer  which  we  may  expect  Suddenly 
with  their  opinions,  though  it  is  here  alone  we  fear  to  goe  lame  not  expecting  any 
good  issue  at  least  wit[h]out  excessive  delais  as  long  as  the  Said  Harvy  continues 
in  Said  chiefship  but  untill  you  are  pleased  to  put  others  into  our  hands,  wee  must

Our  Bookes  lye  open  for  those  of  ye  Inland  ffactories,  having  yett 
reed  none  Save  those  small  ones  from  Dacca,  by  the  next  conveyance  which  will 
certainly  be  in  i*5  days  more  we  will  Send  you  a  pair  without  awaiting  ye  Inland 
Books  any  longer  in  case  they  doe  not  come  in  ye  mean  time.  At  ye  chiefs  late  being 
at  Cassumbazar  Enoch  Smadmore  one  of  the  Companys  Diers  came  to  him  ye  Said 
chief  and  acknowledging  his  fault  in  joyning  with  John  Naylour  the  other  Dyer 
and  John  Elliot  ye :  throwster  in  such  an  action  not  being  himselfe  when  di'awn  into 
it  and  afterward  ashamed  to  let  any  one  know  that  he  had  been  soe  vilely  over- 
reached by  the  Said  John  Naylour  who  as  he  said  was  the  putter  of  said  business 
forward  he  complained  that  ye  :  Said  John  Naylour  and  Elliot  having  interchanga- 
bly  wth  :  him  Signed  unto  bonds  of  £  500  Starls  that  on  ye  :  chief  or  councell  of  jl : 
ffactories  abuseing  any  one  of  them  they  should  all  be  obliged  in  ye  penalty  of  Said 
bond  to  leave  ye  Companys  Service  at  once,  he  now  said  that  between  ye  said 
Naylour  &  Elliot  they  had  Surreptitiously  gotten  ye  said  Elliots  bond  which  was 
in  his  possession  each  one  it  Seems  at  the  time  of  this  conspiracy  having  ye  others 
bond  in  their  possession  and  that  now  Naylour  would  not  deliver  up  his  bond  to 
him,  he  the  Said  Stnadamore  desireing  to  bee  free  of  any  such  unhandsome  obli- 
gation, on  wch  :  the  chief  called  Naylour  and' Elliot,  who  at  that  time  was  on  his

keep  all  your  goods  and  things  which  you  brought  from  the  Ship  in  the  Banksall 
and  Houses,  you  must  watch  a  good  time  and  hour  to  come  to  visitt  me,  and  when 
wee  come  to  talke  at  Porto  Novo  we  Shall  understand  one  another,  when  I  en- 
quired for  the  good  hour  for  you  to  come  and  [visitt]  me  I  was  told  that  on  next 
Tuesday  night  about  f  after  7  of  the  Clock,  soe  you  may  please  to  come  hither  on 
Tuesday  to  visitt  me  about  the  Said  time,  and  to  keep  your  love  towards  me.

the  same  &  romitt  it  to  your  Worsp  :  the  Divan  has  lately  sent  away  all  the 
Army  that  was  here  to  Podela  Lingapa  and  hath  likewise  sent  to  him  all  ye 
Higibs  wch  :  resided  here,  belonging  to  all  ye  Manirvars  Capts :  of  Horse,  and  all 
other  great  men,  andy°  Divan  hath  with  every  Higib  Sent  a  Nobbutty  to  prsent  ym 
to  Lingapa  having  positively  ordered  them  when  they  have  any  request  to  make, 
they  Should  apply  themselves  to  Lingapa,  for  without  his  consent  noe  request 
should  be  heard  here,  thus  it  is  ordered  now,  at  which  time  I  excused  my  Selfe, 
Saying  that  there  was  one  of  our  Higibs  gone  thither  already,  all  the  great 
men  here  being  our  friends,  I  made  a  Shift  to  avoyd  itt,  what  will  follow  hereafter 
about  it  I  cannot  tell,  Lingapa,  Higib  who  resides  here  asked  me  why  I  did  not 
goe  towards  his  Master,  and  I  excused  my  Selfe  to  him  with  the  same  answer  I  gave 
the  DivanPeople  here,  said  Lingapas  Higib  writt  my  answer  to  him,  I  Suppose  your 
Wofp  hath  already  Sent  an  Higib  to  Lingapa  which  if  your  Worp  hath  not  done 
as  yet  you  may  please  to  Send  one  as  soone  as  possible  may  be,  and  give  me  notice 
thereof,  which,  if  your  Worp  doth  not  make  haste  to  doe,  the  Divan  will  not  let 
me  remaine  here  wherefore  may  it  please  your  Wofp  to  send  one  thither  with  aTl 
expedition  and  advise  me  thereof  I.  have  writt  now  to  your  Wofp  as  I  see  things 
goe  of  wch  :  your  Wofp  may  please  to  consider,  and  doe  as  your  Wofp  Shall  thinke 
fitt.

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Subadar  of  Porto  Novo,  therefore  we  thought  not  fitt  to  disimbarque  till  had  given 
them  notice  of  our  arrivall,  which  was  done  wth:  all  expedition  possible  on  Wed- 
nesday the  aforementioned  three  returned  wth  :  ricardoes  from  ye  Subadar  &  an 
invitation  for  our  comeing  ashoar,  which  we  imediately  embraced  ;  &  lauded  in  a 
very  Genteel  manner ;  Cap1  :  Wilshaw  giving  us  31  gunns  for  a  farewell  & 
accompaned  us  in  his  barge  with  his  noise  of  Trumpetts,  the  Avaldar,  with  ye  Major 
part  if  not  all  ye  people  in  the  Towne,  mett  us  at  ye :  water  side  with  seeming 
acclamations  of  joy  for  our  comeing  hither :  and  conducted  us  to  our  house,  where 
we  had  some  discourse  &  a  great  many  fair  promises  of  his  assistance  in  all  our 
businesse,  the  same  night  we  wrott  to  ye  Subardar  acquainting  him  of  our  being 
here  &  presenting  him  with  ye :  Kight  Worp"  :  Governours  Respects  &  that  we 
had  brought  his  lett1' :  for  him,  &  was  ready  to  waite  upon  him  soe  soon  as  he 
should  appoint  time  and  place,  Yesterday  his  answer  came  to  us  in  Moretta 
Language  woh :  is  translated  into  Jentue  &  comes  inclosed,  he  desires  us  to  meet 
him  at  Porto  Novo  on  Tuesday  night  next,  being  in  his  supersticious  fancy  the 
first  good  time  that  presents  which  shall  God  willing  accordingly  be  complyed 
with 

We  have  Sent  to  Porta  Nova  and  Conimere  the  Merchants  of  both  places  to 
come  hither,  the  former  answer  us  they  dare  not  till  such  time  we  have  been  wth: 
the  Subadar  &  the  latter  has  not  as  yet  returned  any  but  we  expect  it  hourly, 
those  of  this  place  are  willing  to  undertake  businesse,  but  our  neighbours  the 
Dutch  have  posessed  them  with  a  beleife  that  our  Phirmaund  is  not  soe  powerfull 
as  theirs,  &  that  we  can  entertaine  none  in  our  Employ  but  whome  the  Subadar 
Shall  appoint,  which  make3  them  likewise  fearfull  to  engage  any  thing  till  we 
have  been  with  him,  but  intend  some  of  them  to  accompany  us  thither  and  hear 
what  he  says,  which  if  incourageing,  promise  to  us  their  endeavours  for  ye  provi- 
sion of  such  quantities  as  we  desire,  soe  if  he  be  pleased,  &  discovers  to  them  ye 
Strength  of  our  Phirmaund,  you  may  expect  something  to  answer  expectation  else 
we  fear  but  little,  we  shall  use  our  endeavours  to  prompe  him  into  a  beleife  of  the 
advantage  our  trade  may  bring  into  his  Country,  which  if  can  posess  him  with, 
fear  not  a  Considerable  Investment,  we  are  in  great  want  of  your  intended  Dubash 
Narain,  this  here  being  an  old  simple  fellow  perswaded  by  the  Bramany  to 
any  thing,  who  we  find  allready  seeke  not  soe  much  ye  Companys  Interest  as  his 
owne,  but  we  hope  in  a  short  time  to  make  a  discovery  of  his  evil  designs  and  put 
a  stop  thereto,  he  coutinues  the  old  tone,  that  the  Subardar  must  be  hansomly 
presented  beyond  what  you  limitt  us,  otherwise  our  business  will  not  goe  well 
forward,  which  we  cannot  doe  without  your  licence  therefore  desire  you  to  consi- 
der thereof  and  returne  you[r]  answer  accordingly  we  shall  act. 

Wee  have  not  as  yet  unladen  any  of  the  Companys  Concernes,  only  our  owne 
Gandegundee,  &  the  time  being  soe  long  before  we  can  encounter  ye  Subardar  'tis 
impossible  to  dispatch  the  Ship  by  ye :  15th:  of  this  m°  :  &  the  Cap'  :  tells  us  he 
has  your  ordors  to  returne  hence  by  that  time,  which  if  soe,  and  we  comply  with 
your  orders  to  us  about  ye  unlading  the  goods,  he  must  of  necessity  carry  back  all 
with  him  againe,  but  he  being  a  discreet  man  &  seeing  the  necessity  for  his  stay  a 
little  longer,  hope  to  f'swade  him  thereto. 

Just  now  came  a  messenger  from  ye  Subadar,  (by  name  Raca  Punditt)  to  con- 
gratulate our  arrivall  hither,  &  fair  promises  of  friendship,  but  after  a  little  dis- 
course with  him  he  desired  to  know  whither  his  Wof  p  :  or  Mr  :  Yale  had  given  us 
an  accut :  of  the  expences  he  had  been  at  in  the  procurement  of  our  Cowl :  &  order 
for  ye  reinbursting  [sic]  him,  our  answer  was  we  hoped  he  did  but  Jest  for  that  we 
had  heard  nothing  of  it,  but  Should  wait  upon  him  according  to  his  appointed 
time,  where  and  when  we  might  better  understand  each  other,  but  our  fears  are  y8 
unfitted  Present  will  not  be  sufficient. 

We  Shall  now  give  you  a  short  ace1 :  of  ye :  Commodiousness  of  our  house, 
which  is  the  best  in  Towne  next  Seir  Cawnes  but  nowise  fitt  for  our  businesse,

The  10th  Instant  arrived  y9  Scipio  Affricanus  Cap' :  Edward  Cook  by  whom 
reed  ye  Incloseds  for  ye  Presedency  your  Place,  &  the  Bay,  which  please  to  forward 
by  first  opertunity,  for  news  all  are  at  peace  in  Europe,  which  ye  Almighty  con- 
tinue, and  give  [this]  blessing  upon  all  the  Affaires  of  our  Honoble:  Masters 
under  your  management  is  all  at  present  from  Right  Worsp11 :  Your  Affectionate 
ffriends  ffbancis  Bowyeae — Edwaed  Baewell — Nic° :   Waite— Charles  Sweeting.

Wee  are  come  to  answer  yours  by  the  Trivelcane  of  ye  17th  :  8ber  and  are  not 
a  little  dissatisfied  that  it  is  from  hence  we  must  all  submitt  to  divine  providence 
who  to  chastise  ye  barbarousness  of  ye  Javies  to  Christians  hath  permitted  ye 
Dutch  to  stir  up  rebellion  the  ffather  against  ye  son,  soe  that  in  ffebry :  last  the 
Towne  was  by  the  old  Sultans  Armie  layd  all  in  ashes,  and  with  abandance  of  diffi- 
culty escaped  our  ffactory,  the  young  King  shutting  himselfe  up  in  his  ffort  with  his 
[Pangr :]  favourite  ;  the  Dutch  Pentioner.  and  about  300  Javies,  left  his  father 
Master  of  the  Towne,  but  before  contracting  with  ye  Dutch,  that  if  they  would 
assist  him  to  extinguish  his  ffather,  he  obliged  himselfe  to  pay  ye  Charge  in  a 
limitted  time,  and  turne  out  all  Strangers  or  else  forfeit  his  Country,  before  the 
Scipio  Sailed  being  ye  16th  :  March,  they  made  an  attempt  and  was  forced  to  retreate, 
but  ye  28th  Said  Month  brought  all  their  Strength  from  Batavia  and  wth :  out 
any  resistance  landed,  and  entree!  the  Castle,  in  two  days  after  turned  out  all  the 
Javies  reserving  roome  only  for  the  King  and  his  "Women  and  ye :  Pangr :  Aprill 
an  order  sent  us  in  the  King's  name  to  goe  aboard  our  Ships  out  of  his  Country 
which  with  great  hazard  of  our  lives  and  considerable  loss  to  ye  Honoble :  Compa  : 
as  well  as  their  servants  estates  we  arrived  all  unto  this  Port  ye :  16"'  :  Aprill  and 
in  May  brought  off  their  effects,  and  have  liberty  for  our  persons  to  reside  ashoare, 
but  not  admitted  to  send  any  of  the  Companys  estate,  which  very  much  incomods 
us  in  the  disposal!  of  our  Country  Ships  for  although  we  have  arrived  the  China 
Merchant  and  Kent  ye  last  moneth,  and  the  Amoy  Merchant  and  Tonking  the 
26th :  Ditto  yet  we  cannot  without  much  difficulty  Shift  our  Ships,  wch :  not  only 
cast  downe  our  men  but  tards  their  voyage  from  proceeding  to  the  Northward;  ye 
Kent  coes  for  Tywan  and  Bengali,  ye:  China  Merchant  for  Moccow,  and  your 
Port,  the  Tunking  for  that  Port  and  hither,  and  the  Amoy  intend  with  all  expedi- 
tion we  can  for  Europe  to  carry  ye  unwelcome  news  of  ye  loss  of  ye :  Pepper,  and 
South  sea  trade,  we  are  in  dayly  expectation  of  another  small  Ship  who  came  in 
Company  with  ye  rest,  they  all  leaving  the  Downes  ye  20th  :  7ber  last  when  please 
god  to  arrive  her,  Shee  is  designed  for  Moccow  and  Surratt  for  news  out  of  Europe 
all  was  in  peace  when  they  departed  thence,  ye  enclosed  are  from  our  Honourable 
Masters  that  to  ye  Bay  please  to  forward  by  first  conveyance  we  recd  another  for 
your  Agency  by  the  Scipio  but  it  being  in  ye  Agents  Custody  cannot  prevaile 
wth  :  him  to  deliver  it  us. 

You  advise  to  assist  ye :  inhabitants  of  your  Port  in  ye  receiving  severall  debts 
which  they  pretend  to  be  owing  them  by  ye  Women  in  Bantum  which  wre :  ye  cause 
that  severall  staid  behinde,  we  are  of  opinion  that  those  debts  were  voluntary 
contracted  with  that  Sect  beleiving  that  few  or  none  of  ye  freighters  was  so  impru- 
dent to  trust  theirs  or  other  mens  estates  out  to  persons  of  noe  creditt  we  should 
have  been  glad  to  have  served  you  this  affaire  or  any  thing  elce  that  may  advantage 
y  Honoble  Companys  Towne  of  Madrass;  to  prevent  the  like  inconveuiency  is  not  to 
trust  such  rascallian  People,  what  is  past  by  the  loss  of  ye  Place  is  irrecoverable. 
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Agent  Bowyear  having  afc  seasons  for  sevril :  Moneths  bin  frantick,  and  at  his 
best  soe  obstinate  that  hath  tarded  so  ye :  Honoble :  Companys  buisness  that 
ye :  beginning  of  March  last  the  whole  factory  declared  him  wholy  ancapable  to 
act  in  his  station  of  which  advised  ye  Compa:  by  the  Scipio,  and  untill  their  Plea- 
sure be  knowne  herein  their  affaires  are  joyntly  managed  by  us  ther  Councell,  but 
having  noe  Power  to  seize  andye:  Agent  soe  unwilling  to  deliver  up  tkejTr  Papers 
or  any  thing  elce  for  ye  forwardness  of  buisness  that  we  are  now  almost  in  a  labar- 
inth,  but  when  these  ships  are  dispatched,  shall  bring  up  all  things  to  our  masters 
Satisfaction,  which  is  all  at  Present  that  offers  from

our  Honoble :  Masters  desires,  we  next  moneth  designe  her  for  Surratt  in  Company 
wth :  the  Rusume  if  ye  Commander  will  come  to  a  new  contract  whereby  the 
Compa:  may  be  noe  loosers  for  our  kindness  to  his  owners  ;  The  Northward  iShips 
were  all  dispatched  in  good  time  the  Amoy  Merch* :  as  soon  as  possible  can  gett 
loaden  intend  for  Europe  our  having  noe  conveniency  for  weighing  our  Pepper 
aboard  doth  detard  her  contrary  to  our  inclinations. 

The  7th :  instant  the  Eliphant  belonging  to  ye  Agent  and  Councell  of  Surratt 
comeing  from  Bantam  was  cast  away  4  or  5  leages  without  this  road,  and  altho, 
we  Sent  a  Vessell  to  her  Assistance  yet  could  not  save  any  of  her  goods. 

The  enclosed  is  our  Masters  packet  to  your  Agency  by  the  Scipio,  which 
prevailed  wth :  Agent  Bowyeare  to  deliver  us,  we  can  advise  you  nothing  of  cer- 
tainty how  affaires  will  fix  between  the  old  King  and  the  Dutch,  the  ft'irst  is  very 
strong  and  ye :  other  wants  men,  we  beleive  they  now  see  it  will  be  a  difficult  and 
chargable  warr  and  what  event  it  will  have  in  Europe,  time  will  learne  you  and 
us,  with  our  respects  recommend  our  masters  affaires  under  your  management,  to 
the  guidance  and  protection  of  the  Almighty  Remaine  Right  Worsp"  :  &ca  :  Your 
Worsp8  Affect :  ffriends  Edwabd  Barwell — Nich"  :  Waite — Charles  Sweeting.

Wee  have  sold  20  halfe  peices  Broad  cloth  for  ready  money,  to  Sankerdoss  at 
21  pagods:  each  and  103  halfe  peices  more  to  Quolla  Narsoe  and  Accana  Shroff, 
at  ye  Same  price,  the  money  to  be  deducted  out  of  the  2/3  ds:  to  be  paid  them 
upon  Arrivall  of  the  Ships  as  alsoe  upwards  of  twenty  Candy  lead  to  Sen1' :  Thomas 
Kedico,  at  10  pagod" :  ■$■  candy,  and  have  hopes  in  a  little  time  to  dispos-e  of  a  good 
Quantity  more  of  both.  Broad  cloth  and  Lead  there  being  a  Merchant  about 
taking  off  all  wee  [a,  word  lost]  but  as  yet  has  not  present  money  to  pay  for  it,  Our 
Merchants  have  brought  in  of  this  years  Investment  t500  p* :  Sallampores  &  5000

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ps:  of  15  Coveds  "$■  collaes  they  tell  us  likewise  they  have  good  quantityes  more  in 
a  readiness  the  waters  are  so  much  out  that  they  are  not  able  as  yett  to  bring  it  in. 

Our  Governour  now  of  late  bevound  all  expectation  is  extraordinary  Civle 
and  Uurtious  and  wee  not  to  be  behind  hand  with  him  have  thought  good 
to  present  him  with  some  ffruits,  Tobacco,  &ca  :  which  wee  procured  out  of  a 
Ship  arrived  here  lately  from  Persia,  his  Officer  likewise  the  Cattwall  Came  to 
the  ffactory  and  desired  a  reconcilliation  upon  which  wee  presented  him  with 
3  yards  Scarlett,  and  some  other  thing3  amounting  to  about  7§  pagods,  the 
Dubash  likewise  behaves  him3elfe  very  well  being  mighty  Carefull  in  his 
Business  So  that  wee  hope  this  year  all  things  will  goe  on  Successfully  to  ye 
Honoble :  Oompa :  &  your  content. 

We  have  not  further  to  add,  but  that  wee  Respectfully  Remaine'  Right

I  am  just  now  returned  from  Porta  Nova,  where,  after  a  long  and  tedious 
attendance  upon  ye  Subarbar  [sic] ;  I  had  at  length  audience  from  him,  but  soe 
contrary  to  my  expectation  &  the  former  relation  of  the  tearmes  of  our 
settlement  here,  that  I  can  see  no  probability  or  hopes  of  accomodating  our 
affaires  without  complyance  with  him  in  some  measure  concerning  his  demands 
weh  he  alleadges  is  no  more  then  what  heretofore  promised  him,  and  what  he 
has  expended  in  our  business,  and  under  seventeen  hundred  pagods :  wth:  Interest 
thereupon  for  6  Moneths  he  will  not  allow  of  his  friendship,  or  assistance  in 
these  parts  ;  but  claims  the  aforesaid  sume  as  a  due  debt,  and  that  he  will  force 
the  payment  of  ye  Same  in  such  a  manner  as  he  can  conveniently  come  by  it  and 
extreamly  admires  that  we  should  offer  to  come  hither  without  reimburseing  him 
of  what  he  thought  himselfe  assured  of  for  ye  Charges  he  had  been  at  in  ye  procury 
of  our  Cowle ;  besides  a  gratuity  he  might  reasonably  expect  for  soe  signall  a 
service  in  obtaining  it.

You  are  pleased  to  advise  us  that  you  esteem  those  Merchants  Generally  poor 
and  therefore  we  must  be  Cautious  how  we  deal  with  them  ;  And  yett  if  they  be 
reported  to  be  honest,  you  thinke  we  must  trust  them,  or  else  we  shall  not  be  able 
to  make  any  Considerable  Investment  in  that  place;  Wee  shall  proceed  with  all 
the  Caution  imaginable,  but  should  have  been  extreame  glad :  had  you  been  pleased 
to  have  given  us  possitive  .

Wee  Shall  follow  your  present  directions  Concerning  the  Goods  in  sending 
them  to  Madrass  when  imbaled  and  shall  take  care  that  the  Boats  be  G[oo]d  and  tite 
and  observe  such  orders  as  you  shall  hereafter  from  time  to  time  give  us  relateing 
thereunto.

Wee  shall  take  notice  of  your  advice  that  ye  Honobl9:  Company  has  prohibited 
all  persons  from  Tradeing  in  any  Raw  Silke  from  Bengali  wch  :  wee  likewise  Shall 
Observe  ;  As  also  what  you  write  Concerning  ffreemen. 

Arrapa  whom  you  have  appointed  to  be  Bramany  of  ye  ffactory  in  Pettepolee  is 
not  arrived  there,  or  if  he  be  has  given  us  noe  Notice  of  it  whose  attendance  here 
would  have  been  Necessary  Seeing  all  y"  Bramanys  in  this  ffactory  are  taken  up 
in  the  Business  thereof. 

And  for  a  Dubash  we  have  one  in  whom  we  Can  Confide  till  your  further 
Orders  we  await. 

The  Chief  and  Councell  at  Metchlepatam  have  Contracted  for  all  the  Dimities 
&  Diapers  according  to  List. 

Wee  reed  :  noe  List  of  Goods  to  be  provided  therefore  we  intreat  you  will 
advise  us  by  ye:  next  the  sorts  and  quantities  of  each  Sort  you  require  that  soe 
wee  may  know  whether  it  will  exceed  or  fall  short  of  the  A  ceo' :  Specified  in  ye 
Consultation  ;  and  Guide  our  Selves  accordingly.

After  a  tediouse  Passage  of  Seven  days  occasioned  by  Contrary  Winds  & 
Strong  Curr*  :  wee  arrived  in  Sight  of  Metchlepatam  Roade  where  wee  were 
forcd  to  Anchor  till  a  better  oppertunity  of  Wind  to  bring  the  Ship  in,  which 
presented  not  so  soon  that  wee  thought  our  Selves  obliged  to  hasten  a  Shore  in 
pursuance  of  which  the  12th  :  Instant  Vincent  Sayon  James  Wheeler  were  rowed  a 
Shore  in  the  Ship  Boat  and  arriving  in  the  evening  wee  delivered  your  Generall 
Packquetts  &  peruseing  ours  wee  come  now  to  reply  to  the  Same.

performed)  wee  shall  See  effectually  done  by  his  Bill  wth:  the  Coggees  chopp  &  other 
convenient  Testimony  to  it,  to  prevent  future  clamour  thereof. 

Mahamood  Allebeague  the  Govern  our  at  our  arrivall  sent  a  message  to  the 
Chief  wherein  he  demonstrated  more  respect  and  kindness  then  he  has  of  late 
accustomed  to  which  gives  us  hopes  that  be  will  forgett  all  former  Differences  and 
appeare  as  much  devoted  to  the  Compas  :  Intrest  as  he  pretends  to.

Our  last  was  of  the  29th  :  instant  accompanying  the  Egib  Bramany  &  Dubash 
Madana,  whom  we  sent  to  the  ffort  according  to  your  orders,  and  since  Robert 
Ffreeman  and  Richard  Browne  encountred  the  Subadar  at  Porta  Nova,  who  gave 
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them  admittance  presently  after  their  Arrival!,,  and  their  reception  was  with  an 
excess  of  outward  Civility ;  but  "vjpceive  he  is  much  more  dissatisfied  then  ever,  and 
will  not  except  of  any  thing  from  us  unless  very  considerable,  the  reason  of  our 
disagreeing,  is  by  our  delay  growne  to  publike,  and  therefore  he  must  of  necessity 
part  with  good  portion  of  what  he  shall  receive  to  Maja[Maha]  Raja,  and  he  now 
refuses  to  take  any  thing  from  us,  and  bids  us  settle  by  virtue  of  our  Cowle  &  make 
the  most  of  it,  and  that  nothing  should  be  wanting  in  him  to  befriend  us  soe  farr  as 
the  Cowle  obliges  him  to,  but  what  regard  he  will  have  to  his  word  wee  have 
allready  experienced,  for  but  last  night  when  we  complained  of  the  Avldar  of 
this  Towne  for  stoping  our  necessaries  from  being  shipt  off,  he  assured  us  upon 
his  Honour  he  would  write  to  him  to  take  it  off  and  Seemed  extreem  angry  that 
the  Avaldar  should  dare  to  doe  soe  tho  we  are  well  assured  it  was  by  his  owne 
Order,  which  he  has  this  very  morn* :  renewed  &  enlarged  to  him,  even  to  the 
refusall  of  our  f'sons  to  imbarque;  their  Stay  with  ye:  Subadar,  was  very  long 
and  used  all  the  argumts :  &  best  words  they  could  and  also  acquainted  him  that 
we  would  most  certainly  remove  unless  we  could  have  a  good  assurance  of  his

I  enjoy  good  health  and  Shall  be  very  Glad  to  heare  of  ye  Same  from  your 
Worsp  1  reed  yor  Worsp  Lfe  I  beeing  then  at  Sheevapatnam  Yor  Worp  wrote  me 
therein  that  his  Excellency  Harja  Raja  gave  you  a  Cowle  &  for  the  obteyning 
the  Same  you  had  been  at  great  expences  &  that  you  Could  not  Content  to  my 
Demands  and  that  you  wrote  to  yor  people  to  give  me  Content,  &  that  I  Should 
Endeavour  by  all  meanes  to  mannage  the  Bussinesse  Soe  that  your  people  might 
have  noe  Cause  to  Leave  our  Country  for  otherwise  if  your  people  should  leave  the 
place  you  would  one  way  or  other  gefct  all  the  mony  agayne  that  you  Spent  in  the  pro- 
curement of  the  Cowle  &  Something  more  you  writt  to  this  purpose  Mr  ffreeman 
hath  beene  to  visitt  me  unto  whom  I  have  Showne  all  possible  Civillity  &  it 
being  written  in  the  Cowle  for  you  to  build  your  house  J  of  a  Course  Distant 
from  the  river  I  accordingly  Shewed  your  people  the  place  to  which  Mr  ffreeman 
answered  y*  it  was  at  too  great  a  distance  &  that  I  Should  ^mitt  bim  to  build 
it  nigher  &  to  lett  him  live  in  Sercawnes  house  till  your  house  was  built  & 
that  wee  should  permitt  the  Merchants  the  townes  people  and  ye  Washers  to  Come 
to  him  &  doe  what  he  should  tell  them,  to  which  I  answered  that  I  would  order 
all  of  them  to  doe  according  to  his  order  as  for  the  place  where  you  were 
to  build  your  ffactory  Mr  Yale  Consented  to  it,  when  wee  were  writing 
the  Cowle  &  if  you  refuse  it  now  will  it  doe  any  good  well,  'tis  noe  matter, 
ye  J  of  the  Corse  that  is  written  in  the  Cowle  makes  1000  yds  &  seeing  that 
your  Worp  hath  writt  to  me  I  told  him  I  would  Shew  him  a  place  before 
Circawnes  Maseede  in  the  towne  and  y*  place  would  be  about  488  yds  distant  from 
ye  River  &  that  I  would  fovor :  him  soe  farr  but  I  Could  not  lett  Circawnes 
house  by  noe  meanes  all  these  things  I  earnestly  told  Mr  ffreeman  to  which  Mr 
ffreeman  resolutely  replyed  that  Mr  Yale  did  not  doe  well  in  it  &  he  would  not 
give  his  Consent  to  any  Such  thing,  if  Mr.  Yale  is  soe  unwise  why  did  yor  Worp 
Send  him  about  Such  a  businesse  &  I  now  ask't  Mr  ffreeman  to  accept  ye  place 
I  proffered  him  but  he  would  not  wherf ore  may  it  please  your  Worp  to  writte  to 
Mr  ffreeman  about  it  as  you  Shall  thinck  fitt. 

As  for  the  other  things  your  Worp  writt  in  the  Lre  I  say  that  wee  have 
Conquered  from  the  Mogulls  Country  &  thro  ye  whole  Carnatt  which  your  Worp 
knoweth  very  well  &  if  you  Should  act  now  as  you  doe  intend  you  will  there  doe 
us  a  great  favor  for  those  that  desire  to  quarrell  any  where  find  according  to  their 
hearts  wishes  and  that  you  may  please  to  understand  for  on  my  part  I  assisted 
them  all  I  Could  but  your  people  would  not  accept  which  you  may  please  to

Peons  which  (with  ye  Consultacon  annexed)  wee  hope  is  Come  safe  to  your  hands. 
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Upon  Sunday  ye  27th  past  in  ye  Evening  wee  sett  out  from  Metchlepatam  having 
first  dispatched  all  ye  honble :  Coinpa8  Goods  by  boates  for  this  place  of  whose  arrivall 
into  Due  River  newes  came  to  us  Last  night  one  of  the  said  boates  is  left  ashoare 
the  fresh  waters  of  a  Sudden  falling  butt  they  had  hopes  this  day  or  tomorrow  to 
gett  her  off  if  not  wee  Shall  be  necessitated  to  be  at  ye  Charge  of  Cowleys  & 
another  boate  to  unloade  her  there. 

Upon  Tuesday  ye  29th  past  at  night  wee  arrived  here  &  werft  Immediately 
to  view  ye  honble  :  Compas  ffactory,  which  we  found  in  soe  miserable  a  Condicon 
that  there  is  noe  thoughts  or  possibility  of  repairing  it,  the  upper  Chamber  being 
fallen  into  ye  Godowne  &  the  walls  of  ye  two  Roomes  below  mouldred  away 
&  the  Rooffe  fallen  off  and  all  the  timbers  Consumed  and  rotten  &  ye  floore  broken 
upp  Soe  there  being  noe  habitacon  for  us,  we  were  forced  to  accept  of  a  Choultry 
with  a  bovell  at  each  end  provided  by  ye  Governr  for  us  &  ye  honble  Compas  goods 
which  is  neither  Convenient  for  the  one  nor  ye  other  in  respect  ye  floore  is  Mudd, 
Bxtreame  damp  &  swarms  with  Ground  Ants  Soe  as  there  is  noe  prservation  for 
the  Europe  Cloth  nor  Callicoes  (when  brought  in)  nor  is  there  any  Convenient 
place  for  Sorting  or  any  thing  Elce,  Wee  our  Selves  being  forc't  to  lye  in  ye  Open 
Aire  in  Pallenkeen  ever  since  wee  Came  hither  ;  Wee  have  Sent  into  the  Towne  to 
Enquire  for  Godownes  &  find  there  is  none  of  ffit  demencons  for  our  purpose ; 
&  for  a  small  Mudd  hole  which  they  Call  a  Godowne  of  10  foote  square  they 
aske  a  pagoda  &  a  halfe  •$?  month  rent  wherfore  wee  entreat  your  Worp  &ca  to 
take  it  into  your  Consideration  to  find  out  some  expedient  for  a  remedy  of  these 
inconveniences  otherwise  wee  shall  not  be  able  to  serve  the  honbIe  Compa  as  or 
Inclinacons  lead  us  for  our  healths  will  be  impared  &  their  goods  damnified. 

We  herwith  transmitt  unto  your  Wofpu  &ca  our  Consultacons  ye  Contents 
wherof  will  informe  you  what  progresse  we  have  made  in  ye  honble  Comp38  affaires 
with  these  Pettipolee  Merchants  &  what  difficulties  wee  have  encountred  from 
them,  to  bring  them  as  neere  as  wee  can  to  your  Wofps  &cas  orders  which  wee 
hope  you  will  approve  off,  and  give  us  your  further  direocons  for  our  Guidance. 

The  Merchants  doe  Still  encourage  us  to  believe  that  they  will  ^-vide  ye  quan-

gott  a  great  deale  of  mony  &  he  was  a  poore  man  &  why  should  not  he  have  mony 
as  well  as  them  our  discourses  with  these  People  was  by  a  Dubass  bro*  Downe 
with  Mr  ffield  who  is  not  in  favour  either  with  Dubass  or  Brameny  here,  that  soe 
wee  might  have  a  true  Interpretacon  between  us  wee  have  .been  thus  Large 
Concerning  this  business  that  yor  Worpi"1  &  ca-  may  playnely  know  how  the  Case 
stands,  &  we  doe  realy  believe  that  meere  poverty  has  forc't  Latchina  to  his 
Complaint  wherfore  he  is  a  ^son  litle  serviceable  to  ye  honble:  Company  yett  he 
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being  an  ancient  man,  please  to  allow  him  any  thing  out  of  ye  Compas  Charity  it 
shall  be  paid  him  but  neither  Brameny  [nor]  Dubass  are  willing  to  doe  it  saying 
they  are  Cutt  off  of  ye  Wages  they  used  to  receive,  and  at  this  rate  may  pay  away 
all  their  Dustory  too ;  that  they  are  at  great  Charges  &  lay  upp  litle  or  nothing  at 
ye  yeares  end  as  for  Pidi  Conda  Ancka  the  Old  man  who  was  allwayes  Dealt  with 
for  Timber  declares  he  knowes  nothing  but  referrs  all  to  his  brother  &  son  former 
of  which  is  now  arrived  but  not  ye  Latter  when  they  appeare  together  wee  shall 
examine  the  business  &  doe  Intreate  you  to  believe  wee  shall  doe  what  wee  Cann 
in  his  favour  and  give  him  Justice  not  suffering  either  Dubass  or  Brammeny  to 
wrong  him  or  any  of  the  others  much  Less  to  molest  him  and  as  for  Latchinah,  as 
soone  as  our  Dubass  is  well,  who  hath  been  a  long  time  very  sick,  wee  shall  make 
our  address  to  ye  Governour  for  regayning  of  Latchinahs  Garden  if  possibly  to  be 
done  wee  have  onely  one  thing  More  to  add  wch :  wee  entreate  you  to  believe  that 
in  what  we  write  Concerning  Arapah  wee  doe  not  in  ye  Least  designe  to  reflect .

You  will  see  by  what  wee  write  by  ye  List  of  Tonnage  we  [now]  send  you 
that  wee  have  agreed  for  some  quantity  of  Cloth,  more  then  formerly  Contracted 
for,  for  which  wee  shall  want  mony  to  give  the  Merchants,  they  expect  their  two 
thirds,  besides  their  24,000  pagodas  formerly  paid  them  but  wee  shall  lessen  it 
what  wee  Cann,  however  they  are  poore  men  for  the  most  ^te  &  must  be  Supplyed 
as  they  have  occassion  &  all  as  wee  can  say  for  it  is,  that  except  Wordne  Gruah 
&  his  Compa  now  newly  Entertained  ye  rest  have  been  found  taithfull  for  many 
yeares  not  making  any  bad  Debts. 

You  are  pleased  to  write  concerning  the  Eagles  Invoyce  in  Apriil  last  was 
twelve  month  ye  first  time  of  her  dispatch  from  hence  [was]  to  ye  fforte  about  ye 
10th  of  March  the  last  time  was  to  England  about  the  5th  May  following 
Mr  Wheeler  being  now  here  prsent  remembers  he  entered  the  first  in  ye  ffort 
bookes  wee  therfore  now  send  you  Coppy  of  ye  Latter. 

We  shall  observe  what  you  write  Concerning  Cloth  worse  then  Muster  &  take 
notice  what  You  mencon  m  your  Gen" :  to  Metchlep™  :  Concerning  the  Long  Cloth 
being  short  in  measure  &  torn  both  which  wee  shall  endeavour  to  prvent,  wee  did 
then  fling  out  what  peeces  we  found  torne  but  it  being  the  washers  Roguery  it  is 
Impossible  to  find  out  all  however  we  have  given  them  a  strict  Charge  concerning 
it,  &  shall  use  all  possible  Care.

The  Ship  Thomas  arrived  the  21st  instant  whereby  you  were  pleased  to  order 
Mr  Ramsdens  proceeding  to  Vizagap™,  who  accordingly  went  off  from  this  shoare 
the  24th  following  but  as  yett  wee  have  not  anny  notice  of  his  arrivall  either  from 
himself  or  by  report,  wee  have  observed  your  orders  about  the  admission  of 
Poutana  in  the  place  of  Cheife  dubash  to  succeede  Venkatadry.  Wee  have  taken 
out  Poutanas  share  from  ye  Merchts  stock  and  have  given  it  amongst  them  all  for 
-this  year  wcb  needs  must  be  the  only  way  to  prevent  him  from  retaineing  any 
part  under  others  names  it  not  being  likely  y*  soe  many  will  be  privay  to  it 
without  discloseing  it  some  time  or  other,  and  was  then  given  them  in  Charge  y* 
if  they  offered  any  such  thing  it  should  prove  to  their  prejudice  wch  :  they  all  then 
assured  us  they  should  not  wch  :  shall  be  stricktly  obser[v]ed  by  us  to  discover 
them  if  they  play  booty  Wee  reed  the  drinking  glasses  from  the  Thomas  &  distri- 
buted them  as  you  ordred  proportionally  to  ye  remaindr  of  them,  there  being  many 
broake  it  came  but  to  little  more  then  halfe  the  number  you  sent  us  wch :  soe  soon 
as  the  Books  are  brought  up  now  in  hand  shall  be  charged  to  yor  Ace*  Curr* : 

The  26th  Instant  August  arrived  the  Nathaniell  from  Whome  wee  reed  three 
Chests  of  treasure  for  ourselves  and  freiads  att  Madpollam  wch :  by  an  order 
from  them  was  delivered  to  Mr  Nathaniel!  Gyfford  who  went  henoe  to  his  charge 
there  the  30  day  of  last  month. 

The  Governour  of  this  place  is  growne  better  affected  to  our  business  then 
formerly  haveing  severall  times  sent  for  the  Cheife  who  deferd  the  Visitt  so  long 
till  he  sent  word  he  would  come  to  ffactory  to  pay  one  wch  :  to  prevent  he  went 
that  Day  where  after  the  usuall  entertainement  of  a  suppe[r]  he  entred  into  dis- 
course about  ye  affaires  of  this  place ;  professing  much  freindship  and  Kindness 
expressing  a  hearty  wellcome,  upon  wcb  :  hee  was  acquainted  that  possibly  there 
might  come  some  interlooping  shipp  hither  as  there  had  done  formerly  wcl1  he  was 
entreted  to  obstruct  upon  all  accasions  who  readily  gave  an  assurance  that  he 
would  use  the  utmost  of  his  endeavors  wob :  wee  doubt  would  be  effectuall  wth : 
all  reminding  us  of  Mr  "Wynns  promise  wch :  Hee  promised  to  present  to  their 
Worps  &ca,  and  wee  esteeme  it  noe  less  necessary  to  prevent  any  quarrell  &  ingage 
his  intrest  in  a  high  measure.

Those  letters  yor  worpu  sent  last  arrived  ye  second  current  whose  Contents  I 
have  observed  yor  Worp11  Ordered  me  to  procure  Bramanis  Maddana  and  Acconas 
Roccas  Concer[n]ing  our  settlemts :  att  Vizagapatam  &ca  :  places  agreable  to  his 
High[nessse  ye  Allampan]  has  Gratious  Pharmand  Granted  to  ye  English 
Nation  1  did  accordingly  Carry  yor  Worp11  :  letter  to  Bramine  Accona  haveing 
Got  ye  same  Read  before  the  Arrivall  of  yor  Worp11  :  letter  here  these  people 
have  had  notice  of  our  peoples  arrivall  yonder  to  make  a  new  settlement  in  those 
parts  haveing  Promised  Mee  to  give  Rocas  saying  [that]  seing  wee  doe  disigne 
to  make  new  Settlement  wee  should  give  both  to  his  brother  Maddana  and 
himeselfe  some  presents  to  which  I  answared  him  that  his  Highnesse  ye  Allampana 
hath  granted  us  the  Phirmand  at  Matchlepatam  and  wee  disire  noe  more  then  to 
observe  the  Contents  thereof  for  wee  doe  not  desire  any  thing  that  new,  and  Gott 
ye  Coppy  of  our  Phirmand  read  before  him  who  After  heard  it  read,  he  told  me  y* 
It  did  not  mention  therm  In  Perticuler  but  in  general!  but  howsoeever  he  will 
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give  us  the  Roccas  but  seing  yl  it  is  a  new  bewsines  they  doe  expect  A  Consider- 
able present  In  regard  yE  wee  doe  not  give  them  any  preasent  at  other  times  and

I[t]  will  cost  us  40  or  50  pagothas  more  to  be  given  Amongst  ye  Petty  officers, 
for  theeses  People  heare  Say  that  we  doe  not  use  to  give  them  any  thing  but 
when  our  busines  Comes  to  Effect  Espetnally  now  this  being  a  new  buesines, 
Conserning  wcb ;  may  it  please  yor  Worp  to  Order  me. 

Wheareas  yor  Worp  did  remit  yor  order  by  way  of  Poddela  Lingapa  Concern- 
ing paying  out  Townes  Rent  soe  soone  as  it  Arived  heare  I  sd  ye  1200  pagothas 
and  when  I  demanded  ye  receit  for  the  same  Bramine  Accana  told  me  that  the 
Sharlaskareene  shipp  Is  now  Given  to  Poddela  Lingapa  and  wheatber  wee  did 
not  pay  our  townes  Rent  all  this  while  to  Mahomed  Hibrahim  and  Reed  ye  Receit 
from  his  hands  soe  he  maide  this  Excuse  to  avoyd  giving  the  receit  and  at  last  I 
have  prevaled  wth  him  and  hath  gotten  his  Receit  weh:  I  have  sent  yor  Worspu 
here  with  ye  arrivall  of  wch  may  it  please  yor  worp  to  advise  mee  with  jour 
further  Commands.

Honored  Sirs 

I  am  infinitely  obliged  to  y1  Prudence  Equity  and  moderation  y*  yu  per[m]itted 
me  to  answer  M'  Vincents  Charge  wch  I  purposely  delayed  sometime  in  hope 
y*  succeding  Accidents  might  either  not  soe  absolutely  require  it  from  me  here  or 
be  satisfyed  tho  it  were  don  after  another  manner  then  now  it  is  as  I  once  Intended, 
but  when  I  began  to  think  it  of  necessity  I  sett  about  it,  not  wth  our  strong 
reluctancy  and  regret  that  for  my  owne  just  Defence  and  vindication  I  was 
Compelld  to  Collect  and  unite  many  scattered  passages  y*  as  they  lay  in  Generall 
Papers  would  have  it  may  be  harmelesse  and  recount  others  equally  offensive 
and  unpleasant. 

The  whole  I  take  as  designed  against  myself,  but  in  regard  some  perticulars 
thereof  include  the  2d :  and  3d  here  too,  twas  thought  necessary  to  be  donn  by  us 
all  and  accordingly  twas  wrott,  owned  and  Signed. 

The  Coppy  1  presume  to  send  yn  herewith  as  allso  5  other  papers  relating 
thereto  doubting  much  when  or  whither  ever  Mr  Vincent  w11  :  transmitt  ye 
originalls. 

Whither  his  Charge  be  fully  refused  you  are  to  be  Judges  and  tis  [my]  great 
fortune  and  happiness  that  the  decision  is  with  Persons  of  such  wisdome  justice 
and  other  Excelling  qualities. 
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If  y°  shall  think  the  style  in  any  part  Petulant  and  language  unseemly  because 
he  is  my  superior  and  Cheife  of  ye  Bay,  I  humbly  submitt  to  and  will  beare  yor 
sensure  yet  y°  same  time  earnestly  beseech  you  :  to  consider  well  ye  true  reasons 
and  nature  of,  and  his  manner  of  working  the  accusation,  and  the  whole  Progress 
and  series  of  his  attempts  to  disgrace  and  ruine  me  wth :  your  Worp  &ca  :  and 
the  Honoble :  Company. 

Could  he  have  made  disco veryes  of  any  unfa[i]thfullness  in  my  Actions  and 
dealing,  for  such  are  ye  Charges  to  be  regarded  and  noted,  there  had  needed  little 
gall  in  his  Ink  and  none  in  myne,  but  to  fly  out  into  clamorous  passion  and  make 
personall  reflections  (wch  :  if  true  are  noe  part  of  business)  is  to  usurp  an  unlaw- 
full  power  over  me,  for  Certainly  neither  yor  selves  nor  ye  Hon'ble  :  Compa :  ever 
intend  to  despoyle  any  English  man  whatsoever  of  his  birth  right,  or  to  invest  a 
superior  servant  as  is  Mr :  Vincent  with  y*  liberty  of  defamation  of  one  subordinate 
but  a  few  degrees  woh  the  lawes  of  England,  let  the  disproportion  be  never  soe 
great  suffer  not  to  goe  unpunished.  He  is  a  Merchant  soe  am  I,  he  is  the  ffirst 
in  ye  bay,  I  am  not  ye  last,  &  altho  inferior  to  him  in  some  respects  yet  am  I  not 
one  ioata  less  tender  of  my  credit,  my  good  name  being  that  wch  :  must  sweeten 
my  life  and  he  y*  would  wound  it  I  think  approches  to  murder  me.

desplaced  from  this  proceeding  years  letter  wherein  they  gave  the  Last  Agent 
Master  in  great  repute  &  Esteem  with  them  then  on  suspicion  only  of  my  private 
Tradeing  an  unlimited  and  indeed  unheard  of  power  to  put  me  from  their  service 
and  yet  notwithstanding  upon  second  thoughts  and  fresher  advices  they  are 
pleased  to  Honour  to  me  with  ye  Cheifship  of  Decca  ye  very  following  yeare,  soe 
that  I  am  now  as  it  were  upon  a  new  fou[n]dation,  whilst  therefore  noe  foul 
dealing  or  wronging  them  in  my  accompts  has  ever  apperd  or  is  soe  much  as 
hinted  at  by  those  who  I  have  been  adv[i]zed  first  after  my  very  blood  surely  Mr 
Vincents  fond  and  frayle  Arguments  before  that  tyme  cannot  neither  ought  in  ye 
least  to  harme  me  with  yor  "Worp  &ca : 

And  one  [on  ?]  these  considerations  Cheifly  doe  I  ground  my  Present 
presumtion  that  I  doe  not  deceive  myselfe  with  vague  &  unreasonable  hopes  and 
expectations  of  yo1-  favour,  tho  being  as  I  am,  encompassed  with  ye  numberless 
snares  of  a  furious  and  Potent  Enemy  and  my  life  thereby  made  Yevj  wretched,  I 
know  not  why  a  Chang[e]  for  ease  and  rest  should  bee  unwellcome.  In  this  difficult 
employment  I  am  in  as  circumstances  are  ye  Least  error  or  misfortune  I  am 
obnoxious  to  will  be  noyl'd  by  Mr  Vincent  to  ruine  the  Ho  :  Co :  concerns  and 
laboriously  contrived  if  he  can  to  work  my  fall,  tho,  as  I  have  Wrott  him,  who  ever 
shall  be  soe  Vile  as  for  their  owne  animosityes  or  grudges  of  woh  God  Knowes  1  am 
free,  to  endanger  in  the  least  by  any  negligence  Omission  or  Connivance  ye  Ho  : 
Co ;  Intrest  deserve  to  suffer  in  my  opinion  all  they  are  Capeable  of  suffering. 
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I  have  now  Left  earnestly  and  humbly  to  Deprecate  the  ill  opinion  yor : 
Worp  or  any  of  your  Counoell  may  possibly  conceive  of  me  for  a  man  Contentious 
or  Turbulent  &ca  for  I  am  certainly  of  another  and  more  agreable  temper  have- 
ing  never  cliff  era"  with  any  that  Know  me  well  or  lived  with  me  with  any  man 
whatever  who  exceeded  not  ye  bounds  of  fayrness  honesty  and  reason,  and  this 
I  referr  to  your  Considerations.  How  haughty  Insolent  andinsufferab[lje  yea  and 
generally  pernicious  too  ye  Humour  now  rainging  over  us  in  Bengali  is  y™ 
have  it  may  be  perceived  and  herd  also  from  others  tho  if  matters  had  not  come  to 
this  Extremi[t]y  I  would  have  chosen  still  to  suffer  silently. 

Yet  after  a  long  and  sharp  Contest  I  have  gained  nothing  but  Vexation  and 
trouble  for  ye  Cheife  is  ye  most  resolved  and  stubborn  man  alive,  nay  I  find  y 
Generall  bussiness  must  yeild  to  him  at  last,  for  whilst  his  power  and  malice

lopers in  Bengali  and  ferring  [fearing  ?]  they  may  be  early  upon  this  Coast  to  help 
make  up  their  loading  wch  may  be  very   prejudicial!  to  our    Employers   affaieres 
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wee  shall  present  him  wtb  :  ye :  250  pagod8 :  promised  him  by  Mr :  Wynn  and  an 
addition  of  150  more  provided  he  promisses  to  doe  ye  like  peece  of  service- 
ys ;  year  If  occasion  requires,  and  Expect  noe  further  reward  wch  :  hope  yo,ir : 
Worp  &ca  will  well  approve  of  and  the  HonobIe :  Compa ;  have  noe  Cause  to 
repent  of  wee  shall  use  oar  utmost  Endeavor  and  polacie  to  prevent  and  defeat 
all  Interlopers  y*  may  or  shall  come  hither  wtb  oat  fear  of  their  makeing  warr 
upon  ye  Natives  who  shall  have  your  passes  in  due  time  if  you  please  to  send 
them  us,  for  all  their  vessells  great  &  small  and  if  y*  bee  not  enough  to  protect 
rm  &  here  be  any  of  ye  Honoble  :  Compas:  Shipps  near  wee  shall  follow  your

Wee  cannot  but  take  notice  of  your :  Worsps :  &ca :  great  care  of  our  healths 
and  humbly  returns  you  our  best  thanks  for  yoar :  good  advice  wch :  has  been 
hitherto  and  shall  be  carefully  observed  by  us,  this  place  naveing  been  very  fat- 
all  to  many  of  our  predecessors  fear  now  Breeds  care  in  us. 

Wee  advised  our  freinds  at  Madapollam  of  the  10,000  pagds :  sent  upon  ye 
Resolution  for  their  ffaetory  wch  :  they  respond  to,  shall  be  sent  for  soe  soon  as 
Mr.  Field  returnes  from  Corangoe,  who  has  taken  ye  Major  ^* :  of  their  peons  wth  r 
him  to  assist  Cap*  :  Goodlad  in  save  in  w* :  posible  Mr.  Wheeler  has  ready 
taken  charge  of  ye  Bookes  and  Rob*:  Freeman  promises  his  best  Assistance  in 
sorting  ye  cloth.

As  Concerning  ye  abatement  your  Worp  tolde  mee  that  ye  Merchts:  here  did  at 
first  promise  to  abate  5  "^  cent  and  since  they  will  not  comply  wth:  their  promise 
yor:  Worp  ordered  me  to  Come  hither  to  see  w*  :  I  could  doe  Concerning  ye  AbatemV 
wth  ye  Merchts :  &  whereas  I  Bate  your  bread  I  have  prevaled  wth:  ye  Merchts  as 
much  as  I  Could  possibly  for  8  dayes  togeather  and  at  last  :  I  made  a  shift  to  per- 
swade  them  to  make  some  abatem'  of  wch  :  Mr  Wales  &ca  Councill  have  given  your 
Worp  an  acco*  ye  Gould  Chaines  &  ye  Scarlet  are  already  disposed  of  to  ye  Merchts:

Pagod:  Long  Cloth  Browne  at  26  pa  f-  corge  sallampores  d° ;  at  11J  podo  and 
Beeteelaes  30  pagds;  f"  corge  the  lateness  of  ye  season  and  the  greate  interruption 
wee  mett  wth  :  occasioned  by  y°  Dutch  at  Bimlipatam  is  ye  reason  of  ye  Deareness 
of  the  Cloth  this  yeare  they  haveing  Used  there  Utmost  endeavours  by  there  Irs 
and  f'sents  to  severall  Governours  in  these  ^ts :  where  there  is  any  Probability 
of  our  tradeing  to  put  a  stop  to  there  Marchants  that  are  under  there  Goverm*  :

After  I  tooke  my  leave  of  yor  Worsip  I  safely  arrived  a[t]  Tindevanam  where 
I  went  &  visited  the  Cheife  Avoldar  haveing  discorsed  wth  him  Concerning  Build- 
ing A  factory  a  [t]  Conimeer  to  wch :  hee  tould  mee  y"  he  would  be  very 
well  satisfied  and  w[r]ite  a  letter  to  ye  Sobdor  Vittulapelly  and  sent  his  people 
along  wfh:  mee  ye  sa  Sobador  Whome  I  went  to  visit  and  he  tould  me  y*  he  will 
punctually  observe  in  comeplying  wUl :  us  according  to  the  contents  of  ye  Cowle 
granted  us  by  this  Exencellency  [His  Excellency]  Harja  Rija  and  gave  me  betle  and 
sent  me  away  from  hence  I  came  to  terunaraala  from  whence  his  excellency  Harga 
Raga  wass  Gon  to  a  place  called  Kishnaguiry  which  is  neare  a  citty  Called 
Caverypatnam  some  People  belonging  to  yor  Worsp:i:  hath  wrote  to  Gopall 
Pontuloo  ye  news  of  my  comeing  heather  from  chinapatam  whereof  Gopall  Pon- 
tuloo had  told  Harge  Rajay*  ye  Cap*  More  of  Chinapatnam  sent  his  hig  [sic]  to 
his  exellency  who  would  arrive  the  same  day,  y*:  I  arrived  here  &  I  haveing 
enquird  how  ye  affaires  went  at  court  and  I  was  told  y*  one  named  Coneree  Baw- 
bawgee  did  bring  a  acco* :  jl  Gopall  Pontuloo  did  wrong  ye  Divan  to  ye  amo'  :  of 
to  20  or  30  thousand  pagods :  his  exellency  Hargee  Raja  delevered  the  sd  accusar  into 
ye  custody  of  Gopall  Pontuloo  unto  home  [sic]  his  exellency  doth  intend  suddenly 
to  give  Tashrifs  and  send  him  downe  againe  it  being  soe  I  bavin  Considered  If  I 
should  to  his  Exelency  Harje  Raja  wth :  out  taken  notis  of  Gopall  Pontulo  he  will 
use  his  utmost  Endeawors  to  Spoyle  our  business  and  therefore  thought  fitt  to 
give  goe  and  visite  wee  haveing  long  aquainted  togeather  whereupon  wee  ware 
togeather  in  private  and  he  tould  me  y'  hee  doth  speak  in  reallytie  and  noe 
untruth  at  all  of  w'  :  is  past  and  the  following  wordes  he  spake  before  mee  and 
Peone  Yancatadere  y*  in  ye  first  place  he  borrowed  of  one  Called  Calasapa  Naiudo 
Pa.  1700  to  pay  ye  Dorbar  Charges  to  accomplish  our  business,  and  he  is  not  as 
yett  sattisfied  for  y*  summe  of  money,  y8  Dutch  at  Tennaptanam  and  Porto  Novo, 
Paying  Custome  at  2  and  \  pe[r]  cent  and  that  he  being  soe  much  freind  to  ye 
English  he  endeavored  his  utmost  and  Prevailed  wth  :  ye  Divan,  y'  ye  english  shall 
pay  ).  f"cent  &  f-  f"  c*  at  Codoloor  and  at  Conimer  but  1  ^  c* :  and  at  Porta  Nova  'l\ 
Pagods ;  f"  cent,  and  soe  gott  it  ordered  to  pay  at  every  Place,  and  y*  he  had  writt 
to  his  Exellency  Harja  Raja  in  this  manner  and  procured  his  answar  conseining 
the  same  and  that  he  did  ye  English  all  this  sesrvis  wch  :  others  could  not  soe 
Easselly  have  obtained  it  being  soe  that  yor  worsp  :  writt  y*  he  reed  bribes  from 
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j  Dutch  and  y*  lie  demanded  money  by  force  and  other  the  like  Complaints  ye 
wch  :  lettr  he  did  show  to  his  exellency  Ha[r]ja  Raja  and  after  he  had  herd  it 
read  &  considered  upon  it  would  not  send  your  Worsp  :  any  answare  thereto  so  I 
w[r]ite  to  him  saying  y*  if  ye  English  should  hinder  any  one  of  theire  shipps 
y*  they  would  soe  Right  themselves  therein  and  did  write  something  more  to  this 
efect  upon  which  spoke  some  freindly  words  to  him  and  toald  him  y*  I  would 
endeavor  to  procure  &  perpetuall  freindshipp  betwne  your  Worsp  :  and  him  and  I 
went  to  visit  Ha[r]  ja  Raja  by  his  means  unto  [home]  I  presended  [presented  ?]  ye 
Scarlett  the  prospective  [glas  ...  andj-Pulves  and  ye  Tobacoe  when  he  say  ye 
Prospective  glas  he  returnd  it  to  me  againe  saying  y*  I  should  send  it  back  to 
your  Worsp  desiring  you  to  send  him  a  good  one  he  hath  got  yor  Worsp  letter  Read, . 
after  wch  he  told  me  y*  Gopall  Pontuloo  did  act  nothing  of  his  one  accord  neither 
did  he  did  anything  wth  out  his  leave  and  why  did  yor  worsp  :  write  such  Com- 
plaints against  him  at  wch  :  I  told  him  some  freindly  words  saying  yl  there  was 
noe  Differance  betwene  his  Exellency  &  yorwo}Sp :  and  whereas  yo1' worsp  have 
ordered  in  your  Instructions  y*  for  ye  preservation  of  yor  frindship  with  ye 
Divan  and  for  Encereasing  of  ye  Port  I  should  precure  a  grant  for  building  A 
Factory  by  the  river  side  and  in  ye  Interim  for  our  people  to  remain©  in  Serecawns 
house  for  ye  present  and  to  farme  the  towne  of  Codaloor  and  for  Coyning  money 
I  being  discorsing  Concerning  these  things  he  maide  me  answer  y*  as  touching 
ye  Coyning  money  and  farmeing  the  towne  it  could  not  be  gra[n]ted  for  the- 
Dutch  to  obtaine  leave  to  build  house  at  portanovo  they  have  expended  greates 
sumes  of  money  and  have  had  much  troble  and  why  did  the  Dutch  governour 
spend  soe  mutch  money  for  a  house  and  a  small  bulwoke  of  a  yard  bignes 
at  that  our  peopel  did  at  first  very  earnestly  desire  Gopall  Pontulloo  to  grant  leave

I  Reed  ye  letter  yor  worsp :  sent  me  &  observed  the  [  .  .  .  ]  of  your 
worsp :  sent  a  Letter  for  Brameny  Accana,  haveiug  likewise  ordered  mee  to 
acquaint  him  with  our  business  Concerning  wch :  I  discorsed  Bramenys  Veele- 
gandala  Yancawna  &  Somowgee  Pantoloo  of  wjh:  past  concerning  it  from  ye 
begining  and  Intending  to  Deliver  yor :  worps  letter  to  accana  ye  2  above  Sd  perso- 
nes  advised  me  if  I  should  doe  it  y*  it  would  be  a  meanes  to  stur  him  up  against  us 
saying  y*  they  think  y*  letter  would  not  sattisfie  him,  because  that  here  Came

meet  us  here  however  wee  sent  some  of  oar  people  up  to  him  to  acquaint  him  of 
our  comeing  but  it  was  Munday  night  about  eleven  a  clock  ere  wee  reed  an  answer 
wch  was  that  he  was  prepareing  &  would  set  out  on  Tuesday  Morning  but  on

The  place  wee  have  pitched  upon  for  a  hous[e]  is  the  most  convenient  wee 
could  find  in  these  parts  being  seated  upon  a  rising  ground  by  the  sea  side  with 
water  sufficient  all  about  us  for  washing  and  Curing  our  Cloth  &  is  in  length  100 
&  in  breadth  80  yards. 

Wee  are  in  great  want  for  paper  therefore  humbly  desire  you  would  please  to 
lett  us  have  a  speedy  supply.

over  an[d]  then  he  might  be  wellcome  his  answere  to  that  was  he  understood  our 
meaning,  but  we  must  not  deny  him  the  liberty  of   Comeing  when  he  thought

In  ours  of  ye  IIth  :  instant  we  gave  some  prospect  of  makeing  our  Merch*8 :  a 
joynt  Company  &  did  yerely  beleeve  Munday  would  have  concluded  this  businesse, 
but  upon  opening  the  Coralour  Musters  they  having  none  good  of  their  owne,  they 
were  extravagan[t]ly  high  in  your  prices  and  unwilling  to  provid[e]  such  Cloth,  but 
did  of  themslves  voluntarily  make  and  offer  of  an  abatement  upon  the  Maddrass

The  troubles  at  the  Bay,  wee  are  truly  concern'd  for  the  Imposition  of  3  ;  ^  C4 
Custome  is  a  verry  considerable  matter,  but  hope  by  yor :  prudent  Directions,  it 
will  be  taken  off,  and  for  the  Animosities  among  themselves  as  you  observe,  that 
will  be  at  an  end,  God  Send  the  Defence  in  thither  early,  but  wee  fear  Ao-ent 
Hedges  is  deceased  the  acc° :  wee  have  of  it  is  from  a  Small  Ship,  that  came  out 
of  England  bound  for  S4 :  Laurence,  to  lade  wth  :  Negroes,  and  so  for  Barbadoes, 
She  spoke  wth :  Cap*  Browne,  in  the  Johanna,  who  told  him  of  a  person  of  quality, 
that  the  Honble :  Compa :  sent  out  for  the  Bay,  that  was  deceased,  but  his  name 
forgott.  this  Vessel  lost  both  her  boats  &  Eight  men,  one  the  maine,  and  came 
hither  in  great  distress,  as  yet  remains  with  us,  She  likewise  Spoke  wth  :  yB  Scipio, 
ab* :  60  :  Leagues  on  this  side  Cape  de  Gullis,  the  10th  :  of  May  last,  wch :  makes  us 
much  feare  her  gaining  her  passage,  Cap4 ;  Cooke  was  dead,  and  halfe  her  men, 
and  the  Ship  leaky,  God  in  mercy  looke  down  on  our  Masters  concerns,  and  Send, 
-prosperity,  for  they  labour  under  great  troubles. 
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Wee  are  glad  you  are  so  forward  wth  :  yor :  Investments,  the  Anne  wee  wish 
may  save  her  passage  God  Send  both  her  &  the  Bengali  Merchant  to  safe  .arrive 
■with  our  Masters. 

Wee  tooke  wl :  care  lay  in  us  of  yor :  Packett  for-  ye :  honble :  Compa :  tho  came 
too  late,  to  goe  by  the  Busorah  Ships,  the  Dutch  are  base  enough  to  us,  but  thinck 
will  not  abuse  us  in  this,  but  Safely  deliver  it  to  our  Bantam  freinds,  the  Dutch 
is  taking  of  Bantam,  Wee  had  (to  our  no  mean  trouble)  long  since,  by  way  of  the 
French  ;  it  put  us  upon  immediately  sending  down  this  Coast,  to  secure  w'  : 
peper  wee  could,  that  if  possible,  wee  might  gain  a  large  quantity  before  [A  few 
■word*  lost]  Should  be  able  to  raise  the  price  on  us,  or  give  us  any  other  hind- 
rances which  now  wee  must  looke  for  undoubtedly  they  will  grasp  at  all  the 
peper. 

The  Bearers  of  our  letters  to  you  were  not  Our  serfv  ]ants  but  hired 
1  Cossetts  however  wee  have  chidd  them  your  two  Peons  are  with  us  and  as  you 
direct  shall  returne  them  to  you  with  such  Letters  as  our  expected  Ship  may 
bring  for  you  for  whose  quiet  arrivall  wee  heartily  pray  being  in  verry  great  want 
of  them. 

Wee  take  all  due  Observation  of  what  you  write  concerning  your  settling 
ffactory  in  Sombojee  Rajahs  Countrys  and  of  the  unhandsomnesse  of  Gopall 
Pundit  at  Porta  Nova  Wee  must  caution  you  as  in  duty  bound  not  to  trust 
Sombajees  Ministers  for  doubtlesse  they  cannot  be.  better  wth  :  you  then  those  on 
this  Coast  if  they  cann  once  gett  into  your  dept  it  will  be  a  hard  peice  of  worke  to 
gett  them  out  againe  Wee  Shall  sen[d]  to  treat  with  Sombajee  as  you  direct,  and  be 
.assured  Our  utmost  endeavours  shall  not  be  wanting  to  bring  the  Affaire  to  your 
desires. 

The  Mogull  is  highly  incensed  against  Sombajee  and  bends  all  his  fforces.that 
way  he  hath  fitting  out  hence  a  considerable  ffleetthat  may  depart  within  a  month 
and  is  resolved  to  Assault  his  Country  by  sea  &  Land  Sombajee  is  likewise 
prepared  wth :  great  fforce  to  resist  and  Sultan  Ekbarr  threatens  to  be  here  when 
ihe  fleete  is  gonne  ;  Continual  robbings  all  ready  and  the  fears  of  what  may  be  make 
us  hasten  all  o1'  Goods  downe  wth  :  us  and  as  fast  as  they  come  away  to  the  Marin 
and  hope  ye  Allmighty  will  protect  our  Masters  concernes  from  all  evill  accidents 
but  wee  feare  wee  Shall  be  forced  to  send  home  more  brown  Cloth  then  otherwise 
Wee  should  because  of  the  troubles  for  wee  cannot  in  prudence  adventure  their 
stay  up  the  Country  as  [us]uall,  but  must  sobmitt  to  ye  evill  and  wash  wl :  wee  cann 
here. 

The  Dragon  arrived  Mocha  ye :  ult° :  May  sould  Part  of  what  she  brought 
out[?J  Cohseed  and  sailed  thence  the  10th:  July  Last  Agent  Gibbs  and  his  Com- 
mando1 had  been  verry  ill  but  was  somewhat  recovered  before  they  sailed  by  Banan 
-advice  Wee  have  it  that  she  arrived  Gombroon  and  thence  sayled  forBussorah,  but 
have  not  advices  from  our  Persian  freind. 

The  french  have  two  Shipes  here  arrived  the  21th  :  and  24th  instant  they  left 
franco  the  17th  &  27  March  Last  they  have  brought  a  stock  in  monny  Lead  redd 
Lead  fine  Broad  Cloth  and  Iron  as  report  speakes  to  ye  amount  of  600000  rup8 : 
as  yett  wee  have  not  learnt  ye  Certainty  of  it  nor  attained  a  perticular  acco'  :  of 
their  cargoes,  but  to  our  comforts  Wee  are  assured  they  have  noe  course  Broad 
Cloth. 

Wee  are  sorry  at  the  just  reasone  wee  have  to  complaine  against  Mr.  John  Feild. 
Cheife  of  Metchlapatam  upon  the  procedings  of  those  employed  by  him  In  one  of  his 
Ships  at  Persia  whose  actions  are  soe  unjustifyable  in  regard  to  the  dishonor  of  our 
Nation  and  prejudice  to  Our  Honoble  Master  affaires  there  that  were  he  a  person 
under  [our?]  charge  we  should  Esteeme  him  culpable  of  fault  of  soe  high  a 
nature  as  to  deserve  a  more  severe  sentiment  from  us  then  an  Interloper  the  Charge 
laid  against  him  by  the  factors  in  Persia  is  in  the  enclosed  Coppy  of  their 
Gennerall  to  us,  which  Wee  referr  to  your  own  prudence  to  take  such  cognizance 
of  as  you  think  fitt  and  desire  you  will  take  care  to  prevent  the  like  misdemean- 
ours for  ye  future  from  all  undr  :  your  charge. 
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Your  Pacquett  for  yp  Honobler  Compa.  •shall  be  carefully  forwarded  by  first 
conveyance. 

If  you  should  receive  any  Novelty  from  Bantam  of  pro[b]abillity  of  ye  Old 
Kings  beating  the  Dutch  off  and  regainning  his  Port  pray  faile  not  to  inpart  Such 
like  advices  by  speedy  Expresses  being  of  great  concerne  to  us  that  wee  may 
accordingly  Governe  ourselves  in  the  management  of  Our  Pepper  businesse  on  this  - 
Coast  to  Our  Masters  best  advantage  this  being  what  occurrs  at  pressent  worthy 
your  notice  Eemaine,  Your  affectionate  freind  J°.  Child — Fra  Day — Bar.

It  hath  been  now  about  J>  years  y4  wee  have  neaver  been  free  from  disputes

I  have  with  all  due  respect  reed  yor  Worps  Letter  e3teemeing  it  upon  my 
head  yor  Worsp  was  pleased  to  write  me  y*  I  gott  ye  Merchts :  to  abate  but  Some 
thing  of  ye  5  ^  Cent  &  that  neither,  but  in  some  goods  &  that  our  People  were 
forced  to  lend  about  \A  word  lost]  Pads :  before  hand  to  ye  Merchts  :  without 
interest  considering  w"  :  twas  as  tho  they  had  made  noe  abatem1 :  at  all  &  that  if 
the  tradeing  at  Pettipolee  will  not  Defray  charges  you  will  order  our  People  back 
againe  to  Metchlepatam. 

Honodr :  Sr :  [A  word  lost]  I  who  endeavor  my  uttmost  to  please  yor :  Worsp  :  as 
much  as  in  me  lyes,  have  used  all  j"  arguments  I  could  wth  ya  Merchants  to  bring 
them  to  the  abatement  of  ye  ['5]  ^  Cent  but  could  not  prevaile  wth  ym  to  agree  to

The  Cumum  Beetelaes  wee  finde  by  Consultations  of  ye  28th :  &  3(>h  :  August 
of  Mr  V.  Sayon  owne  pening,  to  be  offerd  to  ye  Merchts :  to  provide  viz*  the  1th  ; 
sort  formerly  agreed  for  at  35  at  3u  pagods;  ^  corge  and  the  2d :  sort  agreed  for  at 
S2f  at  28-|  pagods :  ^  Corge  which  peices  wee  finde  to  be  accepted  of  by  the  mer- 
chants in  the  last  of  Mr  Sayons  Consultations  viz4 :  Hi1*:  August  And  M1' :  Robert 
ffreeman  hath  discoursed  the  [Merchts:]  Dubash  and  braminy  concerning  the 
Contract  of  the  above  said  Cummum  Beetelaes  made  by  Mr:  Sayon  who  unanimously 
declared  y'  Mr  Sayon  demanded  noe  other  abatement  on  said  Cummum  Beetelaes 
in  any  wise  what  soeever,  then  that  the  Merchants  should  del[i]ver  them  ready 
cured  the  first  sort  at  30  pa[gjos :  and  the  2d  sort  at  28-J  pagodB :  ^  corge  and  that 
the  abatement  of  20  ^c' :  on  25  and  30  :  pagod9  was  ne[v]er  demanded  of  them  nor

Immediately. 

Three  Pallenkeens  of  price  as  you  enorder  are  bespoke  and  as  soone  as  finished 
shall  be  sent  you  with  Bambooes  and  tossells  ye  Beds  and  Pinjarees  may  be  best 
made  wth:  you. 

Here  are  none  of  the  Lancasters  men  yett  come  hither  when  any  doe  wee  Shall 
recommend  to  them  your  promise  to  entertain  and  provide  for  them,  and  endeavour 
to  prevent  ym  and  endeavour  to  perswade  them  to  ye  ffort.  Our  last  informed  you 
the  great  want  of  assistance  in  writing  wee  stood  in  need  of  wch:  still  Continues 
through  the  indispo[si]tionof  Mr :  Harris  and  Mr :  Troughton  however  [A  few  words

Cloth  and  dungarees  is  made  but  in  one  ffi  of  ye  Country,  and  there  the  Pettipollee 
merchants  gives  ours  great  troble  notwithstanding  their  mony  was  not  given 
out  soe  soon  as  ours  by  3  month[s]  yett  they  will  have  aMoyetie  or  elce  put  deroy8 
upon  the  oxen  and  Runn  too  and  againe  to  petty  Govern os :  wth  :  falce  storys  and

Mr  Bdwd  :  Barwell  ecta  :  Councell  of  ye  agency  of  Ba[n]tam  residing  att  Batowia 
did  ye  27  :  of  June  Last  dispatch  thence  for  a  tradeing  voyage  amongst  those 
Island  [s]  the  China  Merchant  Jn":  Vetber  Command1'  :  and  the  [tywanj  Jn°  :  Beere 
Comand1'  :  designeing  alsoe  the  Oakelander  if  could  be  supply'd  wth  :  men  she 
haveing  in  her  voyage  from  England  lost  most  of  her  shipps  Compa  :  but  ye 
Northerly  Monsoone  being  now  Strong  Sett  in  and  she  nott  yett  arrived  we  give 
over  expecting  of  her  this  \_A  feiv  ivords  lost]. 

The  Chyna  Merchant  &  ye  Tywan  Anchored  in  this  harbour  Pr°  :  August,  the 
first  of  them  we  were  ordred  to  dispeed  to  you  with  ye  begining  of  ye  Northerly 
Monsoone  but  not  being  able  to  dispose  of  her  Cargo  nor  procure  goods  proper 
either  for  Europe  or  yor  markett  soe  erely  resolved  to  keepe  her  as  long  as  possibly 
could  without  indamgering  her  looseing  the  Compaa  :  of  ye  Europe  shipps  in  her1 
voyage  to  England  induced  thereto  by  the  dayley  reports  and  expectations  that  we 
had  of  ye  Merchants  comeing  downe  from  Canton  being  loth  to  send  her  away 
emty  but  to  or  :  great  sorrow  and  trouble  severall  Tarter  warr  boats,  has  laine 
amonghst  these  Islands  almoste  ever  since  or  arrivall  whereby  all  comerce  with  the 
Canton  Merchts  :  hath  bin  obstracted  and  although  by  presants  to  the  Manderins 
of  the  first  boats  that  came  downe  their  departure  was  procured,  yett  before  the 
Merchants  could  have  notice  thereof  and  being  downe  their  goods  another 
more  considerable  ffieete  arrived  who  notwithstanding  they  pretende  their 
Comission  extent  noe  farther  then  to  scoure  the  Coast  of  their  enimies  the  tiywans- 
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yett  prove  noe  less  prejudiciall  to  all  trade  then  the  former  noe  Merch"  : 
dareing  to  appeare  whilst  they  lye  here  to  whome  although  many  considerable 
presants  hath  bin  allsoe  made  for  to  obtaine  liberty  to  trade  yett  there  demands 
of  the  Merchts  :  for  to  grant  them  ^mission  to  trafique  wth  us  are  soe  unreason- 
able as  we  can  foresee  bat  small  likelyhood  of  a  speedy  agreement  wherefore 
considering  how  farr  the  Monsoone  is  spent  and  how  unoerfcaine  it  is  that  wee 
Shall  be  able  to  dispose  of  &  invest  this  shipp3  Cargo  to  that  advantage  as  may 
conntervaile  the  looseing  of  ye  Monsoone  we  resolved  as  in  our  oppinions  most  for 
the  intrest  of  or  :  Honoble  :  Masters  to  dispatch  her  with  yf  little  raw  Silke  Tutenago 
&  Gold  which  we  had  procured  and  [A  few  words  lost]  not  to  vend  here  and  hope  she 
will  not  faile  to  arrive  soe  tymely  with  you  as  to  have  the  Compa  :  of  the  Europe 
Shipps  home.  The  amount  of  her  Oorgo  as  ^r  Invoyce  is  Pagods  :  24616-1-0.  By 
discourse  with  the  merchants  that  privately  have  come  of  from  Maccoa  we  under- 
stand that  all  woollen  manufactures  are  this  year  a  dragg  in  Ohyna  occasioned  by 
the  great  quantities  therof  brought  hither  by  the  Chyneses  from  Syam  an  Tyvvan 
as  allsoe  by  the  Dutch  whoe  bring  the  last  yeare  turned  out  of  Hockchew  came 
with  their  shipps  to  these  Islands  for  to  dispose  of  the[i]r  Cargoes  of  whose  Shipps 
there  are  likewise  to  this  year  arrived  here  from  batavia  loaden  with  Pepper  Cloth 
sapan  and  lead  but  most  pepper  haveing  alsoe  a  considerable  quantity  of  treasure 
who  as  well  as  or  :  selves  have  not  yett  as  are  informed  bin  able  to  sell  or  buy  to 
any  great  vallue  the  Lead  that  yeilded  the  last  voyage  good  advantage  will  not 
now  off  on  any  termes. 

The  Honoble  :  Compa  :  desireing  to  have  introduced  Coholechester  Bayes  to  be 
a  commidity  in  Chyna  &  considering  that  there  was  a  constant  trade  from  Amoy 
to  Japan  &  Manheilos  at  that  such  goods  are  allwayes  a  staple  comidity  where 
Spaniards  reside  did  send  out  50  peces  therof  for  a  tryall  but  Amoy  being  now  in 
possession  of  ye  :  Tarters  and  noe  Vessells  voyageing  from  hence  to  [t]he  Manheilos 
this  yeare  we  are  destitute  of  meanes  to  dispose  thereof  such  sort  of  goods  not 
being  acceptable  to  these  people  yett  hope  that  the  frequent  trade  that  is  yearly 
from  ye  fort  thither  may  afford  you  some  meanes  for  to  put  them  of. 

The  unexpectable  trouble  the  Councell  laboure  under  att  batavia  by  the

-positively  to  order  us  to  consine  to  yor  Worsp  :  all  such  \A  few  words  lost]  sell 
before  the  departure  of  this  shipp  or  in  case  the  Kent  touched  here  then  to  send 
them  upon  her  to  ye  bay  which  of  the  two  they  supposed  to  be  ye  certainest 
place  for  ya  Sale  of  such  course  goods  [ajpprehending  noe  provability  of  being  able 
att  batavia  to  dispose  of  any  goods  that  might  happen  to  be  returned  yett  for  as 
much  as  the  Honoble  :  Compa:  hath  signifyed  to  us  their  earnest  desire  of  or  : 
vending  there  wooll  in  Manufactories  we  have  reserved  by  us  such  sorts  thereof  as 
are  most  proper  for  this  markett  and  Loaden  the  remainder  with  the  Lead  ecta  : 
upon  ye  Chyna  Merchant  in  as  much  as  ye  Kent  comes  not  hither  hopeing  that 
before  wee  goe  to  batavia  an  oppertunity  will  present  for  dispose  thereof  effectue- 
ing  of  which  our  utmost  diligence  and  endeavors  shall  not  be  wanting.

5  bales  mentioned  in  the  Invoyce  to  be  Perpetuanoes  for  to  prove  Cloth  Rashes  and 
feare  that  some  other  bayles  said  to  bee  Clo  :  Rashes  may  prove  to  be  Perpetuat- 
es' but  th«y  hapninge  to  be  stowed  att  ye  bottome  of  the  Shipp  before  the 
mistake  was  discoverd  and  this  shipp  being  ready  to  saile  we  had  not  tyme  to 
examine  into  it  wherefore  have  Invoyced  them  to  you  as  they  weare  to  us  dLejsireing 
you  would  please  to  give  order  when  said  goods  are  landed  that  an  Acco*  :  of  this 
mistake  be  takeing  and  that  attestations  thereof  be  remitted  to  batavia  that  what- 
soever errores  are  found  may  be  rectifyed.

Tywan  but  by  a  Letter  reed  from  the  Comp68  :  ffacto16  :  dated  the  12  September 
wee  are  informed  that  their  resolutions  are  to  detayne  her  att  Tywan  untill  arrivall 
of  the  Japan  Juncks  and  then  to  dispeed  her  thence  directly  to  batavia  haveing 
noe  goods  in  readyness  where  with  to  load  her. 

Our  endavors  :  for  to  procure  a  full  loading  for  this  shipp  not  haveinge  mett 
with  that  success  wee  desired  causes  us  earnestly  to  request  that  upon  arrivall  of

Wee  have  againe  acquainted  ye  Merchants  with  your  resolutions  of  not  sett- 
ling a  ffactory  here  unless  they  comply  with  the  fall  abatement  of  5  ^  Cent  for 
the  next  yeare  and  wee  have  againe  made  [repetition]  of  all  those  arguments 
formerlv  used  to  induce  them  there  unto,  what  farther  Motives  there  may  be  to 
bring  them  to  a  Compliance  wee  cannot  at  present  thinke  on.  If  your  Wofp  Etc* 
please  to  direct  us  herein  Wee  shall  endeavour  to  accomplish  your  Order  and  we 
are  heartily  sorry  that  you  cannot  say  yo"  are  satisfied  in  what  we  have  done 
hoping  yl  yo"  have  no  reason  to  be  displeased  with  our  endeavours  and  onely  cause- 
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to  blame  there  obstinacy,  They  have  now  [con]descende[d],  &as  in  ye  Consultation 
ye  20th  ;  November  ye  Coppy  of  which  was  dispatchd  to  you  the  25th ;  ditto  to  ye 
abatement  of  3  °f-  Cent  upon  all  the  goods  saile  cloth  excepted  and  upon  their  con- 
[sent]  to  ye  3  <$•  Cent  abatement  upon  ye  rest  of  ye  goods  wee  earnestly  pressd 
them  to  give  us  a  promise  in  writeing  to  make  abatement  of  5  *$•  Cent  and  all  ye 
other  goods  to  be  provided  ye  next  yeare  whereunto  they  would  b[y]  no  meams  con-

is  so  inconsiderable  that  it  will  not  admitt  of  any  to  be  taken  from  it.  To  Mr  Bulk- 
ley  Chergion  of  ye  Resolution  who  attended  him  8  or  10  dayes  &  nights  very 
carefully  &  administer'd  his  own  Medcines  wee  thought  fitt  ye  Honoble :  Compa :

You  clamour  agst :  him  for  neglect  of  such  buisness.  wch :  to  effect  was  utterly 
impossible  for  us. 

You.  rip  up  old,  &  impertinent  triffles,  to  swel  your  charge  (y* :  ye :  nomber 
of  11 :  Articles  may  look  big,  &  terrible)  whereas  they  have  long  since  been 
answered  by  him,  beyond  the  reply  of  envy  it  Selfe. 

You  blame  him  for  want  of  large  Investm*3 :  &  pretend  thereby  damage  to 
ye :  Honble :  Compa:  when  wth  :  all  yor :  arts,  S ub till  dealing  &  power,  you  have 
a  long  time  Striven,  &  still  continue  not  onely  to  disgrace  us  the  Factors,  but 
ruin  this  Factory  it  Selfe. 

You  charge  us  wth  :  Prophaness,  but  forgett  your  owne  gross  Hypocricyes. 
You    complayn  of  Mr    Hervey's  reviling    the    Cheife  of    Hugly,    but   you 
perticularize  not   wherein,  whilst  your  constant  discourse  of  him  is  with   Such 
blackness  &  malignity  of  actionable  words,  &  expressions  as  a  civill  Court  of 
Judicature  in  England,  would  &  Still  may  Severely  punish  you  for. 

And  as  if  you  were  wholly  lost  to  all  Christian  [Charity,]  good  manners  & 
modesty,  you  blot  yor :  paper  with  filthy  obscene  railing  about  whores  &ca  wch  you 
ground  you  say  on  the  assertion  of  some  Englishmen  (but  who  they  are  you  name 
not)  never  remembring  yor  r  owne  openly  scandalous,  &  unchast  lives. 

Al  wch  :  this  our  answer  Shall  fully  demonstrate  wth  :  this  premise,  that  tho  : 
it  be  directed  to  ye :  Cheife  &ca  of  Hugly,  we  nevertheless  doe  not  entitle  every 
distinct  person  thereof,  to  w' :  wee  say,  having  assurance  that  some  y'  :  signed 
y* :  Lfe  :  Aprill  8lh  :  1682  :  as  divers  others  before  it  were  induced  thereunto 
out  of  fear,  for  quietness  sake,  &  the  like,  neither  does  ye :  Cheife  here,  as  is  ye : 
practice  of  ye  Cheife  of  Hugly,  desire  of,  or  impose  on  any  man,  to  subscribe  to 
things  he  knowes  not,  or  is  not  concern'd  in,  wherefore  (as  to  this  yor :  charge) 
Mr :  Hervy  answears  for  himselfe,  &  ye :  2d  :  &  3d  :  for  themselves,  to  w*  :  each  is 
properly  oblidged  to,  &  no  farther,  except  to  some  perticuler  passages  to  wcb  :  they 
are  wittnesses  for  him. 
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But  certainly  Mr :  Vincent  nere  expected  thi8  accusation  should  come  to  be 
answeared  thus,  he  concluded  'twas  enough  he  said  it,  &  y* :  therefore  ifc  would 
be  taken  pro  confesso  else  on  our  request  in  our  Lre  of  Octobr :  16th :  1681  : 
wherein  wee  desired  a  Ooppy  of  Jn° :  Pow[n]setts  Examination,  &  ye :  Consultation 
thereof  (wch :  he  himselfe  was  neaver  yett  premitted  to  see)  we  should  have  had  it 
sent  us,  (Mr :  Hervy  then  hoping  to  make  his  reply  to  w4 :  might  concern  him, 
hearing  of  something  hatching  agst :  him)  but  in  Stead  of  such  faire  dealyng  you:. 
answer  in  yo"  :  of  Novemb1' :  7th  :  1681.  Mr :  Hervy  wee  suppose  ere  long  may  be 
called  [downe  to  answear  .  .  .  ]  have  understood  from  Jn° :  Pownsett  when 
herewth  :  Sev11:  other  things,  &  then  he  may  see  all  as  they  lye  (wch  last  word  is 
very  Significant,  i.e.,  noteable,  the  whole  charge  being  very  barren  of  truth)  so  yl : 
it  appears  Mr :  Vincent  did  conclude  his  great  power  wth  :  the  late  Agent  (how 
grounded  all  men  notoriously  guess)  had  like  the  Load  stone  a  derivative  quality 
thro  him  to  touch  ye :  present,  but  God  be  praysed  a  rich  man  is  sometimes 
baffled  in  his  unjust  &  foolish  expectations,  &  ye  :  present  Agent  &ca  :  have 
exprest  more  equity,  &  good  conscience,  yn  :  to  suffer  our  implacable  Enemies,  & 
accusors  to  be  our  Judges  ;  but  to  proceed  to  ye :  matter. 

Article  Primo. 

You  begin  thus, 

"  That  in  the  year  16f-§-  when  he  was  dispatched  with  orders  and  Instructions 

"  for  presenting  of  Nabob  Shahesteh  Cawn,  at  his  last  return  from  Dilly  to  Dacca 

"ye:  primo  March  he  delayed  his  departure  from  Hughly,    tho    severall    times 

"  urged  by  the  Cheife  to  be  gone,  till  ye :  18th  :  day  of  D° :  M°  :  of  March. 

Answer. 

Mr:  He[r]vy's  orders  were  dated  pm0 :  march  he  grants  and  [  .  .  .  | 
were  him  till  some  dayes  after,  and  then  were  severall  times  remanded  back  by 
Mr :  Vincent,  one  day  to  interline  a  clause,  wch  he  did  wtu  :  his  owne  hand  (the 
orders  being  writt  by  another)  another  day  to  add  a  postscript  signed  Matts : 
Vincent,  Geo  :  Peacock,  Jn°  :  Thomas,  another  time  to  add  a  2d  :  postscript  Signed 
M  :  V  G  :  P  :  J  :  T  :  another  time  to  add  a  3*  :  postscript  signed  M  :  V  :  &  another 
time  to  add  a  4th :  post[s]cript  signed  M  :  V  :  as  the  papers  before  us  now  demons- 
trate and  all  these  additions  &  alterations  hapned  by  reason  of  casual  discourse- 
from  day  to  day  between  Mr :  Vincent  and  Mr :  Hervey,  after  ye  orders  were 
first  given  him,  [A  few  words  lost]  it  was  well  known  both  to  Mr :  Vincent  Mr : 
Charnock  &  divers  others,  y*  Mr :  Hervy  was  Sick  then,  and  under  a  course  of 
Physick,  y' :  ye :  weather  was  extreamly  unseasonable,  and  divers  dayes  unfitt  for 
travaile,  y*:  one  of  the  boats  proved  leaky,  &  was  faine  to  be  mended,  y*  one 
of  ye  :  Dandyes  dyed  Suddainly,  some  fell  Sick  &  others  run  away  from  their 
charge,  nor  [did]  the  Cheife  of  Hugly  ever  urge  him  as  you  affirm  to  bee  gone, 
knowing  these  accidents  &  making  it  indifferent  then,  whither  he  went  10  :  days 
sooner  or  later. 

Article  2D : 

That  after  this  he  triffled  away  the  time  between  this  place  &  Miradpore  ("a 
place  in  y6 :  way  to  Dacca,  wch:  he  was  enorderd  to  touch  at  &  take  2  :  Persian 
horses  wch  :  were  to  be  sent  him  from  Cassumbazar  to  present  ye :  Nabob  withall, 
&  Rupees  10000  :  for  acc°  :  of  ye :  Hon61" :  Comp" :)  he  not  getting  thither  till  ye : 
29th  :  March  wch  :  was  11  :  days,  whereas  ye :  Cheife  departing  hence  21  :  dayes 
after  him,  ye :  weather  being  hotter,  less  water  in  the  river,  &  in  as  great  a  Compa : 
going  to  Settle  a  new  Factory  at  Malda  got  to  ye :  same  place  in  5  days. 

Answer. 

A  credulous  man  y* :  is  not  acquainted  wth  :  your  manner  of  writing  would 
from  this  beleive  that  Mr :  Hervy  was  ordered  to  touch  at  Miradpore,  but  tis 
perfectly  false,  he  never  was  orderd  to  touch  or  Stay  there,  nor  is  y'  :  place  so 
much  as  named  in  his  orders,  wch  wee  all  affirm,  having  divers  times  read  over  ye 
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same,  nevertheless  he  did  goe  to  Miradpore,  and  reached  it  in  9  days  (not  11  :  as 
you  say)  for  tho  he  left  Hugly  Factory  18  March  at  night,  yet  he  proceeded  not 
on  his  way  till  the  next  morning,  and  gott  to  Miradpore  ye :  27th  :  (not  ye :  29th  : 
as  you  affirm)  &  the  reason  was  because  he  went  3  :  or  4  :  easy  dayes  Journy  in 
expectation  of  Jn°  :  Price  Vacqueil  who  was  left  behind,  &  wth  :  out  whome  ye  : 
Presents  were  not  to  be  given  ye  :  Nabob,  &  all  y*  :  have  travailed  by  water  'twixt 
Hugly  &  Dacca,  know  y*  :  laden  Oolaacks  generally  make  it  14  days,  & 
Miradpore  is  ye  :  better  part  of  ye  :  way,  because  to  y*  :  place  they  goe  agst  :  ye  : 
stream,  but  onwards  thence  they  are  carryed  wth  :  a  mighty  current,  the  River 
being  a  considerable  arme  of  ye  :  Ganges,  &  if  ye :  Cheife  of  Hugly  did  gett  thither 
in  five  days,  it  may  be  because  he  was  not  oblidged  to  stay  for  laden  boats,  but 
went  in  a  nimble  Bugera  wth  :  24  :  Oars,  &  possibly  y6 :  weather  being  hotter, 
travailed  in  ye  :  night  too,  but  if  not,  yet  the  atcheivement  is  no  mighty  one,  ye : 
Honble  :  Compa  :  got  no  more  by  these  5  :  days  then  they  lost  by  those  9  :  so  wee 
presume  y*  :  matter  is  not  much. 

Article  3°  : 

That  when  ye  :  said  Hervy  was  gotten  to  Miradpore  he  did  not  stay  for  ye  : 
honble  :  Compas  :  Persian  horses,  or  treasure  as  enorderd  but  proceeded  to  Dacca 
without  them,  pretending  in  a  gfall  sent  after  from  Dacca,  y°  :  17th  :  Aprill  that 
year,  and  recd  :  here  ye  :  fine  of  said  M°  :  that  his  casual  falling  out  wth  :  a 
Zimmendar  or  Farmer  of  ye  :  Countrey  thereabout  to  have  been  the  cause  of  hia 
so  hasty  leaving  y*  :  place,  wch  :  ye  :  Cheife  coming  to  ye  :  same  place  some  1.2 
dayes  after  found  to  be  no  Such  thing,  as  had  it  been  true  it  had  been  a  very 
f[r]ivolous  Excuse. 

Answer. 

This  is  also  after  the  old  Style  at  randome,  for  when  Mr  :  Hervy  was  gott  to 
Miradpore  he  did  Stay  for  ye  :  honbIe  :  Compas  :  Persian  horses,  &  treasure  (&  ye 
28th  :  being  the  Lords  day)  wrote  early  9th  :  to  Mr  :  Littleton  Cheife  &ca  :  at 
Cassambazar,  to  send  ye  :  same  forwards  to  him,  &  if  ye  :  horses  &  money  were  to 
be  sent  Mr:  Her vey  from  Cassambazar  to  Miradpore  as  Mr:  Littleton  &  Mr:  Nedham 
(who  signe  this  yor  :  Lre  of  Aprill  8th  :  1682  wth  :  ye  :  rest)  affirme  now  in  ye  2d  : 
Article  of  yor  :  charge  why  did  they  refuse  to  send  ye  :  same  by  their  Lfe  of  March 
31th  :  1680  :  alledging  then  they  had  no  orders  so  to  doe,  &  if  Mr  :  Hervey  as  you 
no [w]  say  was  orderd  to  stay  at  Miradpore  for  ye :  horses,  &  mony,  and  Mr: 
Littleton  &  Needham  did  then  advise  they  had  no  orders  to  send  them,  it  follows  Mr : 
Hervys  fault  was  that  he  did  not  stay  at  Miradpore  till  Littleton  &ca  :  had  wrote 
to,  &  recd  :  orders  from  Hugly,  wch  :  is  ridiculous  pray  please  to  peruse  those 
said  Letters  of  29th  :  &  31th  :  March  1680  :  and  you  will  see  how  shamefully  they  seepa^ 
and  the  Articles  contradict  one  another,  that  Mr  :  Hervy  did  not  Stay  just  at  N°:i: 
Miradpore  but  a  place  near  it,  was  because  of  a  quarrell  y'  :  hapned  'twixt  some 
of  his  dandyes  &  ye  :  Zimindars  Peons,  wch  :  he  advised  you  at  large  Aprill  seepa^ 
17th  :  following  from  Dacca,  nor  can  ye  :  Cheife  of  Hugly  weaken  this  Assertion,  N° :  a« 
tho  he  says  he  came  to  the  same  place  12  :  days  after  &  found  no  Such  thing,  does 
he  mean  he  did  not  find  the  men  fighting  12  :  days  after,  or  y*  :  he  found  no  marks 
of  blood,  or  Slaughf  :  nor  heard  Sound  of  blowes,  nor  noise  of  cryes,  and  clamors, 
all  these  he  might  have  missed  12  :  days  after,  tho  armies  of  50000  :  men  had  been 
engaged,  or  does  he  thinck^he  can  thus  prove  a  Negative  if  the  Cheife  here  Should 
argue  thus,  assuredly  he  would  call  him  clod  Pate,  but  if  this  be  true  as  certainly 
it  is,  &  many  Servants  now  in  this  ffactory  do  with  it  before  us  all,  it  was  no 
frivilous  excuse  but  of  necessity  to  leave  that  place  for  another  not  far  off  it,  for 
he  that  Shall  know  his  Servants  in  fault  having  allmost  murdered  one  of  ye  : 
Governm*  :  Peons,  &  Shall  not  endeavour  to  avoyd  (by  passing  Away)  the  fury  of 
ye  :  mad  multitude  in  Such  a  distemper  having  a  considerable  charge  of  y"  : 
Honble :  Compa  :  as  Mr :  Hervy  had,  is  so  far  from  discretion  as  he  scarsely  deserves 
to  be  intrusted  or  employed,  and  if  any  mischeife  had  hapned  at  y*  :  time  by 
Mr:  Hervy's  Stay  at  Miradpore,  you  yor :  Selves  would  have  been  ye  =  accusors  of 
19 
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him,  therefore  if  now  you  thinck  such,  triffles  as  these  are  a  charge  agst:  him,  you 
would  certainly  then  have  demanded  Satisfaction  for  the  honbie :  Compas ;  damage, 
&  forthwith  dismissed  him  his  employm* : 

But  wee  remember  very  well  you  did  then  enflame  this  matter  exceedingly  to 
ye :  late  Agent  Master,  who  as  you  had  desired,  threatned  Mr :  Horvy  wth  :  Sus- 
pention,  yet  he  required  his  defence  and  it  was  sent  you  as  appears  by  our  Lres  & 
Dyary  Novbr  "•  3d  :  1680  :  and  to  ye  =  day  of  your  revivall  of  this  old  Story  wee  have 
not  heard  a  word  more  thereof,  nevertheless  because  y* :  defence  is  at  large  an 
answer  to  these  3  :  Articles  wee  desire  you  to  send  it  forward  to  ye :  Agency,  if 
you  have  not  done  it  formerly,  if  you  have  it  will  doubtlessly  be  found  amongst 
ye :  pa^s  or  Registers  at  ye :  Port. 

A  rtioxe  4th  : 

That  notwithstanding  the  said  Hervy  was  enordered  ye :  10th  :  July  1680  :  to 
get  out  Severall  Phirwannas  under  ye  =  Seals  of  Nabob  Shaesteh  Cawne  &  ye  : 
Kings  Duan  Hogge  Soffee  Cawn,  conformable  to  ye :  new  Phyrmand  granted  lately 
to  ye :  honble  :  Oompa :  by  ye :  King  and  frequently  afterwards  from  time  to  time 
urged  to  hasten  them  he  being  furnished  wth :  all  things  necessary  for  effecting  the 
same,  yet  he  Still  delayed,  or  did  not  [a  word  lost]  it  as  he  ought  by  wch;  means 
ye :  hugiy  [piscash  of  rups  .  .  .  ]  was  paid  y* :  year,  &  tho  at  least  wee  found  y* 
two  of  the  Kings  Duans  Phirwannaes  were  dated  ye :  2d-  &  8th  :  Octobr :  1 680  :  and 
the  Nabobs  gen11 :  Phirwanna  was  dated  17th  :  January  following  yet  he  the  said 
Hervy,  did  not  send  them  hither  till  31st :  May  1681  &  they  came  not  to  [hand] 
untill  ye :  J  4  :  June  following. 


Hitherto  you  have  seemed  to  rally  onely,  whilst  you  bring  back  from  Oblivion, 
old  insignificant,  but  yet  answered  Storyes,  &  passagees,  in  this  Article  you  thinck 
you  set  upon  us  sorely,  and  wth :  ye  :  noisy  Artillery  of  big,  &  sounding  words,  as 
King,  Phyrmaund,  Nabobs  Kings  Duan,  Phyrwanna,  Rups :  3000  :  &ca:  you  would 
endeavour  to  perswade  a  beleife,  wee  must  infallibly  fall  at  this  battery,  this  looks 
at  first  dash  to  a  fresh  man  as  unanswerable,  but  when  wee  shall  have  unmasked 
the  matter,  it  will  shew  very  weak  and  thin,  &  in  ye :  intention  of  it,  has  as  little 
of  truth  as  any  that  preceeded  it,  our  buisness  is  onely  to  epitomize,  as  concisely 
as  we  can  all  generall  Lres,  &  Dyaries  relateing  thereto,  &  then  what  wee  Seek 
for,  but  you  endeavour  to  disguise  &  conceal  Viz*  the  whole  truth  will  appear 
thus. 

In  yor8 :  of  ye :  2d :  July  1630:  you  advise  "the  Kings  Phyrmaund  is 
*'  obtained,  &  on  ye :  way  pray  take  advise  there,  &  write  whither  it  will  be 
"  necessary  or  no  for  our  Masters  advantage  y4 :  wee  send  it  to  you,  and  whether 
"  wee  Shall  if  at  all,  send  the  originall  copy  attested  by  the  Corree  aloft,  of  this 
"faile  not  to  advise  throughly. 

This  Lfe  came  to  us  ye :  10th  :  July  &  was  answered  ye :  12th  :  D° :  1680  :  by 
us  in  these  words  "  ye :  Phyrmaund  as  wee  apprehend  and  are  advised,  ought  of 
"  necessity  to  be  sent  hither  to  be  shewed  ye :  Suba,  Duan  [a  word  lost]  Corree, 
"  Wacka  Nevis  &ca :  &  divers  authenticated  coppies  thereof  are  to  be  delivered 
"  severall  Duftors,  but  pray  let  it  come  by  boat,  &  wtb :  extraordinary  caution  for 
"fear  of  miscarrying,  July  10th :  1630  :  you  sent  us  coppies  of  the  Phyrmaund 
&ca:  (wch  :  we  recd  ;  17th:  d0:)  but  no  originall,  A  ugst :  216t :  1680,  you  sent  us 
ye :  originall  &  it  arrived  here  3d  :  Septbr :  1680,  the  Kings  Duan  being  an  old  & 
very  infirm  man,  did  not  appear  ofteu  publickly,  as  is  ye :  Custome  of  such  great 
Officers  to  doe,  wherefore  tho  wee  constantly  endeavoured  it  wee  could  not  gett  an 
opertunity  to  see  him  till  ya :  9th :  7br :  1680  but  then  wee  did  &  presented  him 
with  our  Phyrmaund  &ca :  papers,  all  wch  :  he  read  deliberately  &  orderd  coppies 
to  be  taken  thereof,  for  his  further  perusall  &  Satisfaction,  &  then  he  promised  to 
grant  his  Phyrwannaes  thereon,  our  Vacqueils  from  this  time  forwards  attending 
ye :  Duans  Durbarr  for  ye :  promised  Phyrwannaes,  brought  us  word  Sepbr :  14th : 
1680  :  that  the  Mutsuddyes  unless  we  gratifyed  would  not  write  us  a  perticular 
Phyrwanna  for  discharge  of  ye :  Rup3 :  3000  :   yearly  piscash,  but  onely  a  Short 
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one  relating  to  the  Phyrmaund,  ye :  13:  7br:  1680:  you  writt  us  you  are 
come  to  an  agreem* :  wth :  ye :  Govr :  of  Hugly  about  ye :  paym' :  of  ye :  yearly 
piscash,  &  have  engaged  for  an  answear  in  15  days,  but  ere  y4 :  yor:  Lfe  came  to 
us  'twas  the  27th  :  day  of  ye  :  M° :  so  that  14  :  of  ye :  15  :  days  were  gone  at  our 
first  Sight  of  y* :  Lfe,  by  this  'tis  manifest  y* :  both  for  ye :  agreem' :  &  paym* :  of 
ye :  Rup8 :  3000  :  also  wee  are  cleer. 

But  upon  a  nearer  enquiry  into  this  matter  'tis  apparent  you  had  a  desire  to 
pay  ye :  same,  for  first,  w* :  need  had  you  to  come  to  an  agreem* :  of  15  days,  when 
you  could  Shew  him  ye :  Phyrmaund  &ca :  papers,  whereby  the  King  released  us 
thereof,  it  was  ye :  Govrs :  buisness  to  write  to  ye :  Duan  hereab'8 :  &  not  yors :  to 
agree  for  15  :  days  when  you  tooke  care  also  yor  Lres  should  be  14  days  in 
coming  to  us. 

Secondly  ye :  paym* :  of  ye :  Piscash  [used  in  Ml :  Clavells  time]  to  be  in 
Novemb1' :  &  Decembr :  and  rarely  so  soon  as  [October]  this  wee  can  prove  by 
gen11 :  papers  now  by  us,  &  wee  beleive  old  Cash  books  will  doe  the  like,  what 
necessity  was  [there]  you  Should  be  so  hasty  to  pay  it,  in  Septbr :  by  agreement 
too,  &  when  you  and  ye :  Gov1' :  also  saw  the  Phyrmaund  released  it. 

Thirdly  ye:  Gov1':  you  grant  in  said  Letter  of  lSSeptem*"':  1680:  wrote  to 
ye :  Duan  ab* :  it,  &  in  yor :  favour  likewise,  certainly  he  will  Stay  for  an  answer 
ere  he  demands  ye :  mony,  w*  :  need  now  for  ye :  15  :  days  agreem* : 

Fourthly  it  appears  further  by  our  Consultation  of  28th :  7br :  1680  :  y* :  our 
Vacqueil  had  oblidged  the  Mutsuddyes  to  delay  an  answer  to  ye :  Govls :  said  Lfe : 
till  our  Phyrwanna  was  granted  and  passed  ye :  Chaap. 

Fifthly  tho  you  made  this  unnecessary  agreement  to  pay  ye :  Rup8 :  3000  :  in 
15  :  days,  and  tooke  care  as  wee  have  proved  yc :  14  :  of  them  should  be  spent  ere 
wee  had  notice  thereof,  it's  evident  by  yor :  Said  Lfe  of  13  :  7br :  1680  :  you  were 
not  desirous  that  limitt  should  be  observed  by  us,  for  yor  :  words  are  "  wherefore 
would  desire  y*  :  you  hasten  it,  so  y* :  it  may  not  be  delayed  much  beyond  y* : 
limitt,''  here  your  Selves  Streatch,  &  bread  yo1' :  owne  limitt  &  not  wee,  and  'tis 
well  worth  the  Agent  &  Councells  enquiry  whether  or  no  yo11 :  make  these  Rup8 : 
3000  :  or  any  part  of  them  paid  out  of  Cash,  wth  in  or  before  ye :  M° :  of  Septembr : 
1680  :  if  you  doe  it's  undeniably  certain  you  are  desirous  to  pay  the  same,  &  not 
forc't  to  it  as  you  pretend,  for  if  you  :  agree  to  pay  that  money  in  15  :  days,  & 
pay  it  accordingly  or  before,  and  yet  give  us  leave  to  exceed  ye ;  limitt  in  procure- 
ing  a  Phyrwanna  wcb  :  will  certainly  excuse  it,  you  consent  to  it's  payment  &  wee 
are  not  in  any  fault  therefore,  besides  Mr :  Hervy  well  knows  Mr  [Vincent] 
had  a  great  deal  of  trouble  about  his  perticular  buisness  from  ye :  Govr :  Ally 
Nucky  by  name,  and  if  he  could  find  ways  to  mannage  his  concerns  wth :  ye : 
honble :  Compas :  Cash,  he  would  certainly  not  omitt  Such  an  oppertnnity,  wee 
cannot  tell  neither  whether  Mr :  Vincent  may  not  fear  the  honble :  Compa  :  will 
question  &  Enquire  into  the  reason  of  ye :  paym'  of  y* :  Rup8  3000  :  therefore 
he  endeavours  to  lay  it  upon  us  now. 

But  looking  a  little  further  into  yor :  owne  Lfes  wee  perceive  an  irrecon- 
cileable  difference  &  contradiction  about  paym* :  of  this  Piscash.  In  yo"  :  of 
13th:  of  7br :  1680:  You  say  "Wee  have  engaged  for  an  ansr:  in  15  days,  & 
therefore  desire  you  would  not  delay  much  beyond  y* :  limitt,  &  yet  in  yors : 
24th  :  7br :  1680  :  you  Say  you  had  paid  it,  where  are  yor :  15  :  days  now,  its 
not  likely  both  these  Lfes  can  be  true,  either  you  did  not  agree  for  15  :  days 
as  in  yo1' :  of  13th  :  or  else  you  did  not  pay  the  money  as  in  yors :  24th  :  let  any 
reasonable  man  jud  [lacuna  in  the  original],  that  the  Kings  Duans  Phirwannas  were 
dated  ye :  2d :  Octobr  &  8th:  Octob1' :  1680:  &  ye:  Nabobs  Phyrwanna  y6 :  17: 
Janry  :  following,  &  yet  not  sent  till  May  318t  :  1681  :  nor  recd  :  till  June  following 
is  a  matter  of  no  import,  but  if  it  were,  it  could  not  be  avoyded  for  these  reasons. 

All  persons  versed  in  Durbar  matters,  know  it  is  very  usuall  for  ye  Mutsud- 
dyes to  antedate  papers,  besides  allowance  is  always  made  after  writing  for 
Chaaping,  &  after  chaaping  for  registring,  for  the  greedy  Mutsuddyes  delivering 
Phyrwaunaes,  &  these  gradations  ever  more  Succeed  on  the  other,  as  this  Duan 
day  a  paper  is  wrote,  the  next  Duan  day  tis  chaaped,  some  days  after  'tis  regis- 
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tred  &ca :  &  faster  then  this  its  almost  impossible  to  proceed,  because  of  Custome 
herein,  wch :  to  these  people  is  the  Strongest  Law  &  argument  of  the  Countrey, 
Let  the  Phyrwannas  be  dated  when  they  will,  wee  mind  not  that,  but  onely  the 
time  how  soon  wee  can  [gett]  them  finished,  into  our  possession,  one  Phyrwanna 
[wee]  reca  :  12th :  Octobr :  16d0  the  other  ye  :  25th  :  and  of  both  Coppies  chaaped 
by  ye :  Corree  wee  sent  you,  26  :  ditto,  so  that  yor :  buisness  was  done  to  a  day 
by  us,  having  coppies  authentick,  you  have  no  stop  whatever  from  the  Mutsuddyes 
of  Hugly,  nor  could  you  in  this  case  abouve  any  othe[r],  because  wee  Shewed 
the  Originalls  to  Cojee  Innaitoola  at  Dacca,  and  then  proceeding  Govern1":  of 
Hugly,  &  also  gave  him  ooppy  thereof  &  farther  at  his  departure,  the  Ray  recom- 
mended us  &  our  buisness  to  his  [lacuna  in  the  origl~\  by  our  Dyary  of  Octobr : 
12th  :  &  Lfe  of  26th  :  D°  :  1680  :  that  the  Originalls  were  kept  was  of  necessity,  till 
they  had  been  Shew'd  ye :  Ray,  and  Nabob,  in  order  to  procure  his  Phyrwanna, 
wch  :  was  to  be  grounded,  on  ye :  Duans,  &  all  this  appears  by  our  Dyary  &  Lfe 
wrote  in  October  16S0  :  by  what  preceeds  you  see  within  the  M°  :  of  8br ;  wee 
sent  you  2  :  Phyrwannaes,  one  releasing  costome,  the  other  the  yearly  Piscash  of 
Eup8 :  3000  :  and  in  the  letter  of  9br :  16th  :  1680  you  [  owne  ]  they  both  came 
to  yor :  hands  ye  :  4th :  of  ye :  m° :,  this  is  a  further  confirmation  of  w* :  before 
hinted,  that  had  you  Stay'd  till  the  usuall  time  of  paym* :  of  ye :  Piscash  you  had 
been  released  it,  by  a  Phyrwanna  on  ye :  Govern1" :  who  for  that  reason  could  not 
have  demanded  it,  but  comparing  some  other  Passages  of  ye :  Said  16  :  Novembr : 
1680  :  wth  :  yor :  formers  of  13th  :  &  24th  :  7br  :  and  this  your  Article,  ag8* :  us,  there 
is  another  considerable  contradiction,  manifest,  and  that  is  this. 

Your  4th :  Article  (wcb  :  is  that  wee  are  now  [answering]  says  plainly)  "  that  by 
"our  delay  of  the  Phyrwanna  the  Hugly  Piscash  of  Rups :  3000  :  was  paid  that 
"  year  in  yo" :  13th  :  7br :  1680  :  you  say  "  ye :  time  of  paying  the  yearly  Piscash 
"  in  Hugly  is  come,  and  the  Gov1" :  has  been  very  troublesome  for  it,  so  that  you 
"  have  been  forc't  to  come  to  a  certain  agreem*  :  with  him  therein,  he  has  written 
"  to  ye :  Duan  for  orders  w* :  to  doe  in  this  concern,  whither  to  take  the  said  Present 
"  this  year,  or  whither  according  to-ye :  Kiugs  Phyrmaund  [he]  Shall  forbear,  and 
"you  have  engaged  for  an  answer  in  15  days."  here  'tis  evident,  you  say  you  are 
come  to  an  agreem*':  of  15  days,  forced  thereto  by  ye :  Govern1":  troubling  you, 
not  our  negligence  or  delay,  for  'twas  impossible  to  alleadge  y*:  ye :  13  :  7br :  when 
wee  had  not  been  able  to  Speake  to  ye :  Duan  ab* :  our  buisness  till  the  9th  :  ditto 
4 :  dayes  before  ye  ;  date  of  yor :  said  Letters,  in  yors :  of  the  24th :  ditto  7bl" :  1680  : 
you  say  "  the  yearly  exacted  Present  you  have  been  forced  to  pay  the  Govern1": 
"  being  by  no  means  perswadeable  to  forbear  it  &ca  :  "  by  the  way  yor:  certain 
agreem* :  as  you  call  it,  proves  a  very  uncertain  one,  that  is,  no  agreem* :  at  all, 
for  if  you  engage  him  to  Stay  for  an  answer  15  ;  days  and  he  will  have  the  money 
in  11:  where  is  yor :  certaine  agreem* :  but  the  Cheife  thing  to  be  noted  is,  that 
hitherto  you  write  of  nothing  but  rups :  3000  :  &  ye :  yearly  present,  and  noe  man 
from  y* :  yor  Article,  or  either  of  those  yor :  Lfes,  can  imagine  any  thing  less  is 
meant,  or  intended,  &  in  yors :  of  9br :  16th  :  1680 :  "  you  hope  wee  have  done 
"  something  effectually  about  ye :  retreiving  of  ye :  Rup8 :  1500  :  lately  paid,  "  If 
Rup8 :  3,000  :  were  paid  why  Should  not  Rups :  3000  :  be  sought  to  be  retreived, 
or  if  Mr  Hervy  according  to  yor  Article  be  the  occasion  of  ye :  payment  of  R8 
3000:  in  Septemb1' :  1680  :  it's  Strange  you  Should  never  tell  him  Gr  the  Agent, 
and  Compa  .  one  Sillable  thereof  till  Aprill  1682:  in  all  this  time  he  might  have 
gone  home,  and  have  concluded  with  ye  Honble:  Compa  who  then  would  have  paid 
those  Rups.  3000  :  or  if  he  was  in  fault  hereabouts,  how  comes  it  you  gave  him 
orders  to  retreive  it,  or  doe  you  mean  he  ought  to  pay  but  halfe,  &  you  yor 
Selves  would  pay  the  other  halfe,  because  of  yor :  certain  uncertain  agreement,  all 
those  things  argues  abundance  of  kindness  to  Mr :  Hervy,  and  more  then  either  you 
are  used  to,  or  he  can  expect,  considering  how  faulty  he  was  in  letting 
Rup8 :  3000  :  be  paid  thro  negligence,  or  did  you  imagine  the  retreiving  ye  whole 
was  impossible,  and  therefore  you  would  order  but  halfe  to  be  attempted,  or  did 
you  then  conclude  if  Rups :  1500 :  were  retreived  they  should  be  on  yor :  owne 
acco* :  and  Mr :  Hervy  Should  &  ought  to   pay   the  other  Rs :   J  500  :   this  was  a 
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'little  unkind  on  ye :  other  side,  but  if  Mr :  Hervy  mistakes  not  very  much.,  Rup3 : 
1500  of  this  money  were  paid  in  March  1 6^  :  and  so  it  will  be  found  in  yor  : 
acco* :  Cash  it  may  be,  upon  the  whole  it  appears  yor :  Article  agst :  him  is  utterly 
invalid,  and  yor :  Selves   are  really   A  ccomptable  for  ye ;  payment  of  these   B.s- : 

3000: 

Now  to  return  where  wee  were  before  ye :  16  :  9br  :  put  us  out  of  ye :  way,  we 
told  you  wee  kept  ye :  Duans  Originall  Phyrwannaes  by  them  to  procure  ye  : 
Nabobs,  as  ye :  Ray  had  promised  us,  for  wch :  pray  See  our  Dyary  July  24th  :  1680  : 
now  wee  are  to  tell  you  :  why  the  Nabobs  were  so  long  in  procuring,  By  our  Dyary 
-the  25th  :  &  27th  :  8  br :  1680  :  tis  noted  y*  ye :  Nabob  having  seen  ye  ■  Duans  Phyr- 
wanna,  &ca  :  and  thereupon  promised  his  the  Cheife  here  going  to  return  ye .-  Ray 
&  Nabob  thanks  for  this  favour,  was  importuned  by  them  for  Brass,  &  Iron  Guns 
woh  the  Nabob  was  desirous  to  buy,  and.  it  is  manifest  by  the  Sequel,  that  had  he 
been  gratified  therein,  in  all  likelyhood,  we  should  have  had  no  such  de[l]ayes, 
ab*  :  this  Phy[r]wanna  as  we  had,  but  tho  this  Dyary  was  soon  after 
Sent  You  to  Hugly,  and  wee  further  advised  you  in  ours  of  ye :  3d  :  &  25  ■  9br :  1 680 
how  importunate  ye :  Nabobs  people  were  for  them,  yet  you  refused  to  send  them, 
unless  you  could  be  certain,  first  w* :  they  should  be  Sold  for,  as  by  yor:  Lfe  of 
Pebry  :  24th  :  168a  :  altho  you  had  before  in  yors :  of  ye :  16th  :  9br :  160  ■  Said  ye : 
Nabob  might  have  w*  =  he  pleased  of  them,  and  promised  possitively  to  send 
them  in  yors :  4th :  Decembr :  1680  :  our  Vacqueil  then  still  making  w* :  excuses  he 
could,  seeing  no  Guns  came,  the  Nabobs  humour  and  fancy  for  the  same  began  at 
last  to  cease,  but  yet  the  Ray  put  off,  wth  delays  ab*  the  Phyrwanna  by  ouf 
Consultation  of  January  12th:  168f  :  wee  found  by  pressing  y9 :  matter  to  our 
Vacqueil  that  a  present  of  rarities  was  expected,  for  reasons  there  expressed, 
whereupon  wee  forthwith  made  ready  ye :  Same,  and  carryed  it  to  ye :  Nabob,  who 
was  extreamly  well  pleased  therewith,  and  the  25th :  of  Said  M°  :  of  January  our 
Phyrmaund  was  chaaped,  but  the  Nabob  would  not  deliver  it  to  ye :  Vacqueil, 
ordering  the  Cheife  himselfe  to  come  for  it,  wch  :  he  did  February  3d  :  following, 
there  remains  onely  now  to  shew  why  the  Nabob's  Phyrwanna  was  kept  till  May 
31st:  1681. 

The  Duans  Phyrwanna  for  ye :  release  of  yB :  Rupees  3000  ;  being  directed 
onely  to  the  then  Govr :  Cojee  Innaittoola,  you  desired  9bl  :  16:  1680  that  a 
more  valid  Genr":  one  Should  be  sought  after  reaching  all  Govern18 :  in  answer  to 
wch :  Lfe  [25  :]  9br :  1680  wee  wrote  you  that  wee  Should  endeavour  to  procure 
Such  an  one,  tho  the  Duan  had  refused  it,  when  wee  first  attempted  it,  for  wch  j 
reason  wee  were  forced  to  take  w* :  wee  could  gett,  at  the  Same  time  also  wee 
advised  y* :  the  Duan  was  very  Sickly  Sate  not  out  publicquely,  &  therefore  buis- 
ness  went  Slowly  on,  much  time  elapsing,  and  many  fruitless  visitts  being  made 
by  our  Vacqueils  to  ye :  Duans  Durbar,  he  being  not  seen  on  dayes  proper  for 
buisness,  &  they  having  little  hopes  from  his  Mutsuddyes,  to  procure  Such  a 
Phyrmaund,  as  the  Cheife  of  Hugly  expected,  in  reguard  he  had  once  denyed 
ye :  same  it  was  then  suggested  by  the  Cheife  here,  that  possibly  continuall 
importunities  for  ye :  same,  and  also  Shewing  ye :  Nabob's  gen11 :  Phyrwanna  to 
the  Duan  might  at  last  induce  him  to  the  like  wherefore  ye;  Vacqueil  was 
instructed,  &  orderd  accordingly,  the  Nabob's  last  Phyrwanna  being  detained  for 
this  intent,  but  as  y8 :  Duans  Sickness  or  discontent  was  one  hindrance,  ao  now 
thro  :  the  exceeding  unhealthyness  of  the  Season,  we  fell  all  very  the  Vacqueil  com- 
plained often  and  the  Cheife  here  4th  :  Aprill  1681  :  by  a  long  and  languishing  fitt 
of  Sickness  being  made  wholly  incapable  of  attending  any  buisness  comitted  the 
mannagem't  of  ye :  honble :  Compas :  Affairs  to  ye  :  [2d]  in  Consultation,  the  21st : 
May  1681 :  it  having  pleased  God  to  restore  him  some  small  measure  of  health  he 
ao-ain  began  to  attend  the  genr11:  buisness,  &  ye :  23d  :  ditto  we  understood  also 
that  the  Duan  was  somew* .  better,  wherefore  the  Vacqueil  constantly  solliciting 
ye :  Durbar  as  the  Cheife  had  formerly  &  lately  directed,  he  at  last  procured  his 
Genu :  Phyrwanna  for  the  release  of  ye  ••  Rups  s  3000  :  as  the  Cheife  &ca  :  of  Hugly 
had  desired  ye :  31st  :  May  1681  :  wee  sent  away  all  the  papers  wee  had,  but  this 
last  Phyrwanna  of  the  Duans,  was  not  yet  in  our  hands,  the  11th  :  of  June  follow- 
ing the  Duan  seeing  our  Vacqueil  as  the  Nabob's  Durbar,  spoke  to  him  for  soma

rarities,  wch  ye  cheife  here  presented  him  13  :  ditto,  &  at  the  same  time  receaved 
:his  Phyrwanna  wch :  being  delivered  the  Vacqueil  to  gett  entered  &  it  was  brought 
us  29th  :  D° :  perfected,  as  also  2  :  coppies  thereof  chaaped  by  the  Gorree,  &  ye  • 
Same  day  viz* :  June  29th  :  1681  ■  Sent  to  ye :  Cheife  &ca  :  of  Hugly,  this  is  a  true 
&  conscise  acc° :  of  this  whole  matter  of  the  Rup8  :  3000  :  that  the  honble:  Compa  : 
may  receive  the  Sattisfaction  they  ought  to  have  from  ye :  Concerned. 

Article  5th  . 

That  altho  je-  sd :  Hervy  has  had  frequent  and  often  repeated  orders  to  goe 
himselfe  to  the  Principall  Durbars  of  the  Court  of  Dacca,  a  monthly  allowance  to 
those  Servts :  being  orderd  to  be  Settled  for  that  very  reason,  that  his  egress  & 
regress,  might  be  the  more  facile,  without  affronts,  from  that  Sort  of  Cattle,  perti- 
cularly  tho  he  was  possitively  enorderd  after  the  Cheife  came  from  Dacca  an0  : 
1678 :  wherein  2  :  Mos :  time  he  procured,  &  gott  out  the  Princes  Nishaan  when 
the  honb!e :  Compas :  were  at  their  last  gasp,  wee  say  notwithstanding  he  was 
possitively  enordered  to  goe  to  the  Princes  &ca  :  Durbars  once  in  a  week  or  10: 
dayes  at  farthest,  he  Slighted  the  Said  order,  hardly  ever  appearing  there  all 
the  time  the  Prince  continued  in  y* :  Goverm* :  wch  :  was  for  Severall  months, 
from  the  Cheifs  leaving  Dacca. 

Answer. 

The  4  :  Articles  past  Mr :  Hervey  &ca :  for  Passages  of  1679  :  &  16S0  :  in  this 
5th  :  you  goe  back  to  1678  whither  will  yor :  Wof  p  :  &ca  :  goe  at  last,  certainly  yor : 
Selves  imagine  our  faults  of  late,  are  few  and  insufficient  to  harme  us  else  you 
would  not  looke  so  farr  backwards  for  matter,  or  if  those  "were  faults  why  did  you 
not  accuse  us  then  thereof,  yov :  Wofp  :  may  happen  to  be  an  [ojminous  antiquary 
by  this  Search,  and  foretell  that  your  former  actions  in  Cassambazar,  &  Hugly  may 
be  inquired  into,  God  grant  no  worse,  &  that  every  man  be  obliged  to  answer  for 
himselfe. 

The  Substance  of  this  5th  :  Article  is  that  Mr :  Hervy  did  not  goe  often  to  the 
Princes  Durban*  1678:  with  the  intermixture  of  an  unnecessary  (and  uncorrection 
Arrogant)  nourish,  how  excellent  a  Physitian  your  "Wofp  :  was  then  in  curing  the 
Honble :  Compas :  priviledges  in  Bengali  when  they  were  at  their  last  Gasp. 

The  monthly  allowance  or  Moutade  at  Durbarrs  is  for  the  Vacqueles  Cieditt 
and  free  admission  else  why  it  commenced  by  the  Vacqueil  in  the  Princes  time  in 
Mr :  Hervy's  absence,  and  Moutade  for  this  reason,  when  once  Settled  is  ever  paid, 
whither  the  Cheife  be  in  Dacca  or  no,  the  Cheife  had  nothing  to  doe  at  the  Princes 
Durbar,  why  then  Should  he  goe  often  to  create  extraordinary  charges,  our  buis- 
ness  in  the  Princes  time  lay  with  the  Mutsuddyes,  Mooloock  chund,  &  Hoggee 
Mamood  and  to  those  Durbars  he  went  often,  andaccomplisht  with  them  all  mat- 
ters whatever  you  committed  to  him,  if  you  can  prove  his  not  frequenting 
the  Princes  Durbarr  prejudiced  any  buisness  (wee  know  it  saved  money) 
then  you.  say  something,  else  al  this  is  little  to  the  purpose  nor  is  it  to  be  called  a 
Slighting  yor ;  orders  but  a  prudent  qualifying  them,  for  tho  you  order  buisness  to 
be  done,  in  the  place,  you  certainly  wil  not,  neither  can  you  prescribe  or  direct,  a 
method  for  it,  to  one  who  has  now  10  :  years  been  versed  in  these  Durbarrs,  if  this 
be  not  soe,  pray  enquire,  and  hear  w* :  any  old  experienced  vacqueil  [mjay  say 
to  you. 

Thus  if  you  look  over  former  years  Gen11 :  papers  you  will  see  the  buisness  of 
the  Durbar  is  alwayes  left  to  us  who  best  know  the  true  wayes,  and  Method  to 
effect  it,  and  many  of  yo1' :  and  Mr :  Clavell['s~|  Letters  to  Subas,  Duans  &Muttsud- 
dyes,  have  been  kept,  &  not  delivered  (wee  ever  more  advising  you  of  Such  acci- 
dents) the  matters  therein  requested  having  beeu  either  accomplished,  or  not 
accomplishable,  yet  this  cannot  be  called  Slighting  yor :  Orders. 

That  Mr  :  Vincent  cured  the  Comp89 ;  Priviledges  when  at  their  last  Gasp, 
can  by  no  means  be  granted,  nor  will  any  bee  of  that  beleife,  that  Shall  read  over 
our  Diary  for  June  1678  :  and  Mr :  Hervy  is  Sensible  the  Honbie :  Comittee, 
took  notice  that  the  Princes  Nishaan  was  grounded  on  that  •  foundation  he 
had  laid  afore  with  the  Duan,  as  by  said  Dyary  appears. 
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But  that  his  Worp  :  had  a  longing  desire  to  see  the  Gay  Sight  of  an  Hindoos- 
tan  Prince,  and  his  Durban-,  or  Court,  is  very  apparent  by  his  letter  of  June  22th 
1678  :  having  never  in  al  his  life  seen  Such  a  Tomasha,  and  that  he  earnestly 
laboured  to  have  the  happiness  of  presenting  the  Prince  himselfe  in  Person,  nay 
when  he  says  he  fears  his  Nishaun,  will  at  best  be  but  conditionall  is  piaine  by  said 
letter  also,  by  conditional]  is  meant  restrictive  to  his  Jaggeer  wch  :  is  as  much  as  to 
Bay  in  piaine  English  worth  nothing,  for  unless  the  honbl"  :  Compas :  priviledges  be 
generall  and  extend  to  all  their  buisness,  &  Factoryes  [sic]  the[y]  are  in  effect  no 
priviledges. 

That  his  worsps :  coming  to  Dacca  then  was  both  unnecessary  &  occasion  of 
a  far  greater  expence  then  otherwise  needed,  there's  nothing  truer  &  our  sd 
Duarey  for  June  1678  :  affirmed  it  unnecessary  then  ;  and  our  letter  of  July  o" 
1678 :  in  answer  to  his  of  June  22d :  speaks  in  these  words  "  if  therefore  M1 
"  Vincent  shall  thinck  fitt  to  accompany  the  Piscash  himselfe,  the  creditt  and  honour 
"  will  undoubtedly  bee  the  greater,  but  if  any  accident  should  interpose  that  he 
"  cannot,  or  if  to  avoyd  greater  charge  he  judge  it  unnecessary  to  come  then  ye : 
"  Piscash  is  to  be  forwarded  with  all  speed  and  necessary  instructions  and  orders, 
"the  Dutch  Director  di[d]  wisely  therefore  to  forbear  to  come  hither,  and  by  their 
"  Cheife  of  Dacca  their  buisness  was  done  costing  them  not  full  Rups :  10,000: 
whereas  Mr :  Vincent  coming  hither  spent  the  Compa:  about  Rups :  25,000  :  as  wee 
are  given  to  understand  by  the  Acco*  in  Hugly  books,  but  of  this  more  bee  said 
when  oppertunity  Serves. 

If  the  honble :  Compas :  Priviledges  were  at  their  last  Gasp,cthen  when  both 
King,  Prince,  and  Duan  befreinded  us,  they  have  certainly  given  up  the  Ghost  now, 
to  revive  them  now  will  be  a  greater  peece  of  art  then  it  was  to  cure  them  then, 
but  God  grant  al  for  the  best. 

Thus  we  have  done  wth  :  ye :  5th  :  Article  and  Shall  now  pass  on  to  the  6th  :  & 
7th  :  but  they  contenuing  nothing  but  yor  :  discourse  of  whoring,  and  Swearing  &ca: 
pray  hold  us  excused  that  wee  observe  not  yor  :  Method,  but  proceed  to  ye  :  8th  : 
and  so  on  wherein  is  matter  of  buisness,  for  'tis  but  reasonable  to  us  that  the  honble  : 
Compa8  :  Affairs  Should  first  be  dispatcht,  before  wee  talk  of  whoreing  and  Swear- 
ing. 

Article  8™  : 

That  from  the  11th  :  day  of  Xbr:  1680:  untill  the  lattr :  end  of  Aprill  1681  :  wee 
did  not  receave  one  generall  paper  letter  of  advice  or  otherwise  from  Dacca, 
and  whereas  Mr  :  Hervy  at  last  did  pretend  Sickness  for  an  excuse,  it  is  Sufficient- 
ly apparent  that  he  was  not  very  Sick  except  in  the  M°  :  of  Aprill,  however  the 
other  Factors  there  were  well,  and  might  have  kept  On  their  Dyary,  &  Correspond- 
ence hither.

Concerning  Mr  :  Hervy's  extream  Sickness  what  has  been  already  Said,  our 
Dyary  for  Aprill,  &  Letters  of  May  22th:  &  31th:  are  Sufficient  to  convince  any  rea- 
sonable man  of  the  truth  therein  affirmed,  Mr  :  Hervy  knows  how  sick  he  was 
in  Dacca  better  than  yor  :  Worp  :  that  lived  then  in  Hugly,  but  if  you  can  thus 
prove. a  negative  again,  wee  know  no  man  will  undertake  to  dispute  with,  or  answer 

That  the  Fact"  :  did  not  keepe  on  their  correspondence  (tho  the  Dyary  was 
never  neglected  but  kept  on)  you  have  already  had  Jn°  :  Powsetts  answer  for  him- 
selfe, when  you  examined  him  hereabouts  in  Hugly  July  1681  :  &  y'  :  was. 

.1  :  He  had  hopes  of  Mr  :  Hervys  recovery. 

2  :  For  want  of  an  Office  wch :  is  in  every  Factory,  and  ordered  here  likewise, 
but  prohibited  by  you  the  Gen"  :  papers  could  not  be  found  readily  being  missed 
wth  :  the  Cheifs  perticulars,  nor  could  he  in  that  Sick  Condition  where  they  are  ever. 

3:  He  desired  your  pardon  for  his  Offence  (not  being  willing  to  multiply 
words)  and  he  hoped  to  obtain,  it  might  not  be  difficult,  in  reguard  not  the  least 
detriment  hapned  thereby  to  the  honble  :  Compa:  or  any  man  else.

Councell  that  those  5  :  Mos :  Dyaries  from  Decembr:  1680  to  Aprill  J681 :  were  not 
composed  in  their  due  time,  wee  say  finding  things  to  sort  thus  well  with  him,  not- 
withstanding our  complaining  to  ye  :  Agent  &  Councel  thereof,  he  has  again 
commenced  the  same  Practice,  not  having  sent,  and  directed  to  us  any  manner  of 
gen11  :  paper  Since  ye  :  13lh  :  Xbr  :  last  to  this  day. 

Answer. 

That  no  course  has  been  taken  so  as  to  remove  ye:  Factors,  &  Factory  it  Selfe 
long  before  you  had  mat*:  for  this  Article,  was  and  is  yor :  Worps :  great  greife,. 
you  :  are  Still  labouring  the  same  with  all  yor:  Subtilty  and  power,  how  often  have 
you  vow'd  it,  &  proffer'd  to  lay  wagers  ab* :  it  also  to  ye :  laughter  of  all  y4  headed 
you. 

What  you  made  Jn  °  :  Pownsetts  Examination  to  be  you  would  never  permit 
him  to  know,  as  was  said  before,  &  indeed  it  has  always  been  yor :  practice,  to 
conceal  Gen1 :  papers  from  ye  :  concerned,  but  he  does  affirm  now  as  he  did  then,, 
those  5  :  Mos :  Dyaries  were  composed  as  they  ought  to  be,  &  he  denyes  y1 :  he  ever 
said  they  were  not  composed  in  their  due  time,  but  rather  in  or  ab'  :  ye :  same  time>_ 
&  if  you  :  have  made  his  examination  Speak  otherwise,  you  have  framed,  &  entered 
it  toyor:  owne  likeing,  &  not  according  to  truth.

8th:  Aprill  is  grossly  false,  and  our  Consultation  of  Aprill  21th  :  1681  proves  it  a 
large.

That  the  said  Hervy  has  neglected  to  get  out  Sev11  :  Phyrwannaes  wch  :  wee 
enordered  him,  ever  Since  the  M° :  of  Augst :  last  to  procure  for  the  buisness  of 
the  Mint,  the  Governm'  ;  of  Rahjamahal,  the  Investment  at  Malda  &ca:  especially 
the  last  wch :  wee  understand  he  the  said  Hervy  has  rather  endeavoured  by  under- 
hand clandestine  and  undue  practices  to  hinder  &  utterly  overthrow  then  to  put 
forward,  and  free  from  ye  :  prsent  incumbrances,  by  his  neglectse,  in  wch  :  things, 
&  our  want  of  Success  in  our  buisness,  occasioned  thereby,  the  Petty  Govrs  :  al 
over  Bengali  perceiving  wee  have  no  remedy  from  Dacca  will  certainly  in  a  very 
little  time  be  heartned  (some  being  already)  to  Stop  al  our  buisness  in  these  parts,, 
unless  Bought  of  wth  :  large  Piscashes. 

Answer. 

It's  hard  to  say  whither  this  whole  Paragraph  be  more  absurd,  false,  or 
malitious,  for  w* :  more  absurd,  then  accuse  us  of  ye:  neglect  of  those  things  wch  ; 
to  effect  is  impossible,  what  is  more  false  then  charge  us  wth :  matters  [  .  .  .  ] 
the  whole  course  of  our  Actions,  &  gen1  :  papers  [clear]  us  off,  &  wts :  more  mali- 
tious, then  to  contrive  an  accusation  both  absurd  &  false.  The  Phyrwanna  for 
the  Mint  at  Eahjamahal  was  so  impossible  for  us  to  procure  as  ye :  very  urgeing 
thereof  by  ye :  Dutch  Vacqueil,  has  for  a  time  absolutely  destroyed  the  buisness. 
In  Dacca,  our  Ingotts  ly  by  now  for  this  Sole  Reason,  no  man  can  coyne,  &  there 
is  above  Rupa :  30000  :  forced  by  the  Duan  from  the  Owners  out  of  the  Mint,  and 
so  matters  will  remain  till  a  fresh  order  comes  from  the  Emperour,  &  that  the  pre- 
sent Duan  be  displaced.  All  woh:  our  Dyaries  for  Febry  :  Aprill  &  May  1682  : 
make  plaine. 

The  Phyrwanna  on  ye :  Governm* :  of  Rahjamahal  Mr  :  Vincent  himselfe  has 
made  impossible  to  be  procured,  for  from  the  complaint  cheifely  of  Rajubally  Govr: 
of  said  place,  that  ye :  English  give  their  Dustucks  to  Hindoos  in  great  nombers,. 
and  for  vast  quantities  of  Goods,  wee  say  from  this  complaint  cheifely,  &  Bool- 
chunds  Secondarily  did  ye :  Duan  demonstrate  the  matter  to  the  Nabob,  &King,  & 
from  [this]  is  the  King's  order  now  come  to  take  custome  of  us  3^  f-  Cent,  and  tho- 
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Still  these  complaints  reached  ye  :  Duan  wee  had  hopes,  and  promise  of  a  Phyr- 
wanna  on  Said  Rajub  Ally,  yet  afterwards  wee  received  an  absolut  deniall  of  all 
our  requests  as  appears  by  our  Dyary  17th  :  &  19th  :  8br  :  1681 :  in  so  nuich  as  our 
Vacqueils  durst  not  Speake  a  word  to  the  buisness  of  Rajub  Ally.  Coppie  of  ye  : 
Duan's  Phyrwanna  to  Kajub  Ally,  &  Boolchund  whereby  both  their  complaints 
appear,  wee  have  Seen,  and  they  have  been  read  &  interpreted  to  us,  but  what 
need  wee  talke  of  proofs  to  this  matter,  the  present  loss  of  our  Priveledges 
forfeiture  of  our  Phyrmaund,  Stop  of  Trade  &  Custom  demanded  are  Smarting 
proofs  of  w' :  wee  say. 

With  w*  :  true  care  industry  &  contrivances,  wee  prosecuted  the  Maulda 
buisness  let  our  Dyaries  of  Aug8t  :  6th  :  Sepbr :  15th  ;  Octobr:  7,h:  17th  ;  &  lyth  : 
1681:  &  ffeb  :  5th :  and  March  10th  :  168£  :  &  our  Lr~e  :  of  23th  :  7br:  1681  :  w,b  :  other 
our  gen  "  :  papers,  wel  &  throughly  perused  &  considerd  Speak  for  us,  &  wee 
gladly  appeal  to  the  Agent  &ca  Councell,  &  honbIe :  Compa  :  who  will  ere  long  see 
those  Said  Papers  whither  by  all  it  does  not  appear,  we  came  up  fully  to  yo1'  :  orders, 
but  went  infinitely  beyound  yor:  directions,  taking  many  more  probable  wayes  to 
effect  yor :  desires  then  you  either  had,  or  possibly  knew  how  to  p[o]int  out  to  us, 
are  we  therefore  accomptable  for  the  Success,  the  honble  Compa :  &  Agent  &ca  : 
make  not  Such  measures. 

But  wch  :  is  wor[s]e  must  wee  be  blackned  by  aspersions  so  odly  couched,  & 
contrived,  as  if  wee  deserved  to  be  ruined  for  all  our  fidelity,  &  pains,  because  of 
the  Event,  in  the  other  matters  you  Say  wee  were  negligent,  but  in  this  of  Maulda 
you  would  endeavour  to  fix  on  us  a  devilish  Sort  of  hatred  and  revenge  to  the 
honbIe :  Compa :  who  imploy,  &  Sustain  us  &  of  whome  wee  can  never  merritt  what 
wee  enjoy,  nor  Speak  honourably  enough. 

Pray  let  us  review  w*  :  you  Say — Investm18 :  at  Maulda — "  Which  wee  under- 
"  stand  he  the  Said  Hervy  has  rather  endeavoured  by  underhand,  clandestine,  & 
"  undue  practices  to  hinder,  &  utterly  to  overthrow  then  to  put  forward,  &  free 
"  from  y° :  prsenfc  Incumbrances,  how  many  venomous  &  murdering  Ingredients 
"  has  yor  :  Wor p  :  put  into  this  Granado,  and  yet  well  looked  on  you  the  Said 
Wofpu:  will  find  it  wants  fire  to  make  it  mischeivous  &  destructive. 

What  means  the  word,  rather  surely  you  entended  no  inittigation,  had  you  not 
then  better  say  down  right  endeavoured  &ca :  no  this  rather  is  onely  a  hole  left  for 
your  Wofp  :  to  creepe  out  at  for  doubtless  you  would  bee  loath  to  be  put  to  the 
proofe  thereof. 

If  our  endeav1' :  &  undue  practices  are  underhand  &  clandestine,  how  then 
came  you  to  understand  ym :  why  bustle  you  wth :  words,  &  come  not  to  the  proofe 
of  them,  if  yor  :  words  were  granted  for  proofs,  Lord  where  were  then  ?  undoubt- 
edly yor :  wofp  :  hath  wrote  home  to  England,  that  Hervy  was  in  all  likelyhood  in 
y' :  damnable  plot  wth :  father  Whitebread  &ca :  &  that  as  some  men  report  he 
still  holds  a  correspondence  wth :  the  Jesuitts,  for  ye :  utter  overthrow,  &  destruc- 
tion of  King,  Kingdome,  &  Religion  &ca : 

But  how  poorely  you  come  of  at  last,  by  his  negligence  in  wcb :  things,  &  our 
want  of  Success  in  our  buisness  &ca  :  now  again  'tis  come  to  negligence  onely,  that 
he  must  answer  for  wn :  proved,  but  what  have  wee  to  doe  wth :  yor :  want  of 
Success,  must  wee  pay  for  that  ?  at  w*  :  rate  pray. 

What  if  ye :  Petty  Gov"  :  yea  &  grand  ones  too,  al  over  Bengal  perceiving 
you  have  no  remedy  from  Dacca  will  certainly  in  a  very  litle  time  be  heartned 
(some  begining  already)  to  Stop  all  your  buisness,  in  these  parts,  unless  bought 
off  wth  :  large  Piscashes,  yor :  Selfe,  or  wch  :  is  better  yo1' :  Wofp  :  must  buy  a  new 
Phyrmaund,  &  new  Phyrwanna  Speedily,  to  have  a  care  of  giving  or  Selling 
Dustucks  the  next  Tyme. 

But  if  a  closer  view  be  taken  of  this  Malda  buisness  it  will  be  found  y' :  ye : 
great  cry  of  incumbrances  &  Stops,  on  ye :  Investments  there,  is  either  for  nothing 
or  a  very  inconsiderable  matter  wch:  yo1':  Selves  alone  &  no  other  persons  can 
discharge,  and  remove  at  pleasure,  thus  Hernarain  ye :  Canoongoo  his  Factors  told 
us,  as  in  our  Dyary  of  30th :  7br :  1681 :  Boolchund  also  Speaks,  to  this  effect,  in 
our  Dyary  10th  :  March  168^  :  but  Ray  Nundelol  most  plainly  &  possitively,  as  in 
20 
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our  Dyary  of  Feb  :  5th  :  168|:  yt :  wee  ourselves  are  a  hindrance  to  our  buisness 
there  ye :  fault  is  or :  own,  and  wee  can  reasonably  blame  none  else. 

If  you  will  keepe  up  to  yor :  first  method,  &  usage  of  trade  as  ye :  Dutch  doe, 
you  will  meet  wth:  no  let  hindrance  or  molestation,  if  you  had  but  observed  wt : 
ye :  honble :  Compa :  enorderd  you,  no  trouble  had  ensued,  ye :  honble :  Compa : 
order  you  to  build  a  Factory  in  Malda,  &  you  build  a  Towne  in  Bateagopalpore, 
&  call  it  Englerabaad,  you  are  not  hindred  buying  goods  in  Malda  but  building  a 
Towne  in  another  Government. 

Here  it  may  be  asked  by  those  not  so  well  acquainted  wth  :  this  matter,  why 
you  were  not  contented  to  bee  at  Malda  as  at  first,  the  reason's  this  :  in  Malda 
there  is  a  smal  duty  called  the  Chaap  wch :  may  amo* : to  ab'  :  2 :  annas  in  a  pse :  of 
cloth,  now  ye :  designe  of  building  in  another  Governm'  :  was  to  avoyd  this  petty 
duty,  &  possibly  you  might  have  Succeeded  herein  (tho  wee  know  not  whither  ye : 
remedy  would  not  have  been  worse  then  ye :  disease)  had  you  gone  prudent, 
considerate,  &  propper  wayes  Viz4 :  ere  you  had  begun  to  build  or  made  a  Stirr 
with  great  Investmts  :  adressed  to  ye  Ray,  &  ye :  Nabob  &ca  &  by  a  Piscash 
procured  a  Phyrwanna  to  erect  a  new  Factory  &  Trade  &ca  this  had  been  a 
regular  &  likely  way,  &  not  first  to  build,  call  yor  Towne  Englerabaad  (yl  :  is  a 
place  peopled  wth  :  English)  make  a  noise  &  alarum  wth  :  a  great  Investm1 :  as  if 
in  a  Short  time  you  would  draw  al  ye  Countrey  to  you,  and  dispeople  Malda 
itselfe,  and  then  aske  for  Phyrwannas  to  warrant  al  this. 

But  it  will  seeme  Strange  to  some  who  may  read  this  paper,  if  it  be  so  y*  this 
Small  duty  or  Oust0 :  of  2  :  annas  on  a  p8 :  of  cloth  &ca :  be  al  the  dispute  why  then 
are  you  not  content  to  pay  it,  rather  then  make  a  groat  pother,  &  hazzard  yor : 
Investmts  especially  if  they  doe  but  know  that  you  are  forced  to  allow  ye :  like 
dutey  in  100  :  other  places,  as  Nuddia,  Santapore,  Cogmorre,  Hundial,  Serepore, 
Dumrv  &ca :  &  in  Dacca  itselfe  (tho  it  is  remitted  now)  the  Chaap  has  been  pa  : 
wch:  duty  in  the  Town's  named,  is  an  old  unalterable  appendent  revenue,  to  the 
Land,  let  who  will  be  Landlord.  To  Such  inquiriers  wee  will  discover  the  Mystery 
and  this  it  is. 

When  the  late  Agent  Master  was  last  in  Bengali  for  divers  Sollid  &  weighty 
considerations  not  to  be  named  now  'twas  concluded  on,  the  whole  Stock  of  ye : 
honble :  Compa  :  (except  some  Small  matter)  -should  be  mannaged  by  ye :  Cheife  of  ye  : 
Bay  &  bis  freinds,  then  were  the  Investmts :  ye :  honble :  Compa :  appoynted  at 
Dacca  transferred  to  Maulda,  &  y* :  there  might  be  some  collour  &  pretence,  for 
this  translation,  for  want  of  a  better  it  was  argued,  &  soon  agreed  on  by  those 
whose  Interest  so  directed  that  ye  Chaap  (a  most  insufferable  &  pernitious  thing) 
being  paid  in  Dacca  (for  now  was  the  design  layd  to  remove  Malda  Investm4 :  to 
the  Colsa  or  King's  rents)  it  would  be  much  to  the  honble :  Compas :  advantage  to 
have  their  whole  Investment  of  cloth  at  Malda,  &  none  or  but  a  small  matter  in 
Dacca,  and  to  confirm  this  &  bring  matters  ab*  :  speciously  there  were  other 
stratagems  practized  also  too  long  &  unfitt  to  be  noted  here. 

And  the  truth  hereof  is  Sufficiently  confirmed  by  Mr :  Vincent  himself e  to 
whome  when  wee  wrote  24th  ;  May  1680  :  that  "  having  procured  the  Chaap  to  bee 
"  discharged  wch :  was  ye ;  reason  alleadged  for|  taking  away  ye :  Investm' :  from  this 
"  Factory  wee  desired  to  know  whither  wee  might  again  Invest  &ca :  the  said  Mr : 
"  Vincent  &a :  answd  :  ye :  2d :  June  1680  :  in  these  words  "  Wee  having  already 
"  settled  ye :  Investments  of  all  Bengali,  according  to  orders,  &  by  Consultation 
"  cannot  for  this  year  receed  therefrom,  &  if  you  can  make  it  appear  to  ye :  Agent 
"  &ca  :  yl :  ye  :  ordinary  charges  on  an  Investm* :  made  in  Dacca,  will  not  exceed 
"  those  of  one  made  in  a  countrey  towne,  then  doubtless  ye:  order  left  in  this  case 
<;  by  him  &  Councell  will  be  revoaked  &  those  propositions  you  now  make, 
"enorderd  to  be  accepted,  &  to  them  wee  must  referr  you,  here  ye :  buisness  is 
"  plainly  owned." 

Now  if  ye :  Chaap  in  Malda,  be  Suddenly  and  without  molestation  consented 
to,  the  aforesaid  juggle  comes  out  too  Soon,  besides  '  tis  disreputable  to  ye : 
Design18 :  to  build  a  Factory,  &  be  frustrate[d]  in  ye :  very  designe  it  was  built  for, 
&  there  is  a  3d  :  conveniency  to  bustle  mightily  about  this,  pretended  stops  and 
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losses,  and  lay  all  on  Mr :  Hervy,  for  who  knows  but  the  Agent  &ca  &  honbIe ; 
Compa :  may  beleive  it,  &  censure  Mr :  Hervey  (till  he  has  answered  for  himselfe) 
and  then  there  is  one  of  the  two  rubbs  out  of  ye :  way.

demanded  at  this  Mr  :  Ilervy  was  much  disgusted,  and  that  he  had  not  a  Stock 
then  Sent  him,  for  ye :  full  moyity  as  in  y* :  Factory  Dyary,  &  gen11 :  Lfes  ab' : 
ye :  end  of  last  year  appears,  making  a  great  cry  &  pother  about  it  notwithstanding 
al  wch  :  wee  at  length  found  the  5th :  Xbr :  last  he  had  gotten  no  more  then  p" : 
3627  :  ready  in  all,  altho  in  the  very  begining  of  ye :  year  (besides  yB :  £  :  9000  : 
Sent  him  in  Augst :  last)  there  has  been  between  Eups :  9  :  and  10000  :  made 
given  him  out  on  said  Goods  by  their  last  years  books  so  yc :  of  ye :  £ :  9000  sent 
him  up  he  had  not  gotten  in  so  late  as  ye :  5th :  of  Xbr :  last  goods  to  the  am0 :  of 
much  above  £ :  2000 :  the  goods  then  sent  us  down  importing  no  more  then 
Rups :  67678  :  14a :  in  all  by  wcb  :  means  there  seems  to  rest  ab* :  Rups :  60000  : 
on  remains  in  cash  useless  there  (by  reason  of  ye :  Stop  on  that  Factory)  ever 
Since.

You  rec1 :  the  honbIe :  Oompas :  Packet  by  the  Ann  ye :  16th :  tho  you  Say  17th  r 
July  1681  :  in  yors :  of  ye :  27th  :  ditto  to  us,  &  by  their  Lre  dated  Janry  :  5th :  1685- 
giving  you  to  understand  the[y]  perceived  yor :  drift  (wcb  :  our  answer  to  ye :  fore- 
going Article  notes)  of  keeping  their  whole  Stock  in  yor :  owne  &  freinds  hands, 
contrary  both  to  yr:  Intrest,  orders,  &  intentions,  they  first  premonish  you  not  to 
meddle  wtu  :  ye :  Investm* :  of  Ballasore,  nor  concerning  Dacca,  wch  :  you  had  in  a 
mannr:  quite  taken  away,  they  give  youye:  most  plaine  &  possitive  orders  y* : 
words  can  express  in  Paragraph  6th :  thus. 

"  Upon  the  same  reasons  wee  are  not  onely  for  the  continuance  of  our 
"  Factory  at  Dacca,  as  well  as  Maulda,  but  likewise  for  buying  in  equall  propor- 
"  tions  the  same  Sort  of  goods  there  yearly  as  wee  doe  at  Malda,  to  wch  :  purpose 
"wee  enjoyne  you  not  to  fade  of  speedily  sending  to  both  those  places,  equall  &

Thirdly  you  sent  not  yor :  orders  till   Aug5*:  31th :  1631 :  &  then  by  boats  of 
Treasure  too,  that  they  might  be  long  in  coming  to  our  hands,  so  that  ws  :  orders 
wee  might  well  have  recd  :  23th :  July  came  not  to  us  til  ye  :'  15th  :  7br :  whereby  wee 
had  but  halfe  ye:  time  left  wob:  you  might  wel  have  given  us,  had  you  minded  ye 
honble:  Comp"8:  benifitt,  &  not  prosecuted  yor:  own  humours,  Intrest,  &  resolution." 

Fourthly,   you  insinuated  into   a  merchant  of  this  City  by  yor:   Agents  & 
Spyes  here  and  perswaded  him  who  was  even  upon  ye:  point  of  agreeing  wth  :  us 
for  ab*:  4000  :  p8:  of  Dacca  cloth  to  bring  the  same  down  to  Hugly  to  you  ve:  last 
year,  promising  him  to  bay  them,  and  to   make  good   this  wee  can  prove  you  did 
receive  ye:  sd:  Merchts:  goods  into  your   Factory  In  Hugly,  knowing  them  to  be 
Dacca  cloth,   the  goods   were   ab':  35,  or  40,  bales  housed  in  the  Honble:  Compas: 
new  Chappel,  and  the  Merchants  name  is  Chabeledas. 

Fifthly,  you  bad  divers  years,  &  have  now  yor:  ffactors  &  Gomastehs  in  many 
places  near  Dacca,  providing    Cossaes   &ca:  for  you,   perticularly  at  Cogmorree, 
Humdiall,  &  Dumry,  woh:  latter  place  is  but  6  :  houres  way  from  this  our  Factory  of 
Dacca,  but  from  Hugly  7  :  days  by  land  but  14  :  by  water  as  you  receave  yor:  Goods. 
ISTow  if  these  are  pra[c]tices  y*:  agree  wth:  the  honbIe:  Comp*:  orders  or  inten- 
tions in  their  aforesaid  Paragraph  or  if  they  be  for  their  advantage,  let  al  [men] 
judge. 

Sixt[h]ly  your  orders  aforesaid  recd:  not  till  the  15th;  7br:  1681:  were  imperfect, 
&  willfully  defective,  for  tho  you  knew  wee  had  nothing  but  dollars,  and  Ino-otts 
from  you,  wch:  would  be  long  in   Coyning   (for  Sel  they  will  not  in  any  quan- 
tity, but  at  time  for  Siccaes,  as  wee  Sold  them)  yet  you  empower' d  us  not  in  any 
ca3e,  to  take  up  money  at  Interest,  so  that   had  wee   wrote  to  you  for  orders 
thereabts:  wch:  we  might  well  have  justifyed,  or  stayd  till  those  Dollars  were  con- 
verted into  Rups:   &  not  borrowed  as  wee  did  knowing  ye:  necessity  thereof,  the 
Season  would  have  been  spent,  k  ye:   honble:    Comp":  wholly  wanted  ye:   greatest 
part  of  what  wee  sent  them,  al  wch-  is  more  fully  apprehended   &  madfel  out  by 
or:  Consultations  of  Augst:  11th:  &  7br:  19th:  1681, 

-  That  we   could  have  provided  10000 :  p":  Cloth  had  you  advised  &  enorder'd 
us  timely  ye:  17 :  July  as  you  might,  &  not  have  impos'd  on  us  as  you  did  wee 
demonstrate  thus.

But  upon  a  nearer  Examination  of  this  your  article  from  yor :  owa  words,  & 
confession,  we  Shall  make  it  appear,  y* :  notwithstanding  ya  :  foremention'd  plaine, 
full  &  possitive  order  of  ye :  •  honble :  Compa :  you  nevertheless  did,  &  resolve  Still 
to  favour  Malda,  &  prejudice  Dacca  al  you  are  able. 

You  Say  ye :  honble :  Compa  :  ye :  year  1681  :  e[n]ordered  23000  :  ps :  of  cloth 
from  Malda,  &  Dacca,  true,  and  y9  :  words  of  ye :  honble  Compa  :  are  "  to  woh : 
"  purpose  wee  enorder  you  not  to  faile  of  Speedily  Sending  to  both  those  places 
"equal,  &  suitable  proportions  of  Stock,  woh:  may  answer  our  Intentions  before 
"expressed,  had  you  done  this  then  you  had  done  regularly,  but  you  goe  yor  :  own 
way  to  work,  for  immediately  on  receipt  of  the  Said  order  of  the  honble :  Compa  : 
you  Say  you  wrote  away  to  Malda  observe  how  exact  &  early  you  are  to  send  to 
Malda  al   this  while  there  goes  not  a  Sillable  to   Dacca,  &  what  did  you  write, 
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yor :  own  words  are  to  know  w* :  quantity  of  ye :  said  cloth  they  have  provided 
there,  certainly  there  was  little  need  of  this  Sort  of  writeing,  you  might  well  know 
from  their  Dyaries,  &  constant  advises  w* :  cloth  they  last  provided.

Having  orderd  thus  8000 :  ps :  at  Dacca,  you  say  Mr  =  Hervy  was  much, 
disgusted,  &  made  a  great  cry,  &  pother  about  it,  Mr  :  Hervey  certainly,  &  al  of 
ns  had  reason  to  fear  yor :  Snares  having  Suffred  by  them  once  before,  Viz* : 
when  you  caused  the  late  Agent  Master  to  write  home  to  ye  :  honble :  Compa :  y* :. 
their  Slender  Investmts :  at  Dacca,  was  not  the  fault  of  ye  :  Cheife  &  Councell  of 
the  Bay,  but  of  their  Factors  there,  but  how  false  &  undeserved  y* :  was  wee  made 
fully  appear  in  our  Lre  of  9br  :  13th :  1680 :  wch  :  Lre  you  Stiffled,  &  sent  not  home 
to  ye  :  honble :  Compa :  y* :  year  as  you  ought  &  y1'  :  considerable  Intrest  required. 

But  there  was  no  cry  nor  pother  made,  but  often  &  earnest  desires  you  would 
Sen'l  the  enorder'd  Stock  hither  wch  :  you  promised  in  yrs  :  of  9br :  1681  :  tho  to 
this  hour  nothing  has  come,  but  on  ye :  other  Side  you  have  drawn  away  y*  :  little

And  for  a  further  agravation  of  this  matter  you  say  there  were  9 :  or 
10,000:  Rups :  remaining  in  Dacca  to  wch :  Mr :  Hervy  answers  y*:  in  delivering 
out  mony  &  recovering  in  remains  he  has  had  ever  more  the  same  of  ye :  honble : 
Oompas :  he  possibly  could  have  in  any  of  his  own  concerns,  &  this  is  easily  be- 
leived  when  he  has  told  you  w*  :  it  may  be  but  few  Cheifs  of  Factoryes  can  Say, 
that  he  has  Since  his  being  here  recovered  many  doubtfull  &  desperate  Debts  of 
ye :  honble :  Comp"s :  made  before  his  time  but  never  since  he  has  been  Cheife  here, 
wch :  is  now  many  years  has  he  contracted  one  doubtfull  or  bad  debt  to  ye :  am°  : 
of  B/up8 :  20  :  altho  in  his  own  perticular  he  has  been  less  Successful!. 

But  what  an  absurd  &  false  conclusion  you  make  from  ye  :  premises  fonely 
you  qualify  it  with  (there  seems)  wdl :  is  like  yor :  rather  wee  take  notice  of 
before)  y*  :  there  rest  ab* :  Bups ;  600u0  ;  on  remains  in  Cash,  useless  there  ever 
Since,  certainly  yor :  "Worp  :.&ca  :  forget  f :  Je  :  Agent  &ca:  &  honble  :  Compa :  may 
read  &  examine  these  papers  how  doe  you  make  Aprill  8th  :  1682  Eup  =  60000  : 
to  be  in  our  Cash,  you  have  our  monthly  acc° :  &  if  you  can  detect  willfull  Errors 
therein,  wee  deserve  to  Suffer  for  them,  but  if  you  accuse  us  falsly,  charge  us 
wth  :  a  great  Cash  &  y* :  useless  [too]  when  you  :  know  wee  have  made  appear  to 
you  wee  are  at  Interest  by  yor :  fault  for  ye :  Factory  Expences,  yor :  Wofp  :  ought 
to  make  us,  but  infallibly  you  must  ye :  honblB:  Company  Satisfaction. 

And  because  it  may  seeme  Strange  y* :  wee  often  tax  y6  ■  falsity  of  yor :. 
accustations,  wee  will  hear  take  occasion  to  review  yrs :  of  27th  :  xbr :  1681  =  to 
some  part  of  woh:  never  yet  answer'd  for  want  of  a  proper  opportunity,  wherein 
there  are  so  many  forgeryes  cram'd  together,  as  no  men  but  the  Cheife  &ca :  of 
Hugly  would  have  put  their  hands  to  soe  y*  :  'twill  appear  most  of  yor :  papers  to 
us  are  after  the  same  rate. 
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First  you  say  that  Jn°  :  Pownsetts  demand  of  what  he  so  readily,  &  wtb :  so 
much  deference  &  submission,  affirmed  in  Hugly  as  to  Mr  :  Hervey  is  strange 
intimating  yk :  he  had  accused  him  to  you  of  divers  things,  whereas  wth :  great 
con[s]tancy,  and  resolution  he  again  affirms,  w'  :  we  once  wrote  you  in  our 
Consultation  of  9br :  1681:  in  these  words  "  Mr:  Pownsett  answering  pro[t]ested 
"  [s*c]  y' :  ne  n^ver  na(i5  neither  could  accuse  Mr :  Hervy  of  either  neglect  or

Duan.  whereas  Stop  upon  Stop  lys  on  our  buisness  in  y* :  place,  wch :  words  of 
yors :  tho  very  ambiguously  expressed,  viz*  :  their  coynage  cleer,  &  as  if  they 
were  custome  free,  as  you  expected  to  bee  having  orderd  us  to  get  a  Mauff 
Phyrwanna,  as  Coynage  was  mauffed  in  Dacca,  but  ye:  next  Words  are,  and 
carryed  on  in  their  usuall  way,  woh  :  was  paying  Oustome,  yet  notwithstanding 
this  ambiguity  neither  wayes,  are  those  words  true,  for  they  got  such  a  Phyr- 
maund  onley  wch :  wee  refused  because  it  answer'd  not  yor :  expectation  and 
orders,  as  appears  by  our  Dyary  of  8br:  20tb  :  1681 :  &  pmo :  ffebruary  168^  :  &  Lfe 

of  29:  8br:  1681  :  wcb :  to  pay  I  2  :  ^  100  when  before  they  paid  but  3  10: 
So  that  neither  was  their  coynage  cleer  nor  according  to  ye :  usual  way. 

A  Little  after  you  Say  the  Mint,  Rajamal  &  Malda  Phyrwannas  you  are  well 
Sattisfyed  might  long  since  have  been  procured,  &  sent  you,  let  any  man  living 
judge,  whether  from  w4 :  wee  have  said,  any  of  those  3  :  Phyrmaundds  were 
procureable,  by  you,  but  if  you  are  well  Satisfy ed  they  might,  why  doe  not  you 
demonstrate,  &  prove  the  Same,  that  other  also  may  have  ye :  same  Satisfaction, 
&  why  doe  you  say  in  next  lines  of  sd:  Letter  time  will  demonstrate  where  ye : 
fault  lies  if  you  are  well  Satisfyed,  you  have  reason  soe  to  bee,  &  if  so  w* :  need 
you  referr  to  time  to  shew  where  ye :  fault,  lies. 

And  in  ye :  close  of  yor :  Lre  you  Say  concerning  ye :  Stop  on  our  buisness 
then  feared,  you  Shall  endeavour  to  make  Such  warme  applications,  to  Ausud 
Cawn,  the  Vissier,  that  way  ward  the  Stroake  &ca  : 

But  where  have  been  yor :  endeavours  or  warm  applications  ?  how  have  you 
warded  the  Stroake  within  these  7  :  months  past,  &  that  the  Europe  Ships  are 
first  on  ye :  Nick  of  their  arrivall  ?  it  rather  seems  by  the  Sequel  y* :  you  b[e]leived 
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not  our  advices  then  Viz*  :  Xbr:  5tb  :  1681  ;  but  if  the  present  Stop  on  al  our 
buisness  in  Bengali  be  not  Suddenly  removed  the  honble :  Comp3*  :  Intrest  will 
suffer  Irreparably,  by  first  yor :  imprudent,  and  inconsiderateness,  in  forfeiture 
of  their  priviledges  &  then  so  long  neglect  since  in  redeeming  them.

ye:  honble :  Compa :  themselves  have  appnynted  in  their  (Ten11  :  Lre  to-y6:  A  gem, 
&ca  :  Councell  at  Fort  S' :  George  dated  3d :  Decembr :  1679  :  &  in  ye :  17  :  Section 
thereof.

To  prove  y* :  wee  doe  not  Swear  &  take  God's  name  in  vaine  is  to  undertake 
a  Negative,  an  easy  matter  for  yor :  Wofp  :  &ca  :  but  impossible  for  us,  the  onely 
proofe  wee  have  is  Silence,  and  opening  not  our  mouths  next  to  a  ready  &  willing 
Submission,  and  appeal  to  the  Character  of  any  men  of  equal  credit,  &  reputation, 
who  have  or  Shall  converse  wth :  us  shall  give,  and  this  we  humbly  referr  to  ye  : 
Agent  &  Councell. 

Prophanation  of  the  Lords  day  &ca :  Debau[cheryes]  are  ye :  Practice  of 
Dacca  Factory  People  \a  line  lost]  being  hardly  known  by  those  Factoryes,  as  was 
Said  (mind  pray  as  was  said)  these  words  are  some  kin  to  ye  :  rather,  &  there 
seems  gone  before,  &  make  ye :  matter  a  little  dubious)  except  it  be  sometimes 
(pray  again  note  is  not  always)  by  doeing  more  work  then  ordinary  thereon. 

The  whole  bent  of  yor:  Articles  answered  is  for  negligence,  &  Idleness,  here 
you  grant  we  doe  work,  for  doing  more  work  yn :  ordinary  sometimes  on  ye : 
Lords  Day,  is  yor :  accusation,  you  Say  wee  hardly  knew  ye :  Lords  day,  how 
then  Should  we  doe  more  work  thereon,  unless  it  be  by  accident. 

'Its  true  we  have  neither  Bel,  nor  Chappell,  Minister,  nor  Congregation,  if 
we  had  we  would  ring  ye :  first  &  attend  divine  Service  in  the  Second  &  not  make 
a  warehouse,  of  ye :  house  devoted  to  God's  Service,  as  you  did  for  Chabeledas 
the  Dacca  Merc1"9:  goods. 

Wee  grant  we  doe  not  know  ye :  Lords  day  by  extraordin[a]ry  Gay 
clothing  in  ye :  morning  nor  revelling  and  drincking  on  ye :  top  of  ye :  house  in 
ye :  Evening  besides  we  want  ye :  most  infallible  &  unerring  Sight  of  all  Viz* :  an 
infamous  Letter  of  Dooleys  &ca  :  marching  after  a  long  traine  of  Peons,  &  a 
Squire  in  ye :  head  of  them  mounted  to  ye :  Popish  Church  or  Bandell,  as  if 
Sancho  were  conveying  ye :  Lady  Dulcine?.,  &ca  : 

But  certainly  S™  :  w*  :ever  you  ai'e  pleased  in  anger  to  say  of  us,  wee  doe 
know  ye :  Lords  day  by  other  more  Christian  marks  and  where  we  come  short  of 
\_a  line  lost] 

Prayers  and  Divine  Worp :  are  not  onely  the  honble  :  Cornp"9 :  orders, 
but  every  Christians  duty,  &  obligation,  yet  ye :  formallity  thereof  without 
agreable  practices  will  avail  little,  many  are  of  opinion  yor :  7  :  years  prayers, 
wil  never  attone  wth  :  the  honble :  Compa  :  for  yor :  destroying  their  Phyrmand, 
&  late  dispatch  of  their  Ships,  both  woh :  upon  an  extraordinary  enquiry 
will  be  found  to  have  grown  from  ye  :  same  root,  viz'.  yor  excessive 
Covetousness  &ca : 
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Who  these  Sev11 :  English  men  are  very  lately  conversant  among  us,  that  -will 
testifye  these  things  we  know  not,  it  will  be  good  you  produce  yr :  testimony,  we 
remember  but  Mr:  Jordan  &  Abernethy  lately  conversant  wth  :  us,  &  one  of  those 
2  :  Englishmen,  (if  these  you  mean)  is  a  Scotch  man,  but  he  will  not  confirme 
w*  :  you  say  otherwise  then  he  did  yor :  Story  of  ye :  Sloops  :  at  Chatgam  before 
Spoken  to,  indeed  yon  :  cannot  endure  any  Should  Speak  wel  of  us,  for  lately  the 
Worp  :  Matthias  Vincent  caused  a  poore  English  man  in  Cassumbazar  to  be 
beaten  sorely  because  he  said  we  had  been  civill  to  him  in  Dacca. 

Yor :  &ca :  debaucheryes,  when  you  particularize  we  will  acquit  ourSelves 
tnerof  also. 

And  that  Hervy  declared  himselfe  a  mortall  or  utter  enemy  to  y6  :  Cheife,  wee 
Suppose  you  mistake  'tis  ther :  Cheife  declared  himselfe  a  mortall  enemy  to  Hervy. 

Let  who  will  say  it  we  assure  you  wee  are  not  utter  Enemyes  to  any  man 
Living,  but  much  less  mortall,  God  forbid  we  should  have  so  little  Christi  [an] 
discretion  or  kindness  for  our  Selves. 

[A  few  words  lost]  seen  heard,  or  feared  from  us,  have  any  of  us  ever  been: 
tampering  wth :  yor  :  Cook,  or  Dyett,  or  can  you  Suspect  us  for  mixing  yor :  broth, 
when  at  any  time  you  tooke  Physick, — Abuseing,  &  revileing  him  openly,  &  pub- 
lickly  in  ye :  worst  terms  he  could  invent,  the   penalty  of  wch  :  &ca: 

These  ara  hot  words  onely,  Mr:  Hervy  denyes  al  this,  but  if  you  can  prove 
yor :  wrong  in  word  or  deed,  take  Sattisfaction  of  him  wthout  more  adoe. 

That  Mr  :  Vincent  has  undeservedly,  defamed,  &  Scandalized  M1* :  Hervy  is 
notoriously  known  and  to  be  proved,  calling  him  base  villaine,  impious  fellow, 
threatning  to  have  his  Ears,  &ca  : 

Pray  yor  :  Worp  :  w' :  reason  for  al  this  ?  had  M*  ;  Hervy  ever  for  a  little  of 
his  perticular,  Sordid,  base  proffitt,  wrought  ye :  honble :  unspeakable  damages^, 
then  he  would  owne  himselfe  base  &  villanous  in  ye  ;  Superlative  Degree, 
had  he  ever  oppressed  the  poor,  wronged  ye :  dead,  or  Orphans,  practiced 
ye  :  debauching  of  other  men's  Wives,  or  been  incestuous  wth  :  his  poore  kins 
Woemen,  then  indeed  he  deserved  to  bee  called  impious,  &  looseing  not  onely  his 
Ears,  but  Eyes  too  :  weai"e  they  worth  looseing  but  if  Mr :  Hervy  has  done  any  of 
these  things,  nor  Said  worse  of  the  Worpe :  Matthias  Vincent  then  in  his  Publick 
papers  he  has  done  but  his  to  his  hond:  Masters,  &  therefore  fears  neither  yor  : 
base  Language  nor  threats,  nor  does  the  17th :  Section  of  Xb1  :  touch  him  or  any 
of  us. 

There  is  now  remaining  ye  :  6th  :  Article.  wch  :  concerns  Mr :  Hervy  alone^ 
who  protests  to  you  [one  line  lost]  rayling  at  last,  whilst  ye :  honble :  Compa : 
conserns  in  dispute,  wee  remained  Merchants,  but  what  will  the  world  Say  of 
us  for  Spoyling  paper  &ca  :  wch :  is  none  of  our  owne  neither  with  Ruffians  dis- 
course, Mr :  Hervy  has  so  much  Charity  for  ye :  Cheife  of  Hugly,  that  he  heartily 
wishes  for  his  own  Sake  he  had  forborn  this  6Th  ;  Article,  but  least  his  Silence 
thereto  Should  be  thought  an  owning  ye :  guilt  charged  on  him,  he  is.  forced  tho 
much  against  his  Inclination  to  proceed. 

Article  6th: 

That  he  the  said  Hervy  most  Shamefully  keeps  Whores  in  a  house  hard  by  ye: 
Factory  often  Sending  of  them  in,  not  privately  but  openly  and  avowedly,  as  was 
asserted,  by  some  English  Men  lately  come  from  thence,  some  of  wch  :  affirmed 
that  they  heard  that  ye :  said  Hervy  has  among  his  house  of  whores  one  Maho- 
metan Woeman,  spared  him  by  Coddabux  Cawn,  or  Mirza  Muddifer  wch  :  if  so,  we 
doubt  not  not  onely  be  the  destruction  of  him,  but  also  of  Compas :  affairs  and 
estate  that  may  be  in  his  hands,  when  the  thing  may  be  ripe  and  come  to  be  looked 

into. 

Answer. 

This  article  is  the  very  quintesense  of  Malice,  w* :  needed  so  many,  foul 
mouthed  words,  certainly  your  Worp  :  might  have  told  yor :  tale  in  Smoother, 
modester  and  cleanlier  language,  but  y* :  you  love  to  express  yor :  meaning  in 
Such  things  to  the  life,  as  the  Poets  of  old  did  Storms  &ca : 
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Again  yov  :  Worp :  had  brought  in  this,  in  the  rear  &  said  this,  Eleaventhly 
and  lastly,  this  Hervy  is  said  by  some  to  be  incontinent,  altho  he  be  a  [a  toord  or  two 
,  lost']  neaver  have  wee  heard  indeed  that  he  has  ravished  [one  line  lost]  the  common 
Sluts  of  y°  :  Oountrey,  or  frequented  bad  houses,  nor  does  keepe  woemen  in  the 
ffactory,  yet  some  say  that  they  have  heard  he  has  a  Wench  in  a  Corner,  Some- 
times, nor  can  he  carry  it  soe  closely  b[ut]  that  'tis  discoursed,  now  if  this  Wench 
Should  be  a  ffringe  'tis  not  good,  unless  he  intends  to  marry  her,  and  then  al's 
well  again,  but  if  a  Geabue,  worse,  but  if  a  Mahometan  does  [sic]  dangerous, 
for  tho  wee  have  Sometimes  Mohometan  Girles  among  our  Slaves,  and  that  some 
English  men  have  marryed  Mahometan  Woemen  and  no  Notice  taken  thereof, 
yet  the  case  of  Hervy,  if  Mirza  Mudufer  or  Coddabux  Cawn,  are  in  it  is  very 
dangerous  and  may  become  his  owne  destruction,  (but  that  we  don't  matter) 
however  in  regard  'tis  thus  reported,  it  can  let  no  wayes  safe  for  him  to  be 
trusted  wth  :  the  honble :  Compas :  Affairs,  for  it  was  never  known  that  any  Factor 
■or  Writer  whatever  did  or  was  said  to  doe  the  like,  but  if  any  w[ere]  but  thought 
to  bee  intemperate  towards  Woemen,  be  it  more  or  less  they  were  alwayes  dis- 
missed (and  soe  it  ought  to  be)  their  Employments, — had  yo1' :  Worp:  &ca  : 
■articuled  thus,  then  I  would  have  answered  in  this  manner. 

I  beseech  yor :  Worp  :  &ca :  not  to  give  too  much  credit  to  reports,  nor 
make  these  things  matter  of  accusation,  for  Should  I  begin  to  write  al  is  reported 
of  yor :  Worp:  &ca  :  I  should  not  have  done  these  12:  m0" ;  if  you  suspect 
my  incontinence,  yet  rake  not  too  deepe  thereinto,  so  long  as  I  am  tender  of  my 
creditt,  and  doe  nothing  foule  and  Scandalous,  remember  what  pranks  yor : 
Worp:  &ca:  have  played,  first  or  last,  and  that  yet  you  are  all  flesh  and  blood 
[A  few  words  lost,] 

If  yor :  Worp  :  &ca :  will  perticularly  point  out  and  direct  me  to  mend  my 
Life,  and  teach  me  from  your  owne  Examples,  to  live  Chastly,  I  will  be 
exceeding  gratefull  &  endeavour  to  be  better,  for  I  am  very  loth  having  walked 
cautiously  hitherto,  to  be  noted  for  a  man  Singularly  effeminate,  at  last  or  after 
10  years  be  dismissed  the  0ompas :  Service,  for  Suspicion  of  this  Nature. 

But  now  let  us  see  how  yor  :  Worsp8  :  manner  of  wording  the  case  has 
altered  it. 

That  the  said  Hervy  keeps  whores  &ca : — how  long  has  yor :  Worp  :  been 
an  enemy  to  whoreing?  surely  it  did  not  appear  you  where,  when  in  the 
Factory  of  Ballasore,  you  debauched  Mr :  Hervy  to  the  Sight  of  Severall  Dulfree 
Wenchees,  Stripped  naked  before  you  triumphing  in  that  luscious  Spectacle,  and 
as  a  reward  of  that  complaysaince  drinking  a  Glass  of  Canary,  wth :  some 
Rupees  in  it,  (if  he  mistakes  not,  6)  to  the  [a  word  lost]  beloved  of  that  Compa: 
or  has  your  Worp  :  bitter  thoughts  of  whoreing,  ever  since  you  were  last  at  the 
point  of  Sand  ? 

—  Shamelessly — made  out  by  notable  circumstances,  Viz* :  in  a  house  hard  by 
the  Factory,  had  it  been  a  house  hard  by  ye  Factory  it  had  been  nothing  but 
modest,  for  some  of  us  in  Hughly  doe  the  same  tho  wee  ever  take  care  to  have 
Specious  pretences,  therefore,  as  that  the  Wenchees  be  Nurses,  or  attended  to  our 
Wife,  Children  &ca :  or  marryed  to  our  Slave  Boyes,  and  out  of  Charity  kept  to 
sweepe  our  Room  make  our  Bed,  boyle  &  get  ready  our  Thea  &ca:  [a  word 
a  two  lost]   Hervy  did  thus  wee  could  have  nothing  [.     .     .] 

Often  sending  for  them  in — if  he  sent  for  them  but  now  and  then,  'twere  not 
so  bad,  but  sending  for  them  in,  can  never  be    so  good  or  [  as]  our  afore- 

said way  at  Hughly  is,  this  keeping  them  in  a  house  abroad,  &  Sending  for  them 
in  is  a  open  &  awed  way,  &  therefore  not  to  be  endured  by  civill  &  discreet  men. 

But  mark  how  the  matter  is  proved — as  was  asserted  by  some  English  men 
lately  come  thence,  some  of  which  affirmed  that  they  heard  &ca : — that  is  to  say 
yor :  Worp  :  &ca :  have  heard  some  men  say  that  they  have  heard  other  men  Say, 
or  yor :  Worp  :  hath  seen  those  that  have  seen  the  King, — this  is  a  noteable  proofe 
of  the  fact,  and  every  whitt  as  good,  as  it  is,  that  you  are  Sattisfyed  of  Such  and 
Such  things. 
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But  now  put  the  case  tho  some  Englishmen  should  be  no  Englishmen,  and 
that  those  Other  men  are  not  to  be  found,  why  then  you  are  mistaken,  and  the 
maker's  at  an  end. 

— he  the  said  Hervy  has  amongst  his  house  of  [whore3  wee'l]  pay  him  of  for 
his  house*  had  he  nott  better  hare  a  bedmaker,  or  a  Thea  Boyler  in  the  Factory, 
now  let  him  Suffer  and  learne  witt  the  next  time. 

One  Mahometan  Woeman  Spared  him  by  Coddabux  Oawn  or  Mirza 
Muduffer,  wch  :  it  soe,  is  well  and  Wisely  put  in,  it  semes  yor :  Worp  : 
wil  not  affirme  it,  certainly,  and  'tis  wel  you  don't,  if  you  did  an  Cuddabux  Cawn 
and  Mirza  Muduffer  heard  thereof,  they  would  perhaps  Speak  wth :  yor :  Worp  : 
about  it,  for,  for  a  Mahometan  to  give  a  Christian  one  of  his  Woemen  is  as 
Scandalous  among  them,  as  for  an  Englishman  to  Give  his  daughter  to  a  Maho- 
metan [is  among]  us. 

Wee  doubt  may  not  onely  bee  the  destruction  of  him,— Pray  Yor :  Worp  :  let 
me  alone  with  my  own  destruction,  had  I  a  mind  or  went  ways  to  destroy  my 
Selfe,  you  would  certainly  be  glad,  and  not  disturb  me,  but  by  this  it  appears  you 
doubt  much  w* :  you  say  yor :  Selfe,  and  that  I  won't  destroy  my  Selfe,  I  hope  I 
shall  not. 

But  also  of  the  Compas  :  Affairs,  and  Estate  that  may  be  in  his  hands, — there 
comes  the  buisness  out,  Right  or  wrong,  out  of  the  Compas :  Service  wth :  this 
Hervy,  for  if  wee  don't :  wch :  way  shall  Dacca  cloth  pass  for  Malda. 

When  this  thing  may  be  ripe,  and  come  to  be  looked  into — This  I  suppose 
may  have  some  obscene  beastly  meaning,  &  therefore  'tis  better  passed  over. 

But  yor  :  Worp  :  is  clearly  out  of  the  whole  Story,  and  therefore  with  yor : 
Pardon,  He  helph  [sic]  you  a  little  the  Matter's  this. 

Mr :  Hervy  has  a  house  or  Cottage  [  in  ]  the  ffactory,  for  his  Slaves, 
wherein  he  has  [  more  ]  shame  then  those  at  Hugly,  who  take  up  so  good  Share 
of  ye :  I  actoi'y,  for  a  dirty  Rable  of  black  fellowes,  Wenchees  Children  &ca :  that 
ye :  best  [a  word  lost]  of  that  great  building  looks  more  than  dog  Bitch  yard,  then 
what  it  should  doe,  and  in  house  or  Cottage  the  Slaves  are  there  and  [not]  a  man 
about  50 :  Years  of  Age,  and  his  4  :  [.  .  .]  about  40 :  &  his  Mother  ab* :  70  :  not 
[.  .  .]  Hervy  [.  .  .]  be  whore  [.  .  .]  how  yor:  Worps :  should  come  to 
know  [it]  to  be  soe,  is  strange,  yet  Since  you  Say  they  are  so  it's  not  to  be 
doubted  but  what's  that  to  Mr  :  Hervy  will  your  Worp  :  engage  for  the  honesty  of 
any  one  of  all  your  Multitude. 

What  noteable  Englishmen  were  those  that  told  yor :  Worp  :  &cB :  al  this,, 
they  made  excellent  Observation,  for  the  2d  :  &  3d  :  hereafter  divers  years  cannot 
affirme  the  Like,  Viz* :  that  Mr :  Hervy  has  a  house  of  Whores,  sends  for  them  in 
often,  not  privately  but  openly  &  avowedly,  but  on  the  contrary  to  doe  [advise]  yor  : 
Worp  :  &ca :  &  whosoever  may  read  these  papers,  that  our  discourse  is  proffitable, ' 
our  table  moderate,  our  deportm*  :  each  to  other  civil,  &  oblidgeing,  our  hours 
regular,  and  our  whole  conversation,  such  as  cannot  be  reproached  by  any  Factory 
whatever  that  any  of  us  have  seen. 

Thus  we  have  done  answering  yor :  Worps  :  Charge  :  if  yoT :  Worp  :  &ca :  shall 
thinck  fitt  to  make  remarks — thereon  please  to  send  them  to  us,  and  they  also 
shall  be  answered. 

But  wee  hope  we  may  come  to  an  agreement  for  al  this,  for  wee  have  hatred 
or  Malice  to  no  man,  w* :  wee  have  done,  wee  have  done  for  the  best,  and  hope  it . 
may  prove  according,  Your  Loving  Freinds  Samll  Hervy — [Jno  :]  Pownsett.
